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GOP POLL LEADS 
TO BLOOD BATH 


When Republican State Committee 
chairman Jim Rappaport returns from 
Honolulu on Friday, he’ll find his party 
bleeding from angry infighting over a poll 
he authorized to take the public’s pulse on 


| the 1994 race for US Senate. Party leaders 
| are in an uproar over an allegation that 
| poll results favorable to one Senate candi- 


date, Janet Jeghelian, were leaked to the 


| Boston Herald by party executive director 


| Gene Hartigan before other GOP candi- 


dates and leaders even saw the results. 
Last week, the party’s executive com- 


| mittee voted to fire Hartigan, even though 


| he was already planning to leave on 


November 15, the date he was scheduled 
to take the helm of former radio-talk-show 
host Jeghelian’s campaign to oust Senator 


| Ted Kennedy. GOP leaders are furious 
| that the state committee agreed to split the 


$15,000 cost of the poll with the National 
Republican Senatorial Committee 
(NRSC). The poll was taken by Williams 


| and Associates. 


“None of us have ever seen that poll,” 


| Says party treasurer Larry Novak. “If we 
| don’t have the poll, then we’re not going 


| to pay for it.” 


Other Republicans seeking the nomina- 
tion or thinking about it include Mitt 


| Romney, Gary Todd, John Lakian, and 
| James Darwin Carter. 


“I understand Hartigan wrote the poll 


| with Williams and Associates, which is 


why they test for Jeghelian but not others,” 


| charges GOP political consultant Ron 
| Mills, who is working for Todd. Rappa- 
| port has made public comments that a 
| right-wing Christian like Todd would not 


| be able to defeat Kennedy, to which Mills 
| replies, “Jim Rappaport is a lying, stinking, 


no-good, bigoted SOB who should be 


| driven out of that office before he does any 
| more damage and destruction to the Re- 
| publican Party.” 


Rappaport, in Honolulu, could not be 


| reached for comment. Republican State 


Committee press secretary Darin 
McAullife said only, “No comment.” 
State GOP vice-chairman Jody Dow 


added, “I can’t answer your questions 


| right now. I’m not talking to the press 


| about it.” 


Hartigan, reached at Logan Internation- 


| al Airport before boarding a plane to 


Washington, said, “I was not at the meet- 
ing. I’m told they did move some kind of a 


| resolution asking that I be terminated. I 


left two or three weeks ago. The polling 
questions were formed in a joint venture 


| by the NRSC and the state party.

FIDELITY FACES 
NEWSPAPER WOES 


Fidelity’s Community Newspaper 
Company (CNC), which has grown to 
more than 60 weeklies with a combined 
circulation in excess of 600,000, was the 
recipient of a friendly article in the Octo- 
ber 11 Forbes magazine. In the piece, 
CNC president Bill Elfers boldly declares: 
“We’re now a true suburban alternative 
to the Boston Globe.” 

But it’s clear that the chain is suffer- 
ing its share of growing pains. Kathy 
O’Shea — a Fidelity insider installed as 
publisher of the Tab in March — was 
recently kicked upstairs, clearing the 
way for longtime Tab executive Lynn 
Carberry to take over. O’Shea was wide- 
ly seen as being over her head in the Tab 


job, whereas Carberry had always been 
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considered the logical heir to founding 
publishers Russel Pergament and Steve 
Cummings, who moved to top CNC jobs 
after the company bought the Tab in 
December 1992. 

Meanwhile, CNC has been tied down 
fending off union-organizing efforts, first 
at its Cape Cod Publishing Company — 
where an attempt to unionize was recently 
voted down, 66 to 24 — and now at its 
North Shore Weeklies outpost. One possi- 
ble cause of worker frustration is the long 
raise drought, which may finally come to 
an end in December if CNC — which is 
still not profitable, according to a company 
spokesman — meets revenue targets. 

Perhaps as an outgrowth of the labor 
unrest, Vicky Ogden, the former publish- 
er of CNC’s Bay State Weeklies, has 
moved south to become chief operating 
officer of the Cape Cod papers. And for- 
mer Boston Herald business editor Bill 
Castle recently signed on to edit the 
North Shore papers, succeeding veteran 
editor Selma Williams, who recently re- 
tired. 

“The potential is breathtaking. We’re at 
the creation stage here, and it’s unrea- 
sonable to expect us to be prepared now 
to go against the New York Times,” says 
CNC vice-chairman Pergament, referring 
to the Globe’s new owners. 

But as CNC struggles to get ready for 
prime time and make good on its boasts 
to give the Globe hell, there is one huge 
question still unanswered seven years af- 
ter Fidelity made its initial investment in 
community weeklies: 

Can a bunch of mutual-fund managers 
run a newspaper operation?

NO QUAYLE TO 
KICK AROUND? 


The 1996 race for president was already 
under way at the Colonnade Hotel on 
November 12, when state Republicans 
gathered at a fundraising dinner featuring 
Jack Kemp. “I’m so glad to be sitting with a 
future president of the United States,” 
quipped State Treasurer Joe Malone, look- 
ing over at Kemp, then at Governor Bill 
Weld. “Take your pick.” 

Weld called Kemp “one of my true abid- 
ing heroes on my short list,” an interesting 
choice of words from a man who is consid- 
ered a possible running mate on a Kemp 
ticket. 

Receiving almost as much attention was 
political consultant Ron Kaufman, a Massa- 
chusetts native now living in Virginia. “Kauf- 
man and I are old buddies,” said Kemp dur- 
ing his speech. 

But Kaufman, who says he mainly works 
for corporations like Coca-Cola these days, 
says Kemp is not necessarily the front-run- 
ner. “If Pete Wilson is re-elected as governor 
of California, he’ll be the front-runner,” he 
says, noting that California has 20 percent of

the Republican-convention delegates and a 
winner-take-all primary, which will likely be 
moved back to March 1996. 

Other candidates Kaufman touts as hav- 
ing significant pockets of support include 
former Tennessee governor (and Bush edu- 
cation secretary) Lamar Alexander, Texas 
Senator Phil Gramm, former defense secre- 
tary Dick Cheney, and Weld. Bob Dole 
can’t be ruled out either, he says. 

Kaufman doesn’t take the potential can- 
didacy of General Colin Powell as seriously 
as some in the media, saying that when 
General Dwight Eisenhower won the 1952 
nomination, the process was radically dif- 
ferent. “Eisenhower didn’t have primaries 
to contend with,” he says. 

And when asked whether the Christian 
right, which dominates GOP politics in 
much of the country, would rally behind 
Dan Quayle or former drug czar Bill Ben- 
nett, Kaufman countered that the religious 
right won’t play a big role. “The election of 
Kay Bailey Hutchinson as senator from 
Texas proves that you can be a pro-choice 
Republican and still receive the votes of the 
Christian right,” he explained. 

Kaufman says Bennett hurt his credibility 
last month when he endorsed the Conserva- 
tive Party candidate for mayor of New York 
against Republican Rudy Giuliani. And he 
predicts Quayle won’t be a candidate in 
1996: “Dan Quayle will employ a Nixon 
strategy. He’ll sit this one out, be the nice 
guy on the sidelines, and return in 2000 or 
2004.” — Al Giordano

SENATOR SLAMS 
AIDS PROFITS 


Burroughs Wellcome, the manufacturer 
and sole patent-holder of AZT, is making 
a killing on the anti-AIDS drug, according 
to a report released by US Senator David 
Pryor (D-Oklahoma). 

“American taxpayers supported the 
lion’s share of the development of this 
drug,” Pryor said recently. Now, through 
federal programs that provide AZT to 
HIV-positive people who aren’t privately 
insured, “Americans are spending hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars each year to 
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buy back a drug which evidence suggests 
we should have owned in the first place,” 
the senator said. 

Just how much Burroughs Wellcome is 
making isn’t entirely clear, since the com- 
pany refuses to release data on research- 
and-development costs for AZT. But a 
number of AIDS-advocacy groups con- 
tend the drug’s R&D was underwritten 
largely by federal and academic sources 
like the National Institutes of Health and 
Duke University. 

Dr. Thomas McLaughlin, the Harvard 
Medical School health-services researcher 
who prepared the Pryor report, says the is- 
sue of how much Burroughs Wellcome 
should be entitled to profit off AZT raises 
“very fundamental questions here about 
how we think about regulating an industry 
that contributes so highly to the national 
economy.” 

“The benefit that comes to society may 
very well outweigh the costs,” he contin- 
ues, “but that may be cold comfort to peo- 
ple who can’t get their AZT or Foscarnet 
{another AIDS drug] because the prices 


are so high.”

BENJI LA GUER'S 
LAST STAND 


If nothing else, convicted rapist Ben- 
jamin La Guer’s 10-year quest to clear 
his name has succeeded in uniting mi- 
nority factions in a way that has eluded 
political leaders for the last decade. That 
was certainly evident this past Monday, 
when representatives from groups rang- 
ing from the Nation of Islam to the Gay 
and Lesbian Advocates and Defenders 
filled a courtroom in Boston to support 
what may be La Guer’s last shot — on 
the state level, at least — for a new trial. 

What the Appeals Court must consider 
is this question: did one member of an 
all-white jury make racial remarks about 
La Guer, who is a black Puerto Rican, 
during his 1984 trial? In 1988, juror 
William Nowick signed an affidavit say- 
ing that fellow juror Joseph Novak said, 
among other things, “That goddamned 
spic is guilty just sitting there... . Why 
bother having a trial?” Novak denies ever 
making the statements. 

The Supreme Judicial Court ruled in 
1991 that if the comments were made, the 
jury was tainted and La Guer deserves a 
new trial. After an evidentiary hearing that 
same year, the district-court judge who 
presided over the trial, Robert Mulkern, 
ruled that the comments had not been 
made. In August, the Supreme Judicial 
Court declined to review La Guer’s case 
(“Mean Streets,” News, August 13), leav- 
ing the Appeals Court his last state judicial 
venue, short of a gubernatorial decree. 

La Guer has professed his innocence 
since he was arrested in July 1983, two 
days after a Leominster woman picked 
him out of a photo line-up. La Guer, who 
at the time was 20 years old and living 
with his father in an apartment next to the 
victim, was accused of beating and raping 
the woman for eight hours. No physical 
evidence linking La Guer to the crime was 
presented at trial — only the word of a 
woman who was a schizophrenic and was 
heavily medicated during the line-up. 
(That diagnosis, however, was ruled inad- 
missible during La Guer’s trial.) 

During oral arguments before the 
three-judge panel on Monday, La Guer’s 
attorney, Patricia O’Neill, criticized Mulk- 
ern’s finding that no racist remarks were 
made during deliberations. But an attor- 
ney for the state suggested that Nowick’s 
affidavit was coerced. 

“This case is about more than just 
Benji La Guer,” says the Reverend Eu- 
gene Rivers. “This case is about the prin- 
ciple that an individual should be tried 
based on the evidence, not based on race 
and the color of his skin. That principle 
was flagrantly violated in this case.” 

The Appeals Court’s decision is ex- 
pected within 90 days.

Halls of justice 


The courts 


pick up 


where Clinton left off

ack during his presiden- 

tial campaign, Bill Clin- 

ton warned that if elected 

officials failed to end the 

policy forbidding lesbians 
and gay men from serving in the military, 
the courts would do it for them. 

Clinton hasn’t used that argument since 
last summer, when he gave in to Senator 
Sam Nunn and the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
by weakening the ban only slightly. But 
now it appears Clinton may have been 
right in the first place. 

This past Tuesday, the US Court of Ap- 
peals for the District of Columbia ruled in 
favor of Joseph Steffan, who was forced 
to resign from the Naval Academy in 
1987 after saying he was gay. The three 
judges serving on the court unanimously 
ordered the academy to graduate Steffan 
and the Pentagon to commission him as 
an officer. 

“America’s hallmark has been to judge 
people by what they do, and not by who 
they are,” wrote Chief Judge Abner Mik- 
va. “It is fundamentally unjust to abort a 
most promising military career solely be- 
cause of a truthful confession untarnished 


by even a scintilla of misconduct.” 

The ruling is likely to have a significant 
impact on the future of the gay ban, says 
Beatrice Dohrn, legal director of the 
Lambda Legal Defense and Education 
Fund, the nation’s oldest gay-rights legal- 
advocacy group. “It only orders that Stef- 
fan be reinstated,” she says. “But the opin- 
ion shoots down every argument ever made 
in these cases. So it’s definitely going to be 
cited by us in other cases we’re arguing.” 

Meanwhile, the Ninth Circuit Court of 
Appeals, which serves the western US, 
will soon take up the case of Keith Mein- 
hold, the naval petty officer who became 
the center of national attention in 1992 
when he came out on network television. 
He was soon honorably discharged, and 
he sued for reinstatement. 

The stage was set on September 30, 
one day before Clinton’s “don’t ask, don’t 
tell, don’t pursue” policy was to go into 
effect, when US District Judge Terry Hat- 
ter ordered Meinhold reinstated, and 
ruled that discrimination against gay men, 
lesbians, and bisexuals in the military is 
unconstitutional. (Hatter had earlier or- 
dered the Navy to reinstate Meinhold 
while the case was being considered, but 
that order was thrown out on appeal.) 

Hatter put muscle behind his decision 


by promising to fine the Pentagon 
$10,000 a day for every day that the 
armed forces failed to comply with his or- 
der. This led the military to suspend pro- 
ceedings in 115 cases of lesbians, gay 
men, and bisexuals who were about to be 
discharged. 

Hatter even banned discharge in cases 
involving “proven sexual conduct,” taking 
the ruling one step further than many gay

legal advocates have been pushing for. 
These activists have been willing to cede 
to the government the issue of homosexu- 
al sex, concentrating instead on what 
Clinton has called “status,” or homosexu- 
al identity. But Hatter ruled that homo- 
sexual sex is grounds for dismissal only “if 
such conduct is proven to interfere with

the military mission of the armed forces of 
the United States.” 

None too happy with the ruling, the 
federal government asked the appeals 
court to suspend Hatter’s ruling pending 
further legal action before that court next 
month. 

The court turned down the govern- 
ment’s request. So on October 29, the 
Pentagon sought a stay from the Supreme 
Court. The stay was grant- 
ed, and the Pentagon has 
been allowed to institute 
“don’t ask, don’t tell, don’t 
pursue.” That policy is ex- 
pected to become law when 
Clinton signs the 1994 de- 
fense-authorization bill 
sometime in the next few 
weeks. 

For all the press these 
cases have generated, the 
legal intricacies are some- 
times difficult to follow. 
On what does the govern- 
ment base its position? 
What have gay and lesbian 
advocates argued before 
the courts? What will be 
the impact of legal prece- 
dent? And, more impor- 
tant, will any of this make a 
difference to the Supreme 
Court, which has often 
ruled unfavorably on issues 
of gay rights? 

. 


As the Phoenix was going 
to press, the government 
had not yet appealed the 
Steffan ruling, although it 
seemed likely that it would. 
The Pentagon’s legal team 
— the Justice Department 
— doesn’t speak to the 
press about the Meinhold 
case. But the government’s 
objections are laid out in the brief Solici- 
tor General Drew Days III submitted to 
the Supreme Court when he asked for a 
stay on the Pentagon’s behalf. 

The government believes Hatter’s ruling 
is flawed for several reasons. The first is 
its scope, since the ruling applies not just

to Meinhold, Days’s brief notes, but also 
“bars any officer of the Department of 
Defense from charging, denying enlist- 
ment, or taking ‘any actions whatsoever’ 
against any person in any of the military 
services ‘based on sexual orientation.’ ” 
Meinhold sued for reinstatement as an in- 
dividual plaintiff, not as part of a class-ac- 
tion lawsuit. Therefore, the government 
argues, Hatter should have restricted his 
findings to Meinhold. 

Moreover, the Pentagon contends that 
Hatter’s decision interferes with internal 
military matters, over which the Defense 
Department says the courts should have 
no power. “The district court’s injunc- 
tion,” the government argues, “broadly in- 
trudes the court into the day-to-day man- 
agement and discipline of military person- 
nel — a responsibility which, as this Court 
{the Supreme Court] repeatedly has rec- 
ognized, is confided by the Constitution to 
the political Branches [Congress and the 
executive branch], and in which the courts 
have little competence.” 

The government goes on to argue that 
Hatter’s decision conflicts with earlier 
precedent set in cases involving the same 
equal-protection issues at stake in Mein- 
hold, and that failure to stay the judge’s 
decision would cause the military “ir- 
reparable harm” by delaying implementa- 
tion of the president’s “don’t ask, don’t 
tell, don’t pursue” policy. 

But whatever the government argues, 
say lesbian and gay legal advocates, its 
objections amount to illegal prejudice. 

“The military is arguing that there 
should be deference to their ability to de- 
termine what makes the fighting force co- 
hesive, and the courts should look behind 
their statement that they need a discrimi- 
natory policy,” says Dohrn. But there’s 
precedent, Dohrn and other advocates 
say, to back up their position that the mil- 
itary’s case is without merit. 

To begin with, the solicitor general’s 
assertion that the Meinhold ruling should 
pertain only to Meinhold isn’t supported 
by case law, legal advocates note. When a 
court finds a law or government policy 
unconstitutional, the court’s ruling applies 
to all individuals and groups affected by 
that law or policy, not just to the individu- 
al who brought the complaint, says 
Dohrn. 

There are rare cases in which “a court 
might find a law unconstitutional only as 
it applies to a particular set of facts,” 
Dohrn continues. But “if you look at the 
facts of Meinhold’s case, there’s nothing 
quirky about them. So if the policy is un- 
constitutional as applied to the facts of his 
case, it would seem to be unconstitution- 
al, period.” 

The central issue, say queer legal advo- 
cates, is no longer whether lesbians, gay 
men, and bisexuals are capable of serving 
in the military, but whether the military is 
entitled to violate the Constitution to en- 
force its prejudices. “In a funny way, I 
think it’s progress from our perspective 
that nobody’s arguing anymore about our 
ability to fight or to serve. Before Clinton, 
that was the issue,” says Dohrn. 
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The “don’t ask, don’t tell, don’t pur- 
sue” policy concedes that lesbians, gay 
men, and bisexuals are no threat to the 
military, Dohrn says, even if the gay-ban 
language attached to the soon-to-be- 
signed defense-authorization act claims 
that “homosexual conduct is incompatible 
with military service because it interferes 
with factors critical to combat effective- 
ness including unit morale, unit cohesion, 
and individual privacy.” 

“They’re kind of saying it’s okay that 
we’re there, as long as they don’t know 
that it’s you, as long as they don’t know 
it’s the guy in the next bunk,” says Dohrn. 

A federally sponsored Rand Corpora- 
tion report asserted that lesbians and gay 
men pose no threat to the workings of the 
military, and that strong leadership and 
training could ease anti-gay sentiment in 
the armed forces. In light of that and sim- 
ilar findings, it seems the government’s 
best hope of keeping some semblance of 
the ban is legal precedent that establishes 
its right to determine military policy with- 
out outside interference. 

There is, however, precedent that holds 
it’s not the courts’ role to enforce private 
prejudice. That was the ruling in the 1984 
case of Palmore v. Sidoti. In that instance, 
a divorced white father tried to regain 
custody of his children after his white ex- 
wife married an African-American man, 
citing the increased stigmatization the 
children would probably encounter as a 
result of having a black stepfather. The 
white father lost. 

Moreover, the Supreme Court has 
found that the Pentagon is required to 
uphold constitutional guarantees of equal 
protection. In Frontiero v. Richardson, 
which Ruth Bader Ginsburg argued as a 
private attorney on behalf of plaintiffs su- 
ing the armed forces, the Supreme Court 
ruled the Pentagon could not use “mili- 
tary discretion” to justify denying medical 
benefits to the husbands of military wom- 
en while providing them to the wives of 
military men. 

“The Court said there was nothing 
about this case that should require mili- 
tary discretion,” says Dohrn. “This was 
pure sex discrimination. And our point is 
that the Court made very clear in that rul- 
ing that the military can’t just say ‘military 
discretion’ and do whatever it wants. 
There is the Constitution.” 

The Constitution is what attorneys in 
the Meinhold case and in other cases of 
gay military personnel who have been dis- 
missed are counting on — particularly the 
Fifth Amendment equal-protection clause 
and the First Amendment guarantee~of 
free speech. 

The Fifth Amendment requires the gov- 
ernment — Meinhold’s and Steffan’s em- 
ployer — to treat citizens equally. To lim- 
it the number of people suing the govern- 
ment, the courts have created what is 
called “protected minority classes,” 
groups that are entitled to sue for equal 
protection. 

All protected minority classes, however, 
are not treated equally. For instance, be- 
cause the courts have decided that it’s in- 
herently harmful to discriminate against 
citizens based on race, the government 
must overcome what is called a “strict lev- 
el of scrutiny” when racial discrimination 
is alleged.

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Discrimination based on gender must pass an interme- 
diate level of scrutiny — what is called “heightened 
scrutiny.” 

The third and lowest level of scrutiny is called “rational- 
basis review,” and laws and policies regarding sexual ori- 
entation have traditionally been subject to this level of re- 
view. According to attorney Mary Newcombe, who has 
defended two women dismissed from the military because 
they said they were lesbians, rational-basis review defers 
to government discretion. “Basically, the government need 
only show there’s a rational reason to justify this discrimi- 
nation,” Newcombe says. “And that justification is one the 
government can make up at the time. So saying there will 
be disorder in the ranks is considered a rational reason.” 

Indeed, the solicitor general’s brief approvingly quotes 
legal precedent regarding rational-basis review: “Such a 
classification is ‘not subject to courtroom factfinding and 
may be based on rational speculation unsupported by evi- 
dence or empirical data.’ ” 

Advocates for lesbians and gays in the military, though, 
assert that sexual orientation should be subject to strict 
scrutiny rather than rational-basis review because gays 
and lesbians are a historically stigmatized group that has 
suffered discrimination. 

They also contend, to use Newcombe’s words, that 
“you can’t premise government actions on this illegiti- 
mate basis, even if it’s a good goal to have the military 
operate efficiently. You can’t allow the prejudices and 
fears of certain people to limit the opportunities of oth- 
ers.” This is particularly true, adds Newcombe, because 
the military, through its chain of command, can take ac- 
tion both to ensure good order and discipline and to pun- 
ish bad behavior. 

The courts have traditionally been unsympathetic to 
First Amendment arguments as they pertain to lesbians, 
gays, and bisexuals in the military. Even though Steffan’s 
lawyers cited the First Amendment, according to Dohrn, 
“I’d say it’s an equal-protection ruling more than a First 
Amendment one.” 

In the case of Army Reserve Captain Dusty Pruitt, the 
Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals — the same court that will

hear Meinhold — found that Pruitt’s coming out as a les- 
bian did not come under the category of politically protect- 
ed speech. Rather, the court asserted, Pruitt simply labeled 
herself as someone the military deemed unfit for duty. 

But the “don’t ask, don’t tell, don’t pursue” policy may 
open the field to First Amendment challenges. That’s be- 
cause, for the first time, being gay isn’t the issue; saying 
you’re gay is. 

Not all speech is protected in the military. Members of 
the armed forces may not, for instance, talk about over- 
throwing the government. But such utterances, says 
American Civil Liberties Union staff attorney Marc 
Elovitz, are different from “telling your friends, ‘I’m gay,’ 
in a private context.” 

“There are speech prohibitions in the Uniform Code of 
Military Justice,” adds Elovitz, “but our argument is that 
the First Amendment is what this country is based on, and 
just because you’re in the military, you don’t sacrifice all 
your constitutional rights.”

What will be the impact of the Meinhold and Steffan 
rulings? In the Meinhold case, after the Court of Appeals 
hears arguments in December, it must choose from 
among several alternatives. The court could uphold 
Judge Hatter’s decision. It could strike down his ruling 
and send the case to a lower court that would rule on the 
procedural challenges Meinhold brought. Or the court 
could uphold Hatter’s decision but vacate the injunction, 
meaning the ruling would apply only in the Ninth Circuit 
(most of the western US, including Alaska, Hawaii, and 
Guam). 

“The results really depend on what the court bases their 
findings on,” says Lambda’s Beatrice Dohrn. “There are 
so many ways they could find against him. And we don’t 
know whether that will mean the other cases will be blown 
out of the water, either.” 

In the Steffan case, the government presumably will ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court — which, if it takes the case, 
could resolve the issue one way or the other. 

But no matter what happens, warns Kathleen Gilberd, 
co-chair of the National Lawyers Guild’s Military Law 
Task Force, “this is still a very dangerous time for people 
in the military, because the information out there is so un- 
clear. A lot of service members think that ‘don’t ask, don’t 
tell’ is going to happen, and that there will be safety as 
long as they’re discreet. We think it’s not safe, and people 
are still, by and large, subject to investigation and dis- 
charge. So it’s very important for people to seek legal

For the last 14 years Gray — actor, autobiographer,

atrical norms while adapting to them. The trick, the art is gently to subvert 
the conventions of the story while telling a story. 

This story is part of a larger work, called Grays Anatomy, which has 
_ been in progress for many months. Readers of the New York Times Maga- 
zine and Condé Nast Traveler have seen samplings over the last two years, 
as have audiences in theaters across the country. Spalding’s approach is 
tentative. A piece may not be finished until it has been performed, polished, 
presented many times. In a few days Gray’ Anatomy will be performed at 
Lincoln Center and then, like his non-fiction “novel,” Impossible Vacation, 
it will appear as a Vintage paperback. 

Anatomy began in a storytelling workshop in upstate New York and de- 
veloped on the streets of Manhattan — the Upper East Side, the Upper West 
Side, and the blocks below Washington Square. Episodes take place in Bali 
and in the Philippines. Central to the story is Spalding’s search for a correc- 
tion to a condition called macula pucker, which threatens his sight in one 


eye. (The macula is the area in the center of the retina responsible for the

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get back to New York City, and I’m pretty depressed. I’m sitting there

= hen you are of a certain 

age, the question is always 

about November 23, 

1963. So I'll get this out 

of the way. I was studying in the Harvard 

Law School library. I remember looking up 

and seeing students standing in rows as the 

news traveled from one long table to the 

next. It looked like a Fenway Park wave as 

the message sped across the huge room. I f§ 

closed my books, walked the few blocks Ks 

back to my apartment, turned on the TV, 
and sat transfixed.

Thirty years ago I never thought of myself as having 
been inspired by JFK, and I haven’t thought much about 
it since, even though when things get too intense inside 
the State House I do find some peace in staring at the 
JFK statue outside my window. But by capturing 
Kennedy unadorned, in contrast to the Sorensen/Schle-

singer testimonials and the current wave of televised trib- 
utes, Richard Reeves, in President Kennedy: Profile of 
Power (Simon & Schuster, 662 pages, $30), creates the 
opportunity to come to grips with how JFK affected us. 
The book contains good news and bad news. The good 
news is that the Kennedy myth is the way we remem- 
bered it. The bad news is that it was a myth. 

I was too young to vote in the Kennedy-Nixon race in 
1960, although I had already worked in a few campaigns. 
In the 1950s, a smart, sensitive fellow named Jackson 
Holtz (father of the Boston Globe’s Ellen Goodman) ran 
for Congress. My parents were friends of his, and he was

A popular school of 

thought suggests that if 

John F. Kennedy had not 

been assassinated this 

country would have been spared much of 

the pain and disillusionment that came to 

characterize the 1960s. What do you make 
of that notion? 

A: It’s a fairy tale. You can’t disprove it. 
You could also argue that if Eisenhower 
had been able to have a third term we 
might have been spared the pain and disillusionment that 
was brought about by Kennedy’s presidency. These are 
meaningless speculations. 

We know a lot about what happened during the 
Kennedy presidency, and we know that there were 
some modifications in the Johnson years, but the mod- 
ifications were mostly adapting the same policies to 
new situations. Johnson did innovate in some respects. 
So, for example, when Johnson learned about 
Kennedy’s terror operations in Cuba, he called them 
off. He called them a “damned Murder Incorporated.” 
He just terminated them, though they were soon start- 
ed up again by Nixon. 

And Johnson showed a good deal more initiative than 
Kennedy ever had in pressing for what are called Great 
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THE CIVIL RIGHTS MOVEMENT helped unde 
the national consensus, thereby stimulating 
debate on the growing US involvement in Vietnam. 


Society measures, both on the civil-rights 
front and on social issues. 

With regard to Indochina, we have a very good 
record of recently released internal documents right 
through 1964. And what they show pretty conclusively, 
as conclusively as history can show anything, is what ap- 
peared to be true on the surface: namely, that Johnson 
simply carried out Kennedy’s policies, and that he was 
regarded as having done so by all the people closest to 
Kennedy, including the most extreme doves, like George 
Ball and Mike Mansfield and Roger Hilsman. They all 
praised Johnson for his wise caution. There was no 
change in policy. 

A major event took place within a few months after 
Johnson’s inauguration — namely, the coup in Brazil, 


interested; together they were reason 
enough to help out. I went down to Holtz’s 
headquarters, on Harvard Street, and 
handed out brochures. He lost, twice. 

The first time I had any responsibility in 
a campaign was in 1958, at Williams Col- 
lege, where I was a sophomore. My profes- 
sor, James MacGregor Burns, a Roosevelt 
biographer, was running against then- 
State Senator Silvio Conte. I knew Burns 
and had met Conte. Burns was a great 
professor and Conte was a great legislator. 
I was for both of them doing what they did 
best. I organized students for Conte and 
he won. At the end of the summer of 1960, 
I was hired to do opposition research in 
the re-election campaign of US Senator 
Leverett Saltonstall. My boss, the cam- 
paign manager, was Charles “Chuck” Col- 
son, later of Watergate fame. In 1962, I 
worked for Elliot Richardson, who was 
running against Ed Brooke for the Repub- 
lican nomination for attorney general. 

When JFK was assassinated, a year later, 
I didn’t consciously see his death as having 
anything to do with me personally. I was 
wrong. Six months after Dallas, near the 
end of my third year of law school, I found 
myself standing on a chair in my parents’ 
living room announcing to the 40 or 50 
people gathered there what they already 
knew: that I was running for the Republi- 
can nomination for state representative. 
Richardson, by then my mentor, served as 
my campaign chairman. 

At the time, this seemed unconnected to JFK. I was 
about to get my law degree, but I didn’t want to practice 
law. I sure as hell didn’t want to go into the Army (an ul- 
cer eventually solved that problem). And there was a va- 
cancy in the then-three-person Brookline delegation to 
the Massachusetts House. The line of young, overedu- 
cated, underexperienced Jewish boys was much longer 
on the Democratic side than on the Republican. I hate 
long lines. 

Yet in a very real sense it was JFK who made it all

big domino effect. Brazil’s 
an important country, and 
that set off the wave of re- 
pression and militarism and 
violence that swept over 
much of the hemisphere. 
Johnson didn’t start the 
coup, but he' didn’t do much 
to stop it, either. The plan- 
ning was essentially laid in 
the Kennedy administration, 
and as the coup took place it 
was lauded by Kennedy’s 
closest Latin American ad- 
visers, his ambassador, and 
others. So there was no es- 
sential change there that 
anyone can point to. 
As far as I can see, the 
belief that somehow Ken- 
a nedy would have done 
a something for which 
there was no evidence 
in his own practice — 
it comforts you, you 
can believe it, but it 
has no basis in fact. 
Q: Why is there 
such a vested interest 
in perpetuating the 
Camelot myth that 
these were wonderful 
days we were somehow 
robbed of? 
A: The United States 
was, in the Kennedy years, car- 
rying out a lot of violence and ter- 
ror around the world, but it was not 
hitting home very much, so the US itself was not 
particularly suffering from that violence and terrorism. 
One of the most dramatic examples was Indochina. 
Under Eisenhower, the United States had succeeded in 
undermining the international agreements, the Geneva 
agreements, and had in fact established a terrorist state 
in South Vietnam. It was more or less a standard Latin 
American-style terrorist state, backed by US force, carry- 
ing out enormous violence. Maybe 60,000 or 70,000 
people had been killed in South Vietnam prior to

30 years after the shots 
fired in Dallas, the ghost of 
John F. Kennedy still haunts 
our political life. 

Despite the official lone-assassin ver- 
dict and the mass media’s prejudice 
against conspiracy theories, a huge ma- 
jority of the American people believe 
there was more to the JFK killing than 
the work of a solitary neurotic named Lee 
Harvey Oswald. Some of us think the 
Mafia did it, some the CIA, and some the 
Reds, but most of us agree that the War- 
ren Commission did not get it right, and 
that JFK was killed by a conspiracy of 
some still unknown kind. 

The shooting in Dallas on November 
22, 1963, has thus emerged as the most 
controversial single event in American 
history. This is partly because the case is 
awash in clues and suspects. But it also 
reflects a more serious concern — that 
Kennedy’s death had something impor- 
tant to do with the escalation of the 
Vietnam War. So if we obsess about this 
case, that is because we do not know the 
truth about it, and because an important 
part of our history will seem mysterious 
until we do. 

Not everyone, of course, is happy that 
the case remains open in the popular 
mind. The voices of the mass media are 
the chief supporters of the official theo- 
ry. Thus, it is not a surprise that Gerald 
Posner’s new book, Case Closed: Lee

If they 
would study it, they would know that 
Posner is not only wrong but also that he 
seems to be wrong on purpose, as 
though the very purpose of his book is to 
deceive. 

> Item. A key problem with the official 
theory is that there are no witnesses to 
place Oswald and rifle in the Texas 
School Book Depository’s sixth-floor 
window, the famous “sniper’s nest,” at 
or near 12:30 p.m., the time of the 
shooting. Coworkers saw Oswald on the 
second floor 15 minutes before, and a 
policeman saw him there one and a half 
minutes after, but Posner sees no reason 
to mention this. He prefers to make do 
with the testimony of Oswald’s coworker 
Charles Givens, who told the Warren 
Commission that he talked to Oswald on 
the sixth floor “at noon or a few minutes 
before.” 

Evidently to build up Givens’s ; dubious 
credibility, Posner leaves out two impor- 
tant facts: first, that Givens, in statements 
to the FBI, initially failed to mention see- 
ing Oswald on the sixth floor at all; and 
second, a Dallas Police memo (Commis- 
sion Document 735) noted that Givens 
“would change his testimony in exchange 
for money.” That Givens might say what 
people would pay him to say does not 
prove that he did so in this case, but no 
honest writer would give us Givens’s 
word as the sole basis for such an impor- 
tant detail without also showing us that 
Givens was a known liar who could be 
bribed, and that it took him several tries 
to get his story straightened out. 
> Item. Posner airily dismisses eyewit- 
ness accounts that a puff of smoke was 
visible at the grassy knoll at the moment 
of the shooting. He attributes the smoke 
to steam from a nearby pipe “along” the 
knoll and asserts that “since modern am- 
munition is smokeless, it seldom creates 
even a wisp of smoke.” This steam pipe is 
actually about 100 feet behind the fence, 
not “along” it. More important, the 
firearms panel of the House Assassina- 
tions Committee reported in 1978 that 
“modern weapons do in fact emit smoke 
when fired.” Posner had easy access to 
both of these facts and yet chose to omit 
them from his account. 
>» Item. The Warren Commission deter- 
mined from analysis of the famous Za- 
pruder film that the entire shooting se- 
quence occurred in a time span of 5.6 
seconds. Since the alleged murder

Kennedy’s takeover. But the US was in- 
volved only in the way it is in Latin Ameri- 
ca: providing the arms, the training, the 
guidance, that sort of thing. 

By the time that Eisenhower left, resis- 
tance to the terror had picked up. In 1961 
and ’62 Kennedy engaged the US Air 
Force directly in bombing South Viet- 
namese civilian targets. He authorized the 
use of napalm. He authorized defoliation 
and crop destruction, and sent a group of 
US political advisers who were, in fact, 
sent to participate in combat operations. 
He initiated the clandestine terror up in 
the north. 

Kennedy was determined, absolutely de- 
termined — the record is perfectly clear on 
this — not to leave without victory in 
South Vietnam. At the end 
of his presidency, he 
called, internally, for the 
overthrow of the Diem 
regime. When Diem [Ngo 
Dinh Diem, president of 
South Vietnam] was over- 
thrown by a military coup 
and assassinated, Kennedy 
sent a laudatory telegram 
to his ambassador, [Henry 
Cabot] Lodge, who was 
instrumental in the coup 
and its planning, praising 
him for what he’d done. 
And the purpose was very 
explicit: first, Diem was 
not prosecuting the war ef- 


The most important thing that Kennedy 
did was in 1962, when his government 
changed the mission of the Latin American 
military — the US more or less controls it 
— from hemispheric defense, which was a 
kind of a holdover from the Second World 
War, to internal security. Internal security 
just means war against your own popula- 
tion. That had a huge effect on Latin 
America, and it still does. That’s the origin 
of the death squads and the terrorist oper- 
ations and so on. 

Q: You mentioned that the effects of this 
international terror had not yet been felt in 
the United States. Why would that make a 
difference? Why does that matter? 

A: Most people are kind and sane and 
decent human beings. They don’t like to 
know that they’re paying for torture and 
terror and murder and aggression and so 
on. And at that time it was pretty much 
clandestine. I mean, that’s a little of an ex- 
aggeration. For example, if you really fol- 
lowed closely, if you read 
the back pages of the pa- 
pers every day with great 
care and skepticism, you 
could have figured out 
that the US was invading 
South Vietnam. It wasn’t 
easy, but the material was 
there if you looked. 

And the people who are 
now called the great 
heroes, like [New York 
Times reporter] David 
Halberstam and [Associ- 
ated Press correspondent] 
Malcolm Browne and the 
rest, were extreme hawks. 
Their only criticism was 
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fectively, and Kennedy in- 
sisted that, as he always 
put it, “we must focus on 
victory, everything else is 
secondary.” And second, even worse, Diem 
was calling for the US to withdraw. His 
government was apparently moving toward 
some kind of negotiated political settle- 
ment, which Kennedy absolutely wouldn’t 
accept. 

In Latin America, Kennedy of course 
continued with the Eisenhower plan to in- 
vade Cuba, and when that failed his gov- 
ernment went totally berserk. I mean, the 
internal discussions are mind-boggling. 
They launched a major terrorist attack 
against Cuba, Operation Mongoose. The 
part that became well-known later was the 
assassination attempts [against Fidel Cas- 
tro], but that was the least of it. There 
were sabotage and terror operations that 
reached quite a scale. It was widely be- 
lieved, and people like Robert McNamara 
[Kennedy’s Defense secretary] now con- 
cede, that the US was planning a second 
invasion. That’s part of what went on in 
the missile crisis, which was very danger- 
ous, and the terror operations just went on 
after that.

that the policies weren’t 
working well. They never 
described what was hap- 
pening. 

Q: According to the foreign-policy con- 
sensus at that time, it was not a question of 
whether we had interests in Southeast Asia, 
it was merely a matter of how we dealt with 
those interests. 

A: It was taken for granted, that’s abso- 
lutely true. We have to go back a little bit: 
after the Second World War, in the late 
’40s, there was a major attack on indepen- 
dent thought, on labor rights, on political 
democracy and so on, and it was very ef- 
fective. It’s called McCarthyism, but that’s 
a mistake. McCarthy was a latecomer. 
Something very similar happened after the 
First World War, and it also led to a 
decade of passivity. And the ’50s were a 
very quiescent period in this respect. Such 
dissidence as there was took the form of, 
say, the Beat generation and that sort of 
thing. It wasn’t overtly political. 

And that goes on into the early 60s. So 
for example, when Kennedy directly at- 
tacked South Vietnam, there was no dis- 
cussion. You couldn’t get two people to-

Actually I just found one the other day. 
| A friend of mine at the Boston Globe man- 
| aged to sneak in a phrase in one of his 
| columns, and I think that’s probably the 
| first one in the entire American press. 

Q: Who was this, Randolph Ryan? 
| A: Yeah, Ryan, in an op-ed several 
| weeks ago in which he actually mentioned 
| the forbidden phrase. People probably 
| thought it was a typo or something, but, 
| you know, to do that was astonishing. 

Q: What role did the struggle for civil 
rights have in shattering this post-World 
| War II consensus that enveloped American 
foreign-policymaking? 

A: The sight of these young kids — it 
was mostly young people who were doing 
it — had a tremendous effect. It obviously 
| took tremendous courage and integrity. 
They just captured the attention and the 
sympathy of a very large number of people. 

Remember that they were asking for 
| extremely simple things. They were ask- 
| ing for the right to vote, the right to sit at 
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LBJ’S SWEARING-IN: his head-first plunge into Vietnam was merely a 


continuation of his predecessor’s policies. 


a lunch counter, things you would have 
thought would have been settled 200 
years ago. They had a very broad range 
of support, and a lot of opposition, too. 
The Kennedy administration was not 
supportive. Incidentally, the Johnson ad- 
ministration was a little better — much 


better, I should say. And that did get peo- 
ple thinking. 

By that time there were things happen- 
ing on campus. SDS [Students for a 
Democratic Society] was beginning to 
form. There was some mild questioning 
going on. After the Vietnam War built up 
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really substantially, especially after the 
bombing of North Vietnam started, in ’65, 
then you gradually had expanding opposi- 
tion to the war — although I should say 
that in Boston, people like to forget that 
until late 1966 we couldn’t have a public 
meeting against the war. The first one we 
tried, which was in fall 65, was broken up 
with considerable violence. I was supposed 
to be one of the speakers, but nobody 
could speak. 

A lot of the people who attacked me were 
students, incidentally. And if you go back 
and take a look at the Boston Globe, you 
will find that they basically praised the at- 
tackers and denounced people for daring to 
stand up to make the most mild comments 
about the bombing of North Vietnam. 

In the spring of ’66 we tried again, but 
we realized at that point that we couldn’t 
have an outdoor meeting in Boston, be- 
cause it would just be broken up by vio- 
lence. So we had meetings in the Arlington 
Street Church. They were attacked. 
Churches were attacked. It wasn’t until the 
fall of 1966, at a time when there were 
hundreds and thousands of troops ram- 
paging around the country, that you began 
to get open opposition. 

It wasn’t really until after the Tet Offen- 
sive, in January 1968, that you got what 
you might call respectable opposition. I 
think the Boston Globe might have been 
the first newspaper in the country, or cer- 
tainly one of the early ones, to call for a 
US withdrawal. But remember when that 
was. It was, I think, the fall of 1969, about

a year and a half after Wall Street called off the war. It was 
quite different from what the history people like to claim in 
retrospect. 

Q: Why do John Kennedy and Robert Kennedy still enjoy 
such good press? 

A: American policy always gets a good press unless 
something goes wrong with it. Was there any criticism of 
George Bush for arming Saddam Hussein? Try to find it. 
George Bush was offering lavish aid to Saddam Hussein 
right until the day of the invasion of Kuwait. It wasn’t a se- 
cret. I mean, I was writing about it in Z magazine. Try and 
find some criticism. As long as policies are working, or ap- 
pear to be working — working for the interests of power- 
ful sectors in the United States — as long as those inter- 
ests are being served, you very rarely get criticism on poli- 
cy. And this is by no means the worst case. 

Q: How did John Kennedy manage to seduce the very in- 
tellectual community that turned out to be so harsh on Lyn- 
don Johnson and Richard Nixon? 

A: Oh, that was very simple. You see, the Kennedy ad- 
ministration buttered up the intellectuals enormously. 
Kennedy was going to bring in what they used to call the 
“action intellectuals,” the guys from Cambridge who were 
going to show everybody how to run the world. You take a 
look at the Eastern shuttle. Every morning half of Harvard 
and MIT would be flying down to Washington, and every 
evening they would be coming back regaling everyone with 
stories about how they’d had lunch with Jackie, or they’d 


to give the class of people who write articles, books, and 
history — the educated sectors — a feeling that they were 
somehow rubbing shoulders with power and they were re- 
ally part of things. 

What happens when Lyndon Johnson comes in? Well, 
Lyndon Johnson was not a fancy New England aristocrat. 
He was a crude, vulgar Texan. He was treated in the most 
disgusting way by the Kennedy intellectuals. They were very 
contemptuous of him and always making fun of him. He 
was rather bitter about it. He kept most of the Kennedy in- 
tellectuals, and he brought in a number of other people, but 
the sense that you’re a part of, well, Camelot just disap- 
peared. By Lyndon Johnson’s time it was, “Come down and 
visit me at the ranch, and we’ll have a barbecue.” That’s not 
the way Cambridge intellectuals like to present themselves. 

When Nixon came in, he just hated the Ivy League intel- 
lectuals. That’s part of the reason he undermined the CIA, 
which he regarded as an outpost of Ivy League intellectu- 
als. So naturally he got rotten press. Incidentally, if you 
take a look at the Kennedy programs and you compare 
them to the Reagan programs, and you take a look at 
Kennedy’s posture in 1961, when he came into office, and 
Reagan’s posture when he came in, you'll notice that they 
are remarkably similar (see “Jack and Ron,” page 16). The 
Reaganites modeled themselves on Kennedy, but they had 
a very different image. If you ask why, take a look at who 
they buttered up and who they didn’t butter up and you'll 
get the answer. 

Q: Hasn’t the nature of the intellectual establishment 
changed? 

A: The Boston Globe may be the most liberal newspaper 
in the country today. But up until the late ’60s they were 
big hawks on Vietnam. The sharpest critic of the war in the 
New York Times, | think, was probably Anthony Lewis. 
You know when he started criticizing the war? It was 
around 1969. 

Q: Why was the left so marginalized? 

A: In the "50s? It was just smashed. I mean, the late ’40s 
through the early "50s was a very repressive period. Not 
just the left — the labor movement was smashed. There 
was a huge propaganda campaign first of all, undertaken 
immediately after the war by the business community, the 
chambers of commerce, the Advertising Council, and so on 
to try and prevent the United States from joining what was 
then a kind of worldwide tendency toward some sort of so- 
cial democracy. 

This is right after the Second World War, you have to 
remember. There had been a great depression, which had 
eliminated many illusions about the viability of capitalism. 
Then came the anti-fascist war, with the resistance gaining 
a lot of prestige. The highest-level planning document in 
1945 warns, let me stress warns, that there is, I quote, “a 
rising tide all over the world wherein the common man 
seeks higher and wider aspirations.” Now, we’ve got to do 
something to stop that. 

Well, in Europe they did various things and they couldn’t 
quite stop it, but in the United States they stopped it. And 
they stopped it by a combination of propaganda and out- 
right repression. That’s why the United States is essentially 
on the right of the spectrum on social issues. You take a 
look at things like, say, health. Why are we the only coun- 
try that doesn’t have a national health-care system? Why 
are we the only industrial country that doesn’t have a viable 
labor movement or an independent press and so on? It all 
goes right back to those days. 

As I say, this is not new in American history. Woodrow 
Wilson did exactly the same thing after the First World 
War, for similar reasons. 

Q: One of the famous footnotes to the Kennedy adminis- 
tration — actually it’s a footnote about a footnote — was 
that John Kennedy’s latent sense of social solidarity was 
awakened when he read Dwight Macdonald’s review in the 
New Yorker of Michael Harrington’s The Other America. 
A: Like George Bush’s latent sense of sympathy was 
awakened when he saw pictures on TV of starving Somali 
children. But I won’t say there’s nothing to it. I mean, 
maybe something happened. But have a look at the war on 
poverty. Who carried it out? Was it Kennedy or Johnson? 
Q: It sounds like you have a grudging respect for LB]’s 
domestic agenda. 

A: I didn’t love the guy, to tell you the truth, and I was 
demonstrating against him. I was in and out of jail and all 
that sort of thing. But the fact of the matter, if we’re hon- 
est, is that his domestic program was incomparably better 
than Kennedy’s.

to hear a candidate deliver a stump speech. Politics is the 
lifeblood of the democratic enterprise. JFK understood that 
it ought to be the national pastime. 

But if JFK seeded a rejuvenation of politics, so did he 
seed its slide. That, too, was part of the legacy. He gave us 
Vietnam. And he gave us, with all due apologies to Sid Blu- 
menthal, who wrote a book by the name some 20 years lat- 
er, the permanent campaign. For Kennedy, running for of- 
fice and running the country began to look like the same 
thing. 

Vietnam dominated the last half of the Kennedy years, 
and Reeves’s meticulous recounting of events should put to 
rest any lingering doubts that Kennedy and his best and 
brightest were responsible for getting the US into that 
swamp. The story of the escalation should be required 
reading for Clinton-administration hot shots. It is fair 
warning for policymakers eyeing Somalia and Bosnia. 

Step by step, each decision logical and moderate in the 
narrow context in which it was made, the Kennedy admin- 
istration dug deeper and deeper into the fabric of that 
Southeast Asian country. By the time Kennedy was assassi- 
nated, the US had high stakes in Vietnam not because of 
the externalities of the situation, but because through 
rhetoric and behavior the US had created those stakes. 

As Kennedy lifted our expectations about public life, so 
he helped dash them by deliberately but innocently immers- 
ing the country in a no-win situation half a globe away. Not 
so innocently, it was also Kennedy who began to say one 
thing about Vietnam to the people and another to his pals. 

The government lied about Vietnam and then lied about 
Watergate. As a result, the politicians of the ’60s who loved 











the game as Kennedy did were succeeded in the ’70s by a

professed disdain for politics, the very enterprise they were 
seeking to join, as a way to get votes. 

Part of Kennedy’s problem in Vietnam was that he was 
making policy with his re-election campaign in mind. After 
the Bay of Pigs fiasco, the Nuclear Test Ban Treaty, and 
the disastrous first summit with Khrushchev, he was ob- 
sessed with the fear that he would not be perceived as 
tough enough to stand up to the Communists. This despite 
his success in the Cuban missile crisis and in Berlin. 

Actually, Kennedy made not just foreign policy with one 
eye on the ballot box: whatever decision he faced seemed to 
go through the electoral sieve. Kennedy was a full-time 
politician in more ways than one. Everything, every ques- 
tion from Vietnam to civil rights to White House guest lists, 
was framed through the prism of the 1964 campaign. He 
dragged his heels on civil rights because he and his brother 
understood earlier and better than anyone else that the 
wedding of the Democratic Party and the civil-rights move- 
ment would cause a convulsive realignment of American 
politics that would accrue to the benefit of the Republicans. 

In the three years of the Kennedy administration, the 
distinction between politics and governing began to evapo- 
rate. And the widespread acceptance of a gulf between the 
public and private political man began to take hold. For 30 
years American politics has continued on that course. The 
experts, with their tracking polls and focus groups and spin 
techniques, have moved into the daily life of government. 
The theater that is packaged for people at home watching 
on TV or reading the papers is not necessarily connected 
to the underlying reality. 

Politicians and their handlers need to present a picture 
that’s logical, coherent, and complete — but not necessarily 
true. The mediators in the press corps have synergistically 
positioned themselves as either cynics or righteous idealists, 





with no room for realism, or for having fun, or enjoying 
politics. Michael Kelly’s brilliant profile of David Gergen in 
the October 31 New York Times Magazine was, let’s hope, a 
snapshot of the nadir. Kelly quoted his own writing as an 
example of how fatuous the press has become. He won- 
dered whether Gergen’s misgivings about the world of 
phoniness he, Gergen, had been instrumental in creating 
over the past 20 years was the ultimate example of the spin 
doctor at work, staying just ahead of the wave, seeing what 
was coming just a little earlier than anyone else. 

Now the political landscape is changing. From Bill Clin- 
ton’s televised town meetings, to C-SPAN, to, most recent- 
ly, the Gore-Perot NAFTA debate, the gulf that separates 
the public and its leaders is beginning to narrow just a bit. 

The Gore-Perot debate was closer to what the Founding 
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Fathers had in mind for this great experiment in self-gov- 
ernment than anything we have seen in our lifetimes. It was 
a marked departure from the carefully programmed and 
packaged stage-managed governance that we have come to 
think of as normal.

me with his back turned toward me.” And again: “When I 
got this door opened I could see him walking on down.” 
Not running, not dashing, not hurrying. 

Then, one of the Warren Commission members, US 
Representative Hale Boggs, asked Baker point-blank, 
“Were you suspicious of this man?” Baker answered flatly, 
“No, sir, | wasn’t.” Boggs pressed the point, asking, “Was 
he out of breath, did he appear to have been running or 
what?” Baker answered, “He appeared normal.” Then 
Boggs asked, “Was he calm and collected?” And Baker an- 
swered, “Yes, sir. He never said a word or nothing. In fact, 
he didn’t change his expression one bit.” And when Boggs 
asked, “Did he flinch when you put the gun up in his face,” 
Baker answered, “No sir.” 

This is how Posner handles the evidence throughout this 
vile book — a book that the mass media, in the fullness of 
their ignorance of the facts in this case, have hailed as a 
marvel of factual analysis. 

” 

In my view, the only thing this book proves for a fact is 
that Posner is a liar. He writes as though his conscious 
purpose is to deceive his readers. In a case as fact-heavy as 
this one, any writer can blow a few details. But if Posner 
was just screwing up randomly and by mistake, why do his 
distortions always line up the same way? 

To my mind, one is obliged to assume that Posner’s dis- 
tortions are motivated. The question then is: what is his 
purpose? 

Pardon my paranoia, but as an old 1960s activist who 
long after the fact found out about the CIA’s various 
“counter-intelligence programs” against the antiwar move- 
ment, I feel compelled to wonder if other readers also 
sense in Posner’s book all the classic traits of a CIA-spon- 
sored “disinformation” project. I would list these traits as: 
1) disregard of facts that are well established and common- 
ly accepted; 2) implicit support for the intelligence com- 
munity’s role; 3) access to the big media out of all propor- 
tion to the intrinsic merit of the work; and 4) uniform sup- 
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CASE WIDE OPEN: the loose ends lend our 
government an air of illegitimacy. 


port from the big media in declaring this book the last 
word on the subject. 

In one respect, however, I must say that I sympathize 
with those, like Posner, who wish to see this case closed. It 
has been open for three decades, after all, and has long 
since become a heavy burden. But because a murder case 
with such enormous political implications can only be 
closed honestly and not with lies, the only meaningful thing 
to do now is to demand that the Clinton administration set 
up a special prosecutor in the Justice Department to re- 
sume and complete the official investigation that was so 
well begun by the House Assassinations Committee from 
1977 to 79. 

This would seem especially appropriate given that Vice- 
President Al Gore has explicitly said that he, too, rejects 
the Warren Commission’s conclusions and believes there is 
evidence of a conspiracy. Gore could reopen the case out 
of his own office, since the vice-presidency is by statute the 
secretariat of the intelligence community. Gore could set 
up a special-prosecutor team and mandate it to follow the 
JFK leads through to their conclusion. 

Why should he do this? Why do we still care? After 
three decades, why does the JFK assassination still seem 
a current event? Why is it still so important to so many 
of us? 

Because closing this case honestly and fully is essential 
to the beliefs that a self-governing citizenry needs to have 
about itself. We need to believe that the law is open, even- 
handed, and fully sovereign. The fact that the House As- 
sassinations Committee found evidence of conspiracy in 
1978 but was dissolved before it could take its investiga- 
tion further means that the Dealey Plaza issue is still with 
us. Until it is confronted and dealt with by our govern- 
ment, it will continue to haunt us, no matter how many 
elections intervene, with a fear that there is in some sense 
an imposter at the seat of power, a secret force still un- 
known, still unpurged, and still more powerful than our le- 
gitimate institutions. 

How can a constitutional democracy just sit down and 
shut up about a thing like that? Q

Notes on in-your-face feminism

ot long ago, a female colleague left the follow- 
ing message in my mailbox (she was apparently 
too speechless to deliver it in person): 


CK: 

Ick! Someone has sent me a promotional 
brochure for a new book called Femalia: Thirty-two 
Full-Color Photographs of Women’s Genitals. It 
says, “The vulvas pictured here belong to a group of 
women diverse in age, race and ethnicity.” (!) And: 
“Like faces, these genitals all have the same parts in 
essentially the same arrangement.” (Like faces?!) 
The press release solemnly makes use of the phrase 
“genital portraits.” (!!!!) I feel ill. 


I gave her a few minutes to regain her composure, 
then called her over. I demanded to see. She brought the 
material to my desk and showed me the book jacket. On 
it: a huge photograph of what looked like a giant walnut. 

I inspected. 

I said, “Is that a giant walnut?” 

She said, “I don’t think so.” 

We looked at each other. 

We both said, “Eeeeeew!” 

This is disgusting. DISGUSTING! Do you not agree? If a 
man were to publish a book of photographs of female 
genitalia, we would all scream, “Pornography!” If a man 
were to publish a book of photographs of male genitalia, 
we would all simply scream (I would, anyway). But this 
is a “women’s book,” published by and for women, so 


Tee A. Corinne (Tee A.?), whose “visual books” include 
Yantras of Womanlove and The Cunt Coloring Book. 

The Cunt Coloring Book. | am not making that up, I 
swear. 

Am | a prude? Am I being immature? Annie Sprinkle, 
performance artist, would think so. Annie Sprinkle is 
quoted on the back of the book jacket as saying, “This 
book is a magic mirror letting you know exactly how 
you feel about female genitalia. It’s a perfect coffee- 
table book.” 

A coffee-table book. Yes, I can picture it clearly: “Hi, 
mom! Have a seat! Why don’t you leaf through this nice 
book while I go fix us some hors d’oeuvres?” 

And to you, Annie Sprinkle, this is how I feel about 
female genitalia: they’re private. Personal. I don’t want to 
show you mine, and I most certainly don’t want to look 
at yours. 

Could we please, please put an end to things like this? 
Could we please turn back the clock just a hair to a time 
when you had to buy a copy of Hustler in order to find 
32 full-color photographs of female genitalia? Back to a 
time when women were women and not Wimmin? 

Do you know what I mean by “Wimmin”? Say it out 
loud: “Wimmin. We are WiMMIN.” It comes out sounding 
snappy and self-righteous and in-your-face, and it evokes 
images of women with bad hair sitting around in cafés 
saying things like, “I’m tired of female genitalia being mis- 
represented by the mainstream press — let’s do a book!” 

This is the sort of thing that makes me very, very glad 
I don’t live in San Francisco. It is also the sort of thing 
that makes me want to stand up on a rooftop and shout: 
WHATEVER HAPPENED TO PLAIN OLD MODESTY?! 

But no. Standing on a rooftop and shouting things 

















allegedly it’s okay. 

Actually, according to the promotional material, 
Femalia is more than a women’s book. It is a “ground- 
breaking women’s health book,” which provides “an ele- 
gant, straightforward depiction of a part of women’s bod- 
ies often misrepresented or ignored — their genitals.” 

I called over a male colleague shortly after reading 
this.

I drink Mountain Dew, and people are always acting 
as if I’m getting an intravenous injection of caffeine 
every time I drink a can. Does Mountain Dew really 
contain that much caffeine?

Mountain Dew’s jolt is exaggerated. The FDA 
reported some time while back that Dew had 54 mil- 
ligrams of caffeine per 12-ounce can — more than 
Pepsi (38.4) and Coke (45.6), but less than Sugar- 
Free Mr. Pibb (58.8). And it’s a lot less than a five- 
ounce cup of coffee, the caffeine content of which can 
range from 60 to 180 milligrams (average 115). 
Ounce for ounce, that’s five times as much caffeine as 
Mountain Dew.

I don’t care if you’re tired of this. I’m writing this 
column, and I find this topic a source of never-ending 
fascination. Just the other day I was thinking to myself, 
you know, there is the stuff of tragedy in this smiley- 
face thing. As usual, I was right. Word comes that the 
city of Seattle has been rocked (well, jiggled) by a smi- 
ley-face scandal. 

For many years Seattle adman David Stern has been 
taking (or at least not refusing) credit for inventing the 
smiley face, saying he cooked it up for .a local savings 
and loan in 1967. This column reported some weeks 
ago that, whatever David Stern may have done for the 
savings and loan, he was not the originator of the smi- 
ley face — the honor, if you want to call it that, rightly 
belongs to Harvey R. Ball of Worcester, Massachusetts, 
who drew the smiley we know today in 1963. 

Now we learn that the citizens of Seattle, figuring 
that the inventor of the symbol for brain-dead opti- 
mism was the ideal candidate to lead them into the 
brave new world of the ’90s, voted for Stern in suffi- 
cient numbers to make him one of the two contenders 
in that city’s mayoral runoff.

* The smiley campaign Stern came up with for 
University Federal Savings & Loan in 1967 did not sin- 
gle-handedly boost that institution from one office and 
$40 million in assets to 23 offices and $1 billion in 
assets, as a Stern campaign ad somewhat disingenu- 
ously suggested. 

¢ Stern did not personally invent the name and con- 
cept for the Egghead Software retail chain. (He invent- 
ed the character Professor Egghead; somebody else 
came up with the idea for a chain of software stores.) 

Needless to say, these revelations have rocked the 
City That Bill Gates Lives Not Far Away From. Stern 
has already written an affronted letter to the Seattle 
Weekly. (He asks: what about “my plans to manage 
crime, the homeless, graffiti and litter, revitalize down- 
town”? Don’t distract us with side issues, Dave.) 
[Editor’s note: Stern, in fact, was trounced in the elec- 
tion. Norm Rice, who received 67 percent of the vote to 
Stern’s 33 percent, remains the mayor. Cecil promises 
to supply his take on the outcome later.]

Life in the pressure cooker 

On a warm day in early October, a half dozen RISD 
students soak up the sun on the Beach, a grassy slope 
at the heart of the Providence campus about the size 
and shape of a baseball infield. There’s a knobby sculp- 
ture called Daybreak where the pitcher’s mound would 
be, a flower bed and pine trees at second base. 

Rob Blackson sits cross-legged, stroking his goatee 
and talking with Matthew Atkatz, who wears a Bud 
Man T-shirt and a ski cap. A bar-code sticker is pasted 
to his right arm. Taking a break between classes, the 
two 18-year-old freshmen discuss their work sched- 
ules, which first-year RISD students overwhelmingly 
say are brutal. 

“Did you know that this school has the number-two 
workload in the country?” asks Atkatz. “That’s what I 
heard. MIT is number one, and RISD is number two.” 

Art school as four years of doodling, wearing berets, 
and hanging around coffee shops? Art school as a 
breeze? RISD students, and their counterparts at other 
art schools, dismiss the notions. For some, all-nighters 
become part of the routine early in the semester. One 
RISD freshman, sporting a wad of gauze on his middle 
finger, explained that he’d accidentally lopped off its 
tip with an X-Acto blade at 3:30 that morning, wearily 
trying to finish a project. 

Blackson doesn’t mind the pressure. “The teachers 
are tough, but with a cause,” he says. “They’re tough 
on you because you’re going to need it when you grad-

uate.” He plans to study animation once he dispenses 
with his freshman requirements. Atkatz isn’t so sure. “I 
might end up transferring to a liberal-arts school,” he 
says. “I’m not sure I want to be an artist.” 

Blackson rises up on his knees. “You mean you’re 
paying $24,000 a year to find out?” he snaps. Why not 
attend a school like Syracuse, he asks, which offers a 
solid liberal-arts education and a respected art pro- 
gram? Atkatz just shrugs. 

The high cost of art-school tuition creates a tension 
among students that occasionally bubbles to the sur-

face. Serious, career-minded students with a true pas- 
sion for the arts joke about “dabblers” — the scions of 
wealthy families, whose parents can afford to let them 
play with paints and clay for a few years because they 
think they might have an artistic bent. 

The actual percentage of dabblers in any art school 
is probably far smaller than anyone, outsider or art stu- 
dent, thinks. But resentment toward them — and de- 
fensiveness about one’s own artistic aspirations — is 

understandable. It’s 

not uncommon to 
find a certain sensitiv- 
ity on .art-school 
campuses toward the 
image many people 
hold about their insti- 
tutions — _ that 
they’re bastions of the 
white leisure class. 
“RISD is very cul- 
turally and ethnically 
diverse,” says Robert 

Rindler, the school’s 
, associate provost, 
; “but we are not as 

economically diverse. 

The faculty often says 

we need to support 

students who can’t 
afford to come 
here. . . . We’re con- 
stantly increasing fi- 
nancial aid. We’ve 
tried to keep the in- 
cremental increases 
in tuition as minimal 
as possible. But times 
have changed, and 
it’s increasingly expensive to run an art school.” 

Administrators at other institutions wouldn’t dispute 
that. Buying state-of-the-art equipment for film and 
video departments and computer software and hard- 
ware for industrial-design majors, for instance, is a 
constant financial drain. The traditional disciplines can 
be expensive, too; simply running gas-fired kilns for 
sculpture and glass-blowing students at RISD costs 
$65,000 a year. 

Because MassArt is a state school, it struggles with a 
different kind of image problem: that it’s a second 


choice for students who can’t afford pricier institu- 
tions. MassArt president William O’Neil is quick to 
point out that the school is very selective — only one 
out of four applicants is accepted — and that his insti- 
tution has a mandate to serve qualified Massachusetts 
art scholars, who make up three-quarters of the stu- 
dent body. “MassArt is accessible. It’s not a poor 
man’s school,” he says. 

But it is certainly the most working-class of the three 
schools. As with the student bodies of most state col- 
leges, many of MassArt’s students are the sons and 
daughters of people who didn’t go to college. And as 
O’Neil notes, the cost of attending MassArt rose dra- 
matically during the 1980s, due largely to deep cuts in 
state funding. In 1988, MassArt received 88 percent of 
its funding from the state; today, the figure is 53 per- 
cent. Students have had to pick up the slack, in the 
form of higher tuition. 

The additional financial strain on MassArt’s less- 
affluent students may have left its staff and students 
more sensitive to public perceptions. MassArt’s Rich 
Davia, 27, of North Providence, was accepted at 
RISD, but decided the cost was too high, and chose 
MassArt instead. One day, while riding the commuter 
train from Attleboro, he overheard a few passengers 
talking about their days at RISD. The conversation 
eventually turned to bashing MassArt as an inferior in- 
stitution. “So I went over and introduced myself to 
them,” recalls Davia. “I wasn’t angry. I just asked 
them: ‘Why do you have that perception?’ I don’t un- 
derstand it. How different could RISD be?” 

The stereotyping cuts both ways, however. RISD 
and the SMFA have their share of students who rely 
heavily on scholarships and loans, or who are working 
to support their education. Still, a MassArt student was 
talking with someone who had recently toured RISD 
and the SMFA when she asked, “Did you meet a 
bunch of trust-fund kids?” 


Sanctuaries of chic 

The School of the Museum of Fine Arts doesn’t have 
a beach, but it does have a rhino — a life-size statue of 
a rhinoceros stationed by the school’s main entrance.

two chatted softly, all but ignored by a woman in 
three-inch heels, pasty makeup, and heavy black eye- 
liner, who sat at their table, sketching on a pad. 

Nearby, two men were having a serious discussion 
over coffee. One had a pierced nose and a Hare Krish- 
na hairdo; his friend had two-tone orange-dyed tresses 
and wore bright purple pants. Students drifted past. 
Thrift-shop fashions, Cat-in-the-Hat chapeaux, 
pierced anything. The school colors seem to be black 
and black. 

And the fashion sense seems the same for most art 
schools, where appearance takes on a special signifi- 
cance. In the most basic sense, clothes must be com- 
fortable and expendable, due to long studio hours and 
messy work. But looks that would pass for countercul- 
tural and, well, artsy, on other campuses are the uni- 
forms of art schools. 

“People at RISD are proud to be eccentric,” says a 
recent graduate. “The weirder you are, the cooler you 
are.” 

Carving out a new identity is a familiar impulse 
among students at all colleges, but the process may be 
experienced more intensely at art school. A lot of art 
students, after all, come from high schools where their 
creative impulses were considered (at best) unimpor- 
tant or (at worst) strange. They were the “art fags,” 
the “freaks.” Small surprise, then, to find a lot of in- 
coming art students report that their overwhelming 
emotion is one of acceptance in a community of like- 
minded people. Suddenly, it’s okay to be different, 
okay to consider your body and wardrobe as works in 
progress. 

Some students talk about art school as though it 
were a sanctuary, the way some women who decide to 
attend all-female institutions say they feel safe and un- 
derstood in a single-sex environment. 

“You can definitely get marginalized,” says Joey De

Leo, a 23-year-old senior in the painting department, 
recalling his own experience growing up in Bedford, 
New Hampshire. “RISD lets: you be as art-faggy as 
you want to be without being made fun of.” 

Others put it even more simply. When a shy, soft- 
spoken MassArt freshman was asked what it is he likes 
about the school, he smiled and his eyes brightened. 
“The people,” was all he said. 


Art school as vocation 

The theme of art-school-as-sanctuary is echoed 
among older students, too, though they’re usually 
seeking a different kind of refuge. Many already have 
established careers outside the arts, and college de- 
grees in unrelated fields. At MassArt, for instance, 
eight percent of the undergraduates have bachelor’s 
degrees; two percent of them have master’s or doctoral 
sheepskins. But art school was a calling they couldn’t 
ignore. 

Six students take a break in MassArt’s student 
lounge, discussing the untraditional paths they took to 
art school. 

“I was encouraged to go to Boston College and be- 
come a nurse so I could get a job,” says Pam Hart, 33, 
a painting major. She earned a degree and worked in 
an intensive-care unit for seven years. “Meanwhile, I 
was always interested in art. It took me a long time to 
sort out that what I wanted to do was separate from 
what other people wanted me to do.” 

Lana Jackson, seated next to Hart, knows the feel- 
ing. Jackson was accepted at to MassArt 20 years ago, 
but declined the offer, deciding instead to attend 
Northeastern. After graduating, she became a dental 
hygienist and later worked for an airline. She also got 
married, had two kids, got divorced. But she never lost 
touch with her creative impulses. 

“It occurred to me 20 years later: this is what you re- 
ally like to do. Go for it,” says Jackson, 41, a fiber 
artist. “You find yourself burning out at such a young, 
vibrant stage in your life that art school is like a relief. 
I’m at home after 20 years.” 

But whether just out of high school or fresh from the 
rat race, art-school students end up confronting the 
same doubts and insecurities. 

Victoria Desagun, 27, worked in the restaurant busi- 
ness before deciding to go to art school. “Is anybody 
here making good art?” she suddenly asks. 

There’s a mumble or two before Jackson chimes in. 
“I am,” she says. “I’m making very good art, personal- 
ly speaking. I’m at a point where I’m accepting of my 
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artwork. I like where I am now.” 
Desagun frowns. “Well I’d 
like to say that I’m not produc- 
ing good art,” she says. “I’m not 
even producing. I’m ‘mixing.’ ” 
The group laughs at her self- 
effacing, art-school joke. She’s a 
first-semester painting major, 
and so far has been working 
mostly in monochromes — 
paintings in different shades of 
the same color. To progress be- 
yond monochromes, students 
gradually mix in touches of 
brighter hues. Mixing is the 
stage where an art student devel-

RISD was formed by art pa- 
trons in Providence who came 
away from an exhibit of European 
textiles and jewelry in 1876 con- 
vinced that the US could create 
equally impressive works. The 
mood was similar in Boston. Re- 
sponding to the need for Ameri- 
can designers, the Massachusetts 
legislature passed the Drawing 
Act of 1870, which required art to 
be taught in public schools. The 
need for art teachers led directly 
to the formation of the Massachu- 
setts Normal Art School, which 















ops her ability to control a paint- 
ing’s composition and sense of 
harmony. 

The leap from neutral tones to 
siennas and umbers is, like much 
of what goes into learning the 
artist’s craft, harder than it 
sounds. “There’s this perception 
that people who go to art school 
have a great time and it’s really 
easy. But it’s not. It’s really diffi- 
cult,” says Hart, turning to De- 
sagun, “and you’ve got to be 
prepared to make bad art.” 

Desagun thinks for a moment 
before saying, “One week I was 
feeling really good about how I 
was getting my work on the can- 
vas, and then the next week I felt like I’d just lost ev- 
erything.” 

“But that’s the process of art itself: addition, subtrac- 
tion. Destruction, creation,” in- 
terjects Jen Roberts, 23, a former 
bar manager. “It’s life and it’s ev- 
erything, and that’s why it’s so 
applicable. I feel I’d be that criti- 
cal of any job I did.” 

Studying art isn’t like learning 
the laws of accounting or engi- 
neering. You don’t build upon a 
body of knowledge so much as 
you learn to use tools — both 
brushes and brains — to give 
shape and form to new ideas. 
Some will fail, some will succeed. 

“Art isn’t a linear thing,” says 
Hart. “You might do a piece you 
really like today and then one you 
really hate tomorrow.” 


Shared histories 

Though different in their own 
ways, MassArt, the SMFA, and 
RISD share a common origin. All 
three are direct by-products of 
the Industrial Age, founded in the 
1870s, at a time when America 
had “to train a generation of peo- 
ple who would make beautiful things in the United 
States,” says MassArt professor Diana Korzenik, au- 
thor of Drawn to Art: A Nineteenth-Century American 
Dream (University Press of New England). 

“The best way to understand the growth of art 
schools in the 19th century, especially in New England, 
is around the mills,” explains Korzenik: We had the 
technology and raw materials to produce textiles and 
household goods — but little talent for making them 
aesthetically pleasing. “We were actually manufactur- 
ing blank bolts of cloth and having them sent to Paris

eventually became the Massachu- 
setts College of Art. (Today, less 
than 10 percent of MassArt un- 
dergraduates major in arts educa- 
tion.) 

The SMFA’s original charter 
states that the school was created 
to train studio artists, but Ko- 
rzenik says that it produced its 
share of commercial artists, too. 
But although the three schools 
were created by similar social 
forces at about the same time 
(within a decade of one another), 
each school has evolved in its own 
way. 

Today, for example, SMFA 
deals strictly in the fine arts, 
while both RISD and MassArt have kept intact their 
reputations for producing commercial artists. Last 
year, for instance, every graduate of RISD’s apparel- 
design department received a job offer from a top 
fashion designer. And because the national downturn 
in the real-estate market has made architecture a less 
glamorous major, RISD is trying to boost its industri- 
al-design department. 

At MassArt, slightly more than half of the students 
are training to be commercial artists at any given time, 
something president William O’Neil looks at with great 
pride. 

“Boston is a design center. Why? Because we’re 
here,” he says, adding that MassArt alums have 
claimed 15 Hatch Awards, which are presented for ex- 
cellence in advertising design in New England. One 
winner, John Doyle, president of Doyle Advertising 
and Design and a 1980 graduate, recently took home 
his second consecutive “best of show” Hatch Award — 
a rare feat. 

Physically, SMFA is by far the smallest of the three 
schools — cramped even, especially compared to 
MassArt, which took over the old Boston State campus 
in 1984 and boasts a 13-story tower surrounded by five 
smaller buildings. Structurally, it’s also the loosest. The 
school itself doesn’t offer a bachelor’s degree (about a 
third of SMFA undergraduates obtain bachelor’s de- 
grees through Tufts University), so students don’t have 
to take liberal-arts courses. Nor are students required 
to declare majors, to concentrate on a given discipline, 
or even to show up — attendance isn’t taken. 

“We prefer to say that we’re an education in the cre- 
ative process,” says Deborah Dluhy, dean of the 
SMFA. “Because of the ability students have to make 
new recipes and produce their own visual statements, 
we insist on nothing except that they be serious.” 

At RISD and MassArt, by contrast, students must 
chose a major in their sophomore year and typically 
have little time for electives outside their discipline. Ac- 
cordingly, they tend to pick a course of study and stick

with it. 

“The teachers here are as serious as 
deacons,” says MassArt student David 
Shibler, 38, who was a member of the 
Turbines, a popular local rock act in the 
mid-’80s. “You can’t survive the design 
program here unless you’re serious. You 
are not allowed to be ambivalent.” 

You’re not allowed a whole lot of am- 
bivalence at RISD, either. Call it arro- 
gance or call it focus, but RISD students, 
regardless of discipline, tend to describe 
themselves in remarkably definitive terms. 
It’s not at all unusual, for example, to hear 
an 18-year-old freshman declare, “I am a 
painter.” 


All-Star art stars 

What you'll probably hear at all three 
schools is this: “I’m studying with 
[fill in a favorite professor].” 

The faculties at all three schools are im- 
portant draws, and it’s not uncommon to 
hear a student say that he or she was more 
attracted to a particular art school by the 
presence of a faculty member than by any 
other factor (see “All Stars,” previous 
page). 

RISD boasts illustrator and author 
David Macaulay, author of The Way 
Things Work, and painter Richard Merkin, 
whose work often appears on the cover of 
the New Yorker. The SMFA has interna- 
tionally known painters Gerry Bergstein 
and Domingo Barreres. Two members of 
MassArt’s faculty, photography professors 
Abelardo Morell and Laura McPhee, won 
Guggenheim Fellowships this year; only 
six Guggenheims are awarded for the arts 
annually. 

Whether a teacher is well-known or not, 
he or she is likely to be one half of an ex- 
tremely intense instructor-student rela- 
tionship. Getting one’s work evaluated is a 
notoriously grueling process that usually 
involves a public discussion of its quality. 
Whereas business students and literature 
scholars can peek at their test grades and 
bolt from the room, the young artist must 
stand and defend his or her work before a 
panel of critics. 

“It’s a good learning tool, even though 
it might completely humiliate you and 
break you down,” says John Flannery, a 
sophomore industrial-design major at 
RISD. Has he ever seen anyone fall apart 
in the face of criticism? “Yes. Sometimes 
people get blown out of the water and 
they take it personally. You have to have 
a mature attitude.” 

Art students no doubt miss taking multi- 
ple-choice tests. “It’s all so subjective,” says 
Elif Soyer, 27, of the review process. She 
works in mixed media at the SMFA. “Even 
the most educated, well-versed art critic in 
the world is still using subjective criteria to 
evaluate your work. So you get very defen- 
sive. You walk around saying, ‘My work is 
good. I know it’s good. This is what I’m do- 
ing the rest of my life.’ There’s a fine line 
between what you should let in, in terms of 
criticism, to grow as an artist and how 
much you can let in to actually function.” 


The romance of work 
But function they do — day in, day out, 
and with a surprising degree of dedication. 
RISD associate provost Robert Rindler 
invites a guest to tour some of the school’s

studios, the same tour he would give to the 
parents of a prospective student. First stop 
is a sophomore painting class, held in the 
high-ceilinged room of building which 
once housed a bank. About 15 students 
stand before easels, which surround a 
small podium, on which a model — a man 
in his 30s, dressed in a purple jersey and 
dungarees — strikes a relaxed pose. 

The students have been told simply to 
paint what they see. Some offer a realistic 
interpretation. Others see only half of the 
model’s body or a fuzzy, out-of-focus 
form. 

Rindler, who teaches an illustration 
class in addition to his administrative du- 
ties, recognizes the model and nods to 
him. Outside, Rindler’s guest remarks that 
he thought art models usually posed nude. 
“Usually, they do,” says Rindler. “Come to 
think of it, I’ve never seen him with his 
clothes on.” 

On to glass-blowing. “Watch,” Rindler 
says entering the room, its windows open 
to give relief from the heat of a massive 
kiln, “there’s a choreography to it.” In- 
deed, the glass-blower works on the balls 
of his feet, leaning as he uses the long 
blowpipe to plunge a glob of unformed 
glass into the red-orange flames of the 
kiln. He takes a few graceful steps back, 
rests the now-glowing glass on a table 
while a student blows in the opposite end 
of the pipe. Then he spins about and rolls 
it on an oiled slab and shapes the mass 
with a tool until it begins to resemble a 
vase. Then he returns it to the furnace. 

At apparel design, Rindler is joined by 
department head Lorraine Howes. In a 
pattern-design class, the mood is very 
businesslike: a dozen young women and a 
few men work at long, cluttered tables, 
cutting shapes out of crinkly paper. 
Rindler mentions the apparel-design de- 
partment’s annual Collections fashion 
show, which he says is as slick and profes- 
sional as any runway exhibit in Manhattan 
or Paris. “Last year there were gasps in 
the audience,” he says. 

“Yes,” quips Howes with a wink, 
“though I’m not sure they were all with 


joy.” 


Rindler ends the tour with a visit to a 
hushed video-production suite, where de- 
partment head Dennis Hlynsky huddles 
with a student, discussing the finer points 
of creating special effects on modern televi- 
sion equipment. In a way, the brisk ramble 
through RISD’s studios and classrooms 
makes for a neat metaphor of the art-school 
experience, evoking the words of one of 
Rindler’s fellow administrators, MassArt’s 
Dean Nimmer, chairman of the school’s 
department of painting and printmaking. 

Nimmer, who has taught at MassArt since 
1970, says that, as a young professor fresh 
from graduate school, he thought art was a 
subject one could teach. “But now I feel 
more like a tour guide,” he says. “You show 
people things. Depending on the way you 
bring people to color, to appreciating draw- 
ing, to being able to see things and to look at 
the world in a way they can understand, you 
create a situation in which they can apply 
their creativity.” Like the deeply committed 
art-school students he’s met and taught in 
over 20 years of teaching, Nimmer thinks 
nothing could be more important. 

“One of the greatest rewards is to find in 
that guided tour that you’ve brought some- 
one to a place where they seem to under- 
stand what they have and can make the 
most of it,” he says. “I’m very much a ro- 
mantic about what this business is for.” QO

A restaurant/churrascaria 
worth a trip to Southborough

hy is a roadhouse in 
landlocked Metro- 
West named after a 
beach in Rio de Janei- 
ro? Because when 
you’re selling Brazilian food in Southbor- 
ough, Massachusetts, you need all the fa- 
miliarity you can get. This is true even 
when the food is pretty terrific, as it is at 
Ipanema. Though most ethnic restaurants 
decline as we reach the provinces, Ipane- 
ma draws energy from the large Brazilian- 
immigrant population in Framingham. 

Still, we are talking about a 50-minute 
drive from most of Boston, and many of 
you have already been spoiled by the 
popular churrasco and salad bar at Pam- 
pas, in Cambridge, and the hearty dinner 
plates at Café Brazil, in Brighton, and 
Buteco, in Boston. 

How does Ipanema stack up? Well, the 
churrasco ($15.95) — basically an all- 
you-can-eat mixed-grill presented serially 
— has less variety but about the same 
style as the one at Pampas. The meats 
were brought to the table on skewers, at 
intervals, in an order of: crunchy, unusu- 
al sausage; salty country pork ribs; pink, 
tender roast beef; chewy, very salty, pink- 
centered pork loin; and a variety of 
chicken parts. I thought 
the chicken responded 
best to the salty marinade 
and the treatment. Our 
thigh had a crunchy skin 
and was falling-off-the- 
bone-done inside. The side 
dishes were typically Bra- 
zilian white rice, a mild 
salsa/vinaigrette for dip- 
ping the meat, and a mar- 
velous dish of beans done 
up in pork trimmings, 
shredded collards, and 
cassava meal. Those beans 
were the perfect food, and 
can be ordered as a side 
dish of porgao de feijaéo 
tropeiro ($3). 

The churrasco also gets 
you a salad bar (otherwise 
$4.95), but the salad bar is 
not the vegetarians’ par- 
adise that surprises you at 
Pampas. Well, what else is? This one has 
11 items, mostly ordinary enough, al- 
though you may like the potato salad 
with vegetables or the spiral-pasta salad 
with ground meat. 

Non-grilled food compares better with 
the Brazilian restaurants of Boston. You 
could start with pastel ($3.95), which in 
this culture is a fried turnover of starchy 
root purée stuffed with some ground 
beef. Fried manioc root — one of the 
perfect deep-fried foods — comes four 
ways. We had it with fried dried beef 
($6.95), which is better than it sounds 
but still on the funky side, though the 
manioc is the perfect foil for fresh oil. 

Muqueca de peixe ($13.95) is a classic 
Brazilian fish dish which comes in two 
styles. The neo-African form from Bahia, 
which is the usual model, is thick with co- 
conut milk moderating a highly flavored 
stew of fish and shrimp. The inland form, 
more familiar to the Brazilians who come 
here from Minas Gerais province, pours a 
thinner, Creolized stew over a thickened 
pudding of manioc. Ipanema has worked 
out a fancy new presentation that com- 
bines the best of both. The shrimp and 
halibut (an excellent choice for this dish) 
come to the table in a handsome 
stoneware casserole, aromatic with pep- 
pers, onions, tomato, some chile, and 
dendée oil. Then there is a side plate of

pirad, being the same spicy broth thick- 
ened to the texture of Cream of Wheat. 
Thus you can thicken the stew, or any 
mouthful of it, at will, without the un- 
healthful coconut cream. 

Ipanema has a slight wine list, though 
all kinds of heavy red wines would go 
with the grilled meats. Brazilian and 
mass-market beers are available, as are 
some dangerous-looking Brazilian mixed 
drinks. On the soft-drink side there is 
guarana soda, a perky nectar of yellow 
passion fruit called maracuja ($1.25), and 
a weaker nectar of pineapply cashew fruit. 

Brazilian desserts are oversweetened to 
go with coffee. Alas, the coffee (75 cents) 
here wasn’t that special. But the flan 
($2.50) is especially smooth and rich, 
and a fresh pineapple-coconut cake 
($2:25) was delicious, if unshowy. Rice 
pudding ($2.25) was a non-custard 
recipe, starchy and a little chewy. 

We had excellent, informative service 
from a Brazilian-American waitress. 
Ipanema is a large, nondescript, but com- 
fortable room. There is a bar with video 
games at one end. Nearly subliminal 
Brazilian pop drifts out from the kitchen. 
Why not make it explicit? Even the Brazil- 
ians could stand a classic bossa nova tape 
with “Garota de Ipanema” coming up ev- 
ery hour or so, and the famous song 
would reinforce the name. Even to the 
most Carioca Bostonians, 
I’m recommending Ipanema 
for inexpensive, filling din- 
ners out, and for Brazilian 
barbecue when Pampas is 
too crowded.

I regret the death last 
week, and long before her 
time, of Ana “Cuni” Har- 
tung-Jones, a reader of this 
column and one of the 
founders of Ricardo and 
Maria’s Tortillas, an orga- 
nization that has done 
much for the quality of 
Mexican food in fine 
restaurants and the Nadeau 
home.

Although I haven’t the frozen proof 
that Alison Arnett and Corby Kummer 
presented in a recent Globe, I, too, have 
noticed some lapses at a Boston Chicken 
franchise, as the wildly successful local 
chain goes public and national. The two 
writers checked frozen samples of superi- 
or chicken soup from a Back Bay outlet, 
for which the national chain had since 
mandated an inferior recipe. I had a fam- 
ily meal recently in the Jamaica Plain out- 
let, and thought the chicken had the tell- 
tale spongy blandness of meat that had 
been overly poached before going into 
the rotisserie. I also felt the mashed pota- 
toes had the characteristic roasted note 
of either powdered potatoes or powdered 
milk creeping into the mix. My guess is 
that the JP letdown was local, and based 
on a failing of quality control — if the 
corporation wants to deny that, let them 
come forth proudly as poachers and in- 
stant-mixers. The Back Bay soup slide 
sounded like a far more sinister case of 
not wanting the chain shown up by a 
quality franchise. They should pay the 
man a royalty and enforce the better soup 
across America. If they continue down 
the road of sinning against quality, these 
would-be chain chicken moguls will be so 
much chicken salad. QO

uban vocalist Lazaro Ros is a lauded exponent 
C: the ancient African santeria religion and a 

national pop star, but because of the United 
States’ anachronistic travel ban against Cuba, this 55- 
year-old is just now making his first visit to the America. 
Only “folkloric” artists are excluded from the ban, so 
Ros and his five accompanists — mostly from the Con- 
junto Folklérico Nacional he helped to found — are 
bringing roots, rather than pop fusion, for their 15-city 
tour. Presented here by the African Atlantic Alliance, a 
group of local educators, performers, and media folks 
(including this writer), Ros and company will give per- 
formances Sunday at the Berklee Performance Center 
and Tuesday at Roxbury Community College. Then,

Wednesday, they’ll lead master 
classes at the Dance Complex. 

These events will show off 
Cuban traditional music and 
dance that remain pearls of the 
Caribbean. From the earliest 
Spanish colonizers right up to Castro’s regime, no 
Cuban government has ever suppressed or diluted the 
island’s African culture. Seventy percent of all Cubans 
come from the Yoruba, Dahomey, Congo, and Abakwa 
ethnic groups, and their religion, music, and dance — 
dispersed or eradicated in most of the New World — 
have thrived in Cuba. 

There’s no better proof than Lazaro Ros. Perhaps 
Cuba’s foremost akpwon singer, Ros peels out subtle 
vocal lines with a crisp, dry tenor. For this tour, singer, 
dancer, and percussionist Amelita Pedroso, along with 
singer and choreographer Yamira Sanchez Bautista, 
will supply the music’s searing, evocative vocal har- 
monies. The shows will include the costume pageantry 
of santeria cosmology and dance in the sexually playful 
rhumba style. 


the performances with one of the most evolved percus- 
sion styles in the Western world. Each drummer plays a 
precisely disciplined role, allowing for lush textures and 
gnarly complexity as their instrumental voices engage 
in synchronized conversation. 

In Cuba, baté drums call down ancestor spirits. The 
group make no promises on that score for their US 
shows, but if you think African roots music lacks sophis- 
tication, check them out. The startling level of Cuban 
musicianship has mostly been a secret during the Castro 
years. But with change inevitable, we can hope that Ros’s 
first Boston visit will be a taste of much more to come.

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Braff’s brash brass 


ornettist Ruby Braff has a style that’s always 
been auspiciously out of step. At 66, he’s a 
bit younger than Dizzy Gillespie and the 


generation of beboppers who overturned jazz in the 
’40s. Yet his style belongs to an earlier generation: to 
the swing of Roy Eldridge and Buck Clayton, and to 
young Louis Armstrong. Now more than ever, Braff’s 
swing-era adherence to the melody can come as a 
shock. But those willing to open their ears to him will 
hear one of the best brass players alive in any category. 
And he should be in top form at the Regattabar next 
weekend, since he’ll be fronting a like-minded, star- 
heavy quintet: pianist Dave McKenna, tenor sax Scott 
Hamilton, guitarist Gray Sargent, bassist Marshall 
Wood, and drummer Chuck Riggs. 











Like McKenna, Braff — who first 
gained fame in a septet fronted by trom- 
bonist Vic Dickenson — starts with the 
melody (something that separates these 
two from the chord-change-obsessed 
young students of bebop). He adds and 
subtracts notes to its phrases, plays with the beat, 
dashes off quick ornamental flourishes. His playing is 
unmannered. He abhors wanton displays of speed but 
is nonetheless an extraordinary technician, capable of a 
wide range of sounds and effects. If his playing tran- 
scends his style, that’s probably because he hears every 
piece anew, no matter how many times he’s played it, 
and never copies anyone else’s inventions. 

He may not play bebop, but no player is more ca- 
pable of harmonic surprises than Braff. Ultimately, 
he plays like a jazz singer, not only in the way he 
phrases a line but in the colors and timbres with 
which he shades it — a deep buzz, a clarion high 
note, a gorgeous low-register tone that seems to 
come from the back of the throat. Also unusual is his 
sense of dynamics; tunes like “Lover Come Back to 
Me” can begin with a whisper on the first chorus and 


end with a shout. 

“Ruby’s as modern as anybody,” Gray Sargent said 
not too long ago. “He’s a genius, a giant player, and 
you hear all kinds of things in his playing. He’s one of 
those people beyond category.” 

At the R-Bar, the diminutive Braff, who on his last 
appearance recorded his upcoming album Ruby Braff: 
A Night of Sanity at the Regattabar (Arbor), will un- 
doubtedly kid the audience with his salty Borscht Belt 
sense of humor (he was born in Boston and now lives 
on the Cape). And then he’ll unleash playing of incom- 
parable wit and beauty. 

“I know I’m good and I know I’m unique,” he once 
told the New Yorker’s Whitney Balliett. “If I had to go 
out and hire someone just like me, it would be impos- 
sible, because he doesn’t exist.” 

Ruby Braff and His New England Song Hounds with 
Scott Hamilton and Dave McKenna play the Regat- 
tabar in the Charles Hotel, Harvard Square, next Fri- 
day, November 26, and Saturday, November 27.

New Zealand’s Campion composes a masterpiece

ometimes a single image 
is enough to confirm a 
film as a masterpiece. In 
Jane Campion’s The Pi- 
ano, it’s a shot of the title 
| instrument marooned in the rapturous 


chaos of a surf-torn New Zealand beach. 
Nearby stands its owner, a woman dressed 
in stern black carrying a parasol, and her 
elfin daughter. The pair decorate the white 
sand like two forlorn notes in an unfin- 
ished score, until the woman opens the 
keyboard and plays, the little girl dancing 
to the music. 

This scene provides the leitmotif in a 
profound allegory of sex, power, love, and 
language, a tale of passion that resonates 
on every level. Marking New Zealand’s 
Campion as one of the world’s great film- 
makers, The Piano boasts unnervingly bril- 
liant performances by Holly Hunter, Har- 
vey Keitel, Sam Neill, and an uncanny 


child actress, Anna Paquin. It’s the best 
film of the year and a consummate work 
of cinema art. 

In her two previous films, the baroque 
and uneven Sweetie (1989) and the har- 
rowing and more conventional An Angel 
at My Table (1990), Jane Campion ap- 
plied her extraordinary talent and imag- 
ination to the plight of mentally dis- 
turbed or otherwise alienated women 
oppressed by a patriarchal society. She 
returns to this subject in The Piano, 
which last May shared the Golden Palm 
at Cannes. 

Set in the 19th century, the film con- 
cerns another woman with problems com-

municating. Mute since the age of six, Ada 
(Holly Hunter) speaks through her piano 
playing and through sign language inter- 
preted by her changeling-like daughter, 
Flora (Anna Paquin). She’s sent from 
England to the New Zealand bush as a 
mail-order bride for the puritanical Stew- 
art (Sam Neill). When Stewart refuses.to 
bring her piano from the beach to his set- 
tlement, his uncouth neighbor Baines 
(Harvey Keitel) buys it from him and hires 
Ada for lessons. 

Baines has more than learning piano in 
mind. He listens transfixed to her playing, 
refusing to handle the instrument himself. 
The music is the sublimation of Ada’s soli- 
tude and desire, but this abstract baring of 
her soul only whets Baines’s appetite for 
more. Key by key, he sells the piano back 
to her for sexual favors — at first 
voyeuristic and fetishistic, then more pas- 
sionate. 

What begins as a transaction becomes 
much more, and Campion matches the el- 
dritch currents of her characters with 
stunning imagery. It’s unclear whether 
Baines is part Maori or just a European 
who’s “gone native”; he does speak the 
natives’ language, and his face is alarming- 
ly tattoo’d, written on in a script that sets 
him apart from his fellow colonists while 
connecting him to the world they have 
usurped. At first he appalls the spinsterish 
Ada and disgusts her daughter, and you’re 
not likely to feel much sympathy for what 
seems a sexually abusive, uncivilized, if 
charismatic lout. 

A lesser artist would have left the story a 
mere parable of macho exploitation. Cam- 
pion, though, has the courage to follow 
these relationships to their logical, politi- 
cally not-so-correct conclusions. As Ada 
barters glimpses and touches for keys, she 
obtains power; by the time the entire key- 
board is won and Baines has bared hirnself 
before her, she has strength enough to be 
sexually responsive, aggressive, even ec- 
static. Her achievement of independence 
humanizes the Caliban-like figure, and 
their love scenes are triumphs of female 
sexuality. 

Unfortunately, Ada’s change does not 
go unnoticed by her tyrannical, tragic hus- 
band. In a scene of almost unbearable in- 
tensity, she disrobes and strokes him, at- 
tempting to break through his repression 
and initiate him into her power, but he re- 
coils. Ada’s daughter isn’t keen on her 
mother’s adultery; as with all children in 
Campion’s movies, she’s ruthless in her 
willful innocence. Held prisoner by Stew- 
art, Ada sends Baines a fateful note ex- 
pressing her love written on one of the pi- 
ano keys. 

The outcome is brutal, beautiful, tri- 
umphant. In what may be the most aston- 
ishing performance of the year, Hunter 
seizes the screen without a word of dia- 
logue, expressing everything with gesture, 
posture, and her protean face. And, of 
course, with her piano — she plays the 
otherworldly, hypnotic Michael Nyman 
score herself. Visually and aurally exhila- 
rating, dramatically electrifying, The Piano 
is a sensuous meditation on language, sub- 
limation, fate, and the flesh that touches 
on the kinds of feeling and meaning only 
music can convey. a) 








Keys to The Piano 


EW YORK — The most shocking scene in 
Pt The Piano may not be the finger-chopping se- 

quence. Or even Harvey Keitel’s frontal nudi- 
ty. What’s unnerved critics (at least the male ones) is a 
scene where Victorian heroine Ada (Holly Hunter), 
newly eroticized by her affair with New Zealand settler 
Baines (Keitel), returns to her mail-order husband 
Stewart (Sam Neill) and seeks sexual gratification from 
him but refuses to return the favor. 

“It’s a little harsh, and it’s also not territory that’s 
known as female.” Hunter says of the scene. “In fact, 
it’s an impulse that a lot of women feel. It’s just not cel- 
ebrated. And with men, it’s almost a celebratory right, a 
rite of passage. She unabashedly follows her own needs 
throughout the movie.” Hunter adds, “It’s difficult for a 
woman, even in our social structure to, without punish- 
ment or criticism, explore and fulfill her desires.” 

Says writer/director Jane Campion, “In a way she’s 
what men seem to fear most, the nymphomaniac. It’s 
very interesting to experience the reverse of it, how 
alarming it is for anybody when you are made sexually 
vulnerable without any emotional commitment.” 

As rare and as welcome as it is in movies to hear a 
woman’s voice, Campion doesn’t want her film, which 
won the Golden Palm this year at Cannes, to be dismissed 
as a woman's picture. “It’s a woman’s voice and a univer- 
sal voice at the same time. It’s almost always a man’s 


voice [in film], and you don’t think to say, ‘Oh, this is a 
man’s voice.’ You sometimes feel that they’re going to use 
that to ghettoize the vision, and that feels unfair.” 

Hunter agrees. “The great thing about The Piano is 
it’s a wonderful woman’s part and it’s told from a wom- 
an’s perspective about love and femininity and sexuality 
and eroticism, but it’s not a woman’s movie. It’s a movie 
that people can relate to because they’re people and the 
movie is about people. But I think the men’s roles in 
The Piano are also incredibly rich and fully blown.” 

Producer Jan Chapman explains it this way: “The 
Stewart character says something about men that you 
don’t see in the cinema very often — their complexity, 
their vulnerability, their softer sides. I would hope that 
men would appreciate the film as much as women.” 

The New Zealand—born, Australian-based Campion 
(Sweetie, An Angel at My Table) had in mind the gothic 
romanticisr 1 of Wuthering Heights when she created this 
fable. “What we're really saying about love is that it’s 
sick. In personal life, I’ve come to the conclusion that 
passion is a1 impulse that shouldn’t always be believed. 
Yet here I s 2em to be advocating it, at least fictionally. 
On the othe. hand, it’s just a reminder that what runs us 
as human bc ings is our spirit, not the practical things.” 

Hunter persistently sought the role of the mute Ada, 
and it helped that she could actually play the piano, 
which is how Ada expresses herself. “I thought I wanted 


to be a concert pianist at one point, but I didn’t have the 
stamina, the chops, or the nerve. So I went into acting. I 
consider myself a bit of a pianist now only because Ada 
really put me to the test. It was far and away the most 
difficult aspect of doing the character, because I play re- 
ally lousy in front of people, and I had to learn to get 
over that. We shot all the piano pieces at the end of the 
shoot. I couldn’t have done it early on.” 

British composer Michael Nyman wrote Ada’s music 
with Hunter’s technique in mind. Best known for scor- 
ing Peter Greenaway’s films, he made Ada’s music sur- 
prisingly postmodern. “It was logical that, being the in- 
dependent character she was, she would find her voice 
in her own music rather than Chopin and Brahms. 
Since she was neither a professional composer nor a 
professional pianist, she could be totally idiosyncratic. 
She could have even predicted some of the things post- 
minimalists of the late 20th century would do, those 
kinds of repetitive devices I like to use. There's no rea- 
son she couldn’t be the only composer in the whole of 
the 19th century to do that.” 

In post-production, Hunter redubbed her own piano 
playing and everyone else’s. Marvels Nyman, “A lot of 
professional pianists wouldn't be able to do it. Holly’s 
performances were very expressive, and the tempo 
would be pulled apart all over the place. It’s one thing to 
play to a click track, to a regular beat, but to replay to a 
performance that's free in the first place is remarkable. 
What Holly does with a script, what she brings to it to 
create a credible character, that’s exactly what she’s 
done with the music. I have no praise high enough.”

he wittiest thing in Addams 

Family Values, a film in 

which wit is in no short sup- 

ply, may be the title. After 

all, their penchant for may- 
hem aside, the Addamses are a nuclear 
family that even the Quayles could love. 
Wife Morticia (Anjelica Huston) and hus- 
band Gomez (Raul Julia) adore each oth- 
er, as do parents and kids Wednesday 
(Christina Ricci) and Pugsley (Jimmy 
Workman). There’s not a dysfunctional 
relationship in the bunch. The only threats 
to family harmony come from the degrad- 
ed society of the outside world. 

In this sequel, the threats are twofold. 
One is Debbie Jellinsky (Joan Cusack), the 
Rebecca De Mornay-ish nanny Morticia 
and Gomez hire to care for their musta- 
chio’d newborn, Pubert. (Pubert was 
Charles Addams’s original name for the 
sit-com’s Pugsley; squeamish 1960s TV 
executives made him change it.) Debbie 
courts lonely Uncle Fester (Christopher 
Lloyd), secretly plotting to marry him, kill 
him, and inherit his fortune. To get the 
suspicious Wednesday and Pugsley out of 
the way, she packs them off to that other 
potentially threatening environment, a 
WAS Py summer camp. 

Complex as all this sounds, there’s not a 
whole lot of plot in the film, which like its 
predecessor is subsumed by the elaborate 
sets, the ornate costumes, special-effects 
: shots of the scampering Thing, cinematog- 
rapher-turned-director Barry Sonnenfeld’s 
hyperkinetic camerawork, and intricate 
and macabre sight gags. A more apt title 
might have been Addams Family Produc- 
tion Values. 

Amid all this frenetic activity, poor Mor- 
ticia and Gomez seem stranded, without 
much to do. Huston and Julia do have a 
deliciously torrid chemistry in their hand- 
ful of scenes together, including a tango 
that’s about as lascivious as they can get 
while remaining fully dressed and PG-13. 
Still, too much of the focus is on outsider

Debbie. Cusack is a revelation, since this is 
the first opportunity she’s had to play sexy 
rather than gawky. Not even she, however, 
can play the unplayable (and unnecessary) 
climactic monologue in which Debbie ex- 
plicates her pathological past, complete 
with slides. 

The Addams actor who benefits most 
from this shift in focus is Ricci, who is more 
deliciously deadpan than ever. Her 
Wednesday even has a romance with anoth-

er unhappy camper, the asthmatic, Semitic 
Joel Glicker (David Krumholtz). Her treat- 
ment of him suggests she’s ready to step 
into Morticia’s dominatrix boots. One 
hopes to see Ricci rewarded with a little Os- 
car, perhaps with its head chopped off. 
What makes Addams worth watching is 
the jokes. Director Sonnenfeld, who has a 
cameo as Joel’s father, and screenwriter 
Paul Rudnick (who polished the first Ad- 
dams Family, and whose attitude toward 
traditional family values are apparent from 
his gay-themed Off Broadway hit comedy 
Jeffrey) incorporate what seems to be their 
own familial discomfort into the comedy, 
which may explain why so many of the 
throwaway gags are Jewish-oriented. (Blink 
and you'll miss butler Lurch performing 
Jewish wedding staple “Sunrise, Sunset” on 
the organ at Debbie and Fester’s nuptials, 
or Joel’s appearance at that event with a 
yarmulke perched discreetly on his head.) 
The sibling-rivalry routines in which the 
older kids play sadistic games with Pubert 
— my favorite is the French Revolution se- 
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quence — should delight children while 
making their parents squirm. 

The summer-camp scenes will be horri- 
fyingly, hilariously familiar to anyone 
who’s endured such torture. The climactic 
Thanksgiving Day pageant (don’t ask), 
featuring a turkey-costumed Pugsiey 
singing a gruesome “Eat Us” song and In- 
dian maiden Wednesday wreaking slightly 
PC but nonetheless satisfying revenge on 
the WASP colonizers, is apocalyptically 
cathartic. 

To utter Rudnick’s snappy dialogue, 
Sonnenfeld, Rudnick, and producer Scott 
Rudin (who divides his time between 
Broadway and Hollywood) have gathered 
a wealth of New York stage talent, in- 
cluding Nathan Lane, Tony Shalhoub, 
Charles Busch, and notably, Christine 
Baranski and Peter MacNicol as the re- 
lentlessly cheery camp directors. Like 
Thing and Fester (whose relationship is 
hinted at in a throwaway line), the film- 
makers have discovered that it’s best to

All in the family 


OS ANGELES — It should be clear from the 
4 paradoxically loving yet horrific clan of Addams 

Family Values that the filmmakers still need, in 
screenwriter Paul Rudnick’s words, “to work through a 
lot of issues.” 

Take Anjelica Huston, whose famous father was mar- 
ried five times, and who shuns introspection of her own 
family. “Families are like onions. When you start peel- 
ing, they smell, they make you cry, and finally you throw 
them in the frying pan.” 

Of her Addams matriarch, she says, “Morticia’s a 
benevolent character, loosely based on my friend Jerry 
Hall, who’s a fantastic mother and a great beauty and 
manages to keep it all together. Morticia is the emotion- 
al base of the family. She’s very protective of her chil- 
dren. If anything should stand in the way, she would 
turn into a black widow spider, but I see her as kind, 
loving, endearing, and a very good mother.” 

It may well be personal neuroses that drew Rudnick, 
producer Scott Rudin, and director Barry Sonnenfeld to 
make a sequel to their previous Addams Family, which 
was a huge hit. (Sonnenfeld, who claims to hate direct- 
ing, says it was money. “The only good thing about di- 
recting is that whenever you demand one, you get a 
cappuccino.”) Says Rudnick, “Barry and Scott and I are 
all Jewish and with nowhere near enough therapy. A big 
Jewish family is far more terrifying than anything the 
Addamses could come up with. So we try to take it all 
out on screen. Barry especially has always seen the Ad- 


dams Family movies as completely autobiographical. He 
insists that he is Joel Glicker, Wednesday’s little 
boyfriend, but he was just too old to be cast.” (Sonnen- 
feld did cast himself as Joel’s father.) 

“Barry always used to say they’re the only functional 
family on the planet,” Rudnick continues. “Morticia and 
Gomez are two of the most passionate creatures on 
earth. They adore their children. No one is ever scolded. 
We're all told that we should be like the Bradys and all 
those wholesome TV families. But we'd all secretly like 
to be more like the Addamses. You don't have that awful 
sense of having to be role models. You just get to have 
fun.” 

Raul Julia notes the irony in being better known for 
Gomez Addams than for his more highbrow stage and 
screen work. He learned to accept it while camping with 
his 10-year-old son, Raul III. “We went to the Ten Mile 
River Boy Scout camp in the Catskills. There were a 
thousand Boy Scouts there. Every day, in the lake, 
swimming, archery, it was like ‘Hey, Gomez!’ or 
‘Dadadadump [snap, snap].’ I just got used to it and 
had a great time. My son enjoyed it very much, being 
Gomez's son.” He adds, “It was nothing like the camp 
in the movie.” 

The film’s frightful summer camp, where suspicious 
Wednesday and Pugsley are sent by golddigging new 
nanny Debbie (Joan Cusack) so that she can seduce 
Fester (Christopher Lloyd), is influenced by personal 
experience. “I went to summer camp for exactly one 
hour,” Rudnick says. “I was about eight. I took one look 
around and said, ‘I’m sorry, no, there’s been a 
mistake.’ ” 

Even 13-year-old Jimmy Workman, who plays Pugs- 
ley, has a summer-camp horror story. “I went to a sum- 


mer camp that was called Camp Sunny Shine or some- 
thing. Maybe once in a while we’d go inside and color, 
but the rest of the time we’d just sit outside and roast 
marshmallows. Every night we’d sit and sing ‘Kum Ba 
Ya’ for an hour and a half. It was painful.” 

Some critics are worried, amid the current furor over 
TV and movie violence, that kids will imitate the tor- 
tures Wednesday and Pugsley attempt on their new sib- 
ling, Pubert. Snaps 13-year-old Christina Ricci, who 
plays Wednesday, “It’s retarded that adults think we're 
that stupid.” As for younger kids, she says, “When I 
originally heard about that five-year-old watching Beavis 
and Butt-head and then setting fire to his house, my 
question was, why was a five-year-old watching Beavis 
and Butt-head? Parents really have to have control. You 
can just not have MTV.” 

Sonnenfeld himself doesn’t think any kid should be 
forbidden to see the film. “I have a five-month-old 
daughter, so I’m sort of sensitive to this. I don’t think 
anyone thinks they’re going to kill Pubert.” He adds, 
“That’s what’s so great about Morticia and Gomez. 
They allow their children to grow up without telling 
them what to do.” 

The director has his own endless repertoire of “horri- 
ble mother” stories. “My mother wouldn’t let me go 
away to sleepaway camp. The first night I ever slept 
away from my parents I was 17 years old. My mother 
said if I went away to college, she would commit sui- 
cide. When I was a senior, I thought, I'll go away to col- 
lege, I'll get to have sex with women in a dorm, and my 
mother will kill herself. Unfortunately, she didn’t. I used 
to think my father was great, but then I realized he was 
a co-conspirator.”

DA Pennebaker takes us into 
Bill Clinton’s War Room

n 1960, DA Pennebaker applied 
the methods of his “direct cinema” 
or “cinéma-vérité” to the New 
Hampshire Presidential Primary. 
Originally a half-hour TV show, 
Primary focused on the John F. Kennedy 
campaign, capturing without comment 


and with seeming candor the ebb and 
flow of emotions, tactics, disappoint- 
ments, and victory. 

The film’s effectiveness was due to Pen- 
nebaker’s rigorous aesthetics, the idealistic 
belief that if directly recorded by the cam- 
era without the mediation of the filmmak- 
er, historical and social realities will dis- 
close their own meaning. Ironically, the 
credo of the film’s subject — political 
campaigning — was exactly the opposite: 
manipulated by money and the media, his- 
torical and social realities can be translated 
into votes and power. 

Thirty-two years later, both politics and 
film have changed a lot, and that’s reflect- 
ed in this new movie by Pennebaker and 
Chris Hegedus, The War Room, a docu- 
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mentary of the 1992 presidential race from 
the New Hampshire Primary to the final 
election as seen behind the scenes in Clin- 
ton headquarters. It’s a fascinating drama 
shaped from the chaotic and sometimes 
absurd events of that election, an illumi- 
nating and unsettling story behind the sto- 
ry that somehow makes the whole convul- 
sive episode seem more surreal. 

The title refers not to a process, as in 
the earlier film, but to a place — the hectic 
Little Rock office where Clinton strategists 
shaped and spun the war of images. Nei- 
ther is the hero who emerges the charis- 
matic young Democratic candidate — it’s 
the lean and hungry campaign strategist, 
James Carville, and his Conan O’Brien- 
like sidekick, communications director 
George Stephanopoulos. 

The message is clear, if hardly earth- 
shaking — power and reality have taken 
second place to PR and packaging. What’s 
different and riveting about The War 
Room is the opportunity to witness first- 
hand the alchemical rites by which crises 
and attacks are transformed into sound- 
bites and advertisements. 

To record this, Pennebaker and Hege- 
dus have had to adapt the naive simplicity 
of cinéma-vérité to the times. They don’t 
have the luxury of lingering around wait- 
ing for something to signify when so much 
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ILLUSION OF POWER: this 
time the heroes are campaign 


strategist Carville and communi- 
cations director Stephanopoulos. 


is happening. Gennifer Flowers’s accusa- 
tions, Perot getting in and getting out and 
getting in again, the ring-around-the-rosie 
of the debates all drop into the War Room 
with the regularity of daily headlines. To 
contain all this and the campaign’s re- 
sponses, the filmmakers must compress 
and edit their material until the movie itself 
takes on the texture of soundbites. 

But these are soundbites and factoids 
with bite. Frantically huddled around 
phones and computers like the staff of a 
student newspaper near deadline when 
the beer and pizza are running out, 
Carville and Stephanopoulos labor over 
how to get a third repetition of Bush’s in- 
famous “Read my lips” promise into a TV | 
spot. Nearly salivating with bloodlust, 
Carville watches a video from a Brazilian | 
newscast that suggests that Bush used | 
federal funds to print campaign material 
in Rio. He and Stephanopoulos sputter 
over tart slogans to use with the material 
(“He promised more jobs. He didn’t say 
in this country.”), but the idea of using it 
dies as quickly as it was born. Watching 
fiancée and Bush campaign strategist 
Mary Matalin defend her client’s perfor- 
mance during the debates, Carville quips, 
“Mary will have a great career in fiction 
writing when this is over.” And as Ross 
Perot waltzes out of the campaign in yet 
another news broadcast, Carville observes, 
“That’s the biggest single act of masturba- 
tion in history.” 

It’s an apt comment; as the atmosphere 
grows tense and claustrophobic in the War 
Room, you realize that these people have 
virtually no contact with the outside other 
than newspapers, the telephone, and televi- 
sion — and that the output from these 
sources is largely what they themselves cre- 
ate. There’s a chill beneath the laughter at 
some of Carville’s quips. After a nearly 
mute Clinton croaks out from the TV 
screen, “If you give me your voice today, 
I’ll be your voice for the next four years,” 
Carville says, “Hey, I thought of that, didn’t 
I?” So whose voice are we listening to? 

At times, none at all. For a split-second 
of doubt and terror, Stephanopoulos is 
speechless as he realizes the next time he 
talks to the governor he will have to refer 
to him as the president. Like Robert Red- 
ford in The Candidate, you can almost hear 
him thinking, “What do we do now?” OQ

theme from Raiders of the Lost Ark. 

So the sequence in British director 
David Attwood’s Wild West that could be 
the comedy culture-shock apotheosis of 
the year — a scene of a band of Pakista- 
nis with a turbaned Sikh drummer play- 
ing American country music for cheering 
patrons of an Irish pub in London — 
didn’t strike me as all that far-fetched. 
Especially since the music they play is not 
traditional country but the borderline pop 


of such artists as Steve Earle, Dwight 
Yoakam, and Nanci Griffith. At least it’s 
not Alabama. 

Actually, Earle’s lyrics, particularly those 
to “I Ain’t Ever Satisfied” (which the band 
perform, joyfully impromptu, for a sur- 
prised and dazzled crowd in Leicester 
Square), are fitting for a story about hard- 
scrabble types trying to break out. The 
musicians are country cousins to the un- 
deremployed Dubliners of The Commit- 
ments, borrowing the music of an Ameri- 
can underclass to express their own class 
frustrations. 

The Honky Tonk Cowboys even have a 
Commitments-like scheming, hustling 
bandleader. Handsome Zaf Ayub (Naveen 
Andrews) is the oldest of the three broth- 
ers in the band, the one with his head in 
the clouds. Following his lead are hustling 
sharpie Ali (Ravi Kapoor), skatepunk Kay 
(Ronny Jhutti), and their Sikh drummer, 
Gurdeep (Ameet Chana), whose most 
memorable moment comes when he acci- 
dentally sets his turban on fire. Andrews is 
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a charismatic natural, and he can even 
sing passably well. 

Standing in the way of Zaf’s dreams of 
country stardom are such obstacles as the 
various McJobs garnered for him by well- 
connected uncles at his mother’s behest. 
Disappointed, Mrs. Ayub (Lalita Ahmed) 
threatens to sell the house and move the 
whole breed back to Pakistan. There’s also 
the Cowboys’ exuberant but dubiously 
competent manager, Jagdeep (Bhasker), 
who drives a vintage Caddy with a Texas 
longhorn hood ornament. 

Zaf finds a potential way out — and an- 
other obstacle — in the lovely Rifat (Mis- 
sissippi Masala’s Sarita Choudhury), 
whom he charms into the band as a singer. 
Unfortunately, she has an abusive and 
jealous Anglo husband (Shaun Scott). 
Choudhury makes an appealing heroine, 
though it’s not clear what she was doing 
with this lout in the first place. (Her 
singing is dubbed.) 

David Attwood directs with a cheerful 
throwaway style that recalls Alex Cox’s 
Repo Man in its nihilistic, deadpan humor 
and its eye for grubby, vibrant kitsch. The 
film even moves to a Cox-like punk-speed 
rhythm. The title Wild West refers in part 
to the Ayubs’ West London neighborhood 
of Southall, where a local gang, the Tap- 
pers, besiege the house because they’re 
angry at Ali for stiffing them on a used 
car. Fortunately, he has a rotweiler named 
Spook who comes away from each tangle | 
with the top Tapper bearing a newly dis- | 
membered trophy. 

There’s not much in the show-biz part | 
of the story that’s new, but playwright 
Harwant Bains has written a hilarious | 
screenplay that avoids most of the culture- 
clash clichés. (Some critics have objected 
to the characterizations of two bottom- 
line-minded Jewish record moguls toward 
the end of the movie, but they’re just an- 
other spice stirred into the cross-cultural 
curry.) Will the band beat the odds? Will 
Nashville buy these dusky, Third World 
hillbillies with English accents? Will there 
be a sequel called London Cowboys Go

Sex and syncopation keep 
jukes from fading away

hey keep on coming — in 
stacks and blister packs, on 
shelves and by the twelves. 
Those insistent little frisbees 
with a hole in the middle and 
more ridges than a Ruffle are still sailing 
fast out of rock and roll’s soft white under- 
belly. Yeah, despite the most dire Darwini- 
an predictions, the vinyl 45 ain’t dead. Far 
from it. For local bands, independent la- 
bels, and majors hip enough to know cache 
when they smell it, the single is still a direct 
conduit to the marketplace, reaching col- 
lectors, college radio stations, and the 
turntables of leather-jacketed rock critics. 

But what has dwindled with the record 
industry’s shift to cassettes and CDs is 
one of the greatest forums for the 45 — 
the jukebox. Naw — not those CD- 
stocked monstrosities or those refrigera- 
tors with video screen. We’re talking 
about the purveyors of delicious licorice 
doughnuts — the glowing, sound-throw- 
ing delights that Fonzie used to slap 
around like a wise-mouthed two-bit punk. 

Until the late ’60s, when 45-filled juke- 
boxes were still a big market for record 
companies and operating a chain of these 
music machines — strategically placed in 
bars and diners — was a lucrative busi- 
ness, two bits is all it took to hear plenty 
of hits and rekindle fuzzy soda-shop 
memories of Bobby Darin and bobbysox- 
ers. By mixing rock’s rhythm of sex and 
the look of science, a well-stocked juke- 
box can still help set a mood, break the 
ice, or make for good company all by its 
lonesome. Remember Ghost’s potter’s- 
wheel steam-scene where an AMI Conti- 
nental played “Unchained Melody?” 

If you look hard enough, you can still 
find good jukes in bars, pool halls, diners, 
and other fun zones. But increasingly, 
vintage machines are being found in pri- 
vate homes, because the romance and the 
rarity of these nostalgic heralds have 
made them one of America’s hottest col- 
lectors’ items. There’s even a magazine 
devoted to juke collecting. 

Automated coin-op phonographs have 
had their mechanical hands in our pockets 
for 104 years. Their population peaked at 
700,000 machines in the mid ’50s, com- 
pared with 225,000 today. That decline 
began when the interstate highway system 
made Route 66 a secondary road; it accel- 
erated when fast food drove diners out of 
business, and then longer songs, video 
games, and television entered the picture. 

Yet a surprising number of commercial 
vinyl-stocked jukeboxes remain at large.

Fuller calling 


n separate corners of Newton, two of Paul Fuller’s Wurlitzer gems keep spin- 
ning. Nancy and Branden White of Newtonville purchased a restored 1940 
Wurlitzer Model 700 before the collecting craze commenced. “My love of 
art-deco design and music got me interested in acquiring a jukebox of that era. 
The machine is a palace with its clean lines and spirals of three primary colors,” 
Nancy White gushes. The Whites fill their Wurlitzer with newly pressed 78 rpm 
recordings of ’50s and pre—British Invasion ’60s rock including the inescapable 


Across town in Waban, Bob Bernson plays the 78s of Glenn Miller and Benny 
Goodman he collected as a child on a restored Wurlitzer Model 1015. Valued at up 
to $18,000, this model is the most famous jukebox of all. Fuller’s masterpiece fea- 
tures eight bubble tubes, amorphous plastic pillars behind which multi-colored flu- 
orescent tubes rotate to bathe rooms in waves of red, green, and blue light. In 
1946, America’s 400,000 jukeboxes swallowed more than $1.5 million in nickels 
weekly; Wurlitzer shipped more than 56,000 Model 1015s and during the decade 


George Martin of Melo-Tone, a jukebox 
vendor in Somerville, says that more than 
half of his 510 locations are vinyl. Like 
many, Martin bemoans the change to CD 
players, but he’s got his own reasons. At 
$4400, they cost nearly double the price of 
a vinyl jukebox. “After factoring the cost 
of a CD compared to a single — and hav- 
ing to replace four a month — CDs 
weren’t quite the pot of gold we hoped.” 

David Jackson, who owns Malden- 
based Action Jackson, Inc., commiserates 
with his competitor. “Vinyl machines 
were workhorses, but now a lot of materi- 
al isn’t released on 45.” Both operators 
complain of the red tape to acquire licens- 
es, the annual municipal fee — up to 
$150 in Boston, and royalty payments per 
machine to ASCAP and BMI. “We pay 
them $30,000 a year,” Martin spits. 

Excessive regulations confound vendors, 
but it’s the eccentricities of patrons that 
can plague bar and diner employees. The 
Rat’s CD jukebox gets programmed by 
Kenmore Square record shop Nuggets and 
features a lot of local releases, but David, 
one of the bartenders, suffers the whims of 
street traffic. “This one bum will come in 
with whatever he’s collected, buy one beer, 
play Madonna’s “Erotica” until his money 
runs out, and walk in a circle in front of 
the jukebox.” 

Reportedly the man who’s responsible 
for creating the record industry, Thomas 
Edison, loathed the great unwashed who 
crowded carnival sideshows to see his 
talking machine. But some sharpies knew 
a good thing. On November 23, 1889, 
Louis Glass installed the first coin-oper- 
ated phonograph in San Francisco’s 
Palais Royal Saloon. The machine cost a 
nickel a play and had four listening tubes. 
As more recorded music became avail- 
able, listening parlors were spawned. 
Pathé’s Salon du Phonographe in Paris 
provided a selection of 1500 cylinders; 
scores of customers listened to the turn- 
of-the-century hit parade by sticking 
tubes in their ears. Hello, Mr. Wax. 

In the early 20th century, the unampli- 
fied, tinny phonograph lost its allure and 
for a while had its clock cleaned by the 
player piano. Ear tubes couldn’t compete 
with half a ton of musical mayhem. How- 
ever, time and technology marched on. In 
1902, Emile Berliner built a machine that 
played flat discs. In 1924, two AT&T sci- 
entists electrified the phonograph; soon 
after, AMI engineers developed amplifica- 
tion — and the ’20s really started to roar. 
In 1926, Mills Novelty Co. unveiled its 
“Dance Master” and the first genuine 
jukebox started spinning. 

Of course, they weren’t called that back 


— TB 
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then. The most commonly accepted 
derivation of jukebox is that it comes from 
Southern barbecue stands and dance 
shacks, which were known as jooke joints. 
This was a little too black for Mssrs. See- 
burg, Wurlitzer, etc., who wanted a digni- 
fied product and not something slang for 
sex. Yet another theory traces “juke” back 
to 1374 and Chaucer’s “Troilus and 
Criseyde,” where the author uses the word 
“ijowken” meaning to sleep or rest. In the 
Appalachians, where remnants of Eliza- 
bethan English persisted, the word became 
jouke and bars became jouke joints. 

Whatever its linguistic heritage, juke- 
boxes helped preserve the music of Jelly 
Roll Morton, Louis Armstrong, Billie Holi- 
day, and King Oliver. Because they were 
black, radio refused to play these artists in 
their younger days, and small companies 
pressed their records. Since many of 
America’s 12 million blacks didn’t own 
phonographs during the Depression, jazz 
would either be heard live or on the juke- 
box. Often entertainers, from bluesman 
Mance Lipscomb to jumping jiver Louis 
Jordan, learned new song from juke boxes. 

By the late 1930s, white bands had co- 
opted jazz and Bing Crosby reigned as 
king of the jukeboxes. And each manufac- 
turer’s product line had developed a dis- 
tinct look. AMI built the “Singing Tow- 
er,” six feet tall with translucent plastic 
panels and jewel. The glittering “Pre- 
miere” from Rock-Ola (there was a Mr. 
Rockola before there was rock and roll) 
featured Dial-a-Tune; Seeburg’s “Sym- 
phonola Classic” became the first jukebox 
to light up. The industry’s biggest worry 
was slugs. This was the Golden Age, and 
Paul Fuller, Wurlitzer’s aesthetic vision- 
ary, gripped the jukebox business as no 
other individual before or since. He de- 
signed all Wurlitzer’s famed models be- 
tween 1938 and ’48, with their intricately 
carved wooded cabinets behind which po- 
larized-light acetate discs revolved to pro- 
vide a constantly changing show (see ac- 
companying story). 

When Japan conquered Burma during 
WW2, the supply of shellac, of which 78 
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rpm records were made, was halted. 
Record companies sought a ‘new material 
and a way to extend record-playing time. 
Within six months of each other, in 1949, 
Columbia and RCA released the 33-1/3 
and 45 rpm records respectively, both 
made of plastic. The 78’s death knell had 
sounded. Concurrently, Seeburg made a 
great leap forward by unveiling the first 
100-selection jukebox, more than triple 
other manufacturers’ capacity. The seven- 
inch 45 rpm record and Seeburg’s Model 
100A were a heavenly match. 

RCA offered jukebox operators who 
owned 78 rpm machines a free converter 
kit and an initial library of two dozen 45s. 
The jukebox’s Silver Age had begun. Mike 
Baute, the editor/publisher of Always 
Jukin’ Magazine, describes the change: “I 
like to call Paul Fuller’s 40s Wurlitzers 
‘Brothel Deco.’ Their lights, revolving col- 
or cylinders, and bubble tubes are remi- 
niscent of a whorehouse. The ’50s See- 
burgs had no particular designer, yet they 
are ‘Detroit Deco,’ copies of automobile 
styling with lots of chrome, glass, buttons, 
and horsepower.” 

The jukebox’s bloom began to fade in 
the ’60s, cresting, perhaps, when in 1965 
the country’s four jukebox manufacturers 
marketed instant discotheques with multi- 
channel floor-level speakers, table displays 
and napkin holders, phosphorescent wall 


panels displaying dancers and musicians, a | 


pre-fabricated hardwood floor, specially 
programmed records, banners, signs, and 
advertising copy. In 1985, a reorganized 
Seeburg unveiled the first CD jukebox, but 
that failed to save the industry’s Silver Age 
Champion. Deutsche Wurlitzer exports re- 
productions of Paul Fuller’s designs 
through upscale retailers. Rowe AMI is 
now the only US maker of jukeboxes, and 
its last vinyl box came off the line in 1991. 
Those found in bars and diners today 
are the last of their breed. But they’re a 
hardy lot that’ll keep spinning with a little 
help from grease, a screwdriver, and a 
wrench, And for only a dime or a quarter, 
these time machines will reconnect you to 
a rosier past. QO

ho’s Afraid of Virginia 

Woolf? hails from a 

time, not so long ago, 

when wives were ap- 

pendages. But Ed- 
ward Albee’s Martha, spewing epigram- 
matic vitriol while woggling her “mel- 
ons,” is less helping hand than Big Foot. 
In societal terms, the gorgon wife of Vir- 
ginia Woolf, though inhabiting 1960 in- 
stead of 1890, is like some slutty Hedda 
Gabler: a power tail trying to wag a dog 
that perversely refuses to run. 








She is also, however, a bit of a monster. 
And the casting of M*A*S*H icon Sally 
Kellerman — lean, slinky, and without the 
whiff of overbearing female sexuality that 
clearly offends Albee’s nostrils — takes 
some of the misogynistic edge off. The 
cocky Kellerman isn’t really right for 
Martha; she lacks the melons, and the 
closest she comes to anguish is melan- 
choly. But because you don’t work up 
such a head of steam over Albee’s equation 
of woman with monstrosity (yes, “slim- 
hipped” simp Honey is still a problem), 
you’re better able to appreciate the ex- 
hausting, corrosive grandeur of the play. A 
period piece to be sure, but still fearsome 
after all these years. 

It has doubtless been awful for Albee 
not to have written anything in the last 30 
years to rival this, his first full-length play 
and his Broadway debut.+His last, 
marginal success was 1975’s Seascape, 
which lasted on Broadway only 63 perfor- 
mances but won a Pulitzer Prize. This 
year, however, Off Off Broadway’s Signa- 
ture Theatre Company is dedicating its 
entire season to Albee, and the Cambridge

masterpiece has staying power 


Theatre Company has chosen to make 
Virginia Woolf, in this quite creditable 
showing, its first in-house production. 
Maybe the dour author will wrestle out a 
smile. 

Certainly Albee, who retains strict con- 
trol of productions of his plays, should be 
pleased with the faithfulness, and staying 
power, of this one. Under Larry Arrick’s 
direction, the three-act, three-hours-plus 
ritual of late-night swilling, game-playing, 
bitchery, ball-breaking, and exorcism still 
packs a wallop. The writing is so sharp 
that it’s no wonder the characters prick 
themselves, and one another, with it. (In a 
recent New York magazine piece about the 
Signature season, writer David Blum de- 
scribes the more recent Marriage Play as 
“vintage Albee — arcane language in 
which characters use words like 
deshabille, followed by brawling fistfights 
on the living-room floor.” And that’s a 
pretty terrific description of Virginia 
Woolf as well.) 

George and Martha, you will recall, are 
not the parents of our country. Rather, the 
middle-aged, ineffectual history prof and 
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his predatory spouse are the progenitors of 
a bouncing-baby-boy illusion, the murder 
of whom forms the final “game” in the 
play’s long night of merriments ranging 
from “Humiliate the Host” and “Hump 
the Hostess” to “Get the Guests,” the 
guests being young-and-hunky biology 
prof Nick and his giggly nonentity of a 
wife, called Honey. The party begins at 2 
a.m. (following a soirée chez Martha’s fa- 
ther, who happens to be president of the 
university in which George is “bogged” 
and Nick is up-and-coming) and goes 
downhill, like a barrel riding a river of al- 
cohol, from there. 

George and Martha, of course, have 
been negotiating these particular rapids for 
a while; Nick and Honey will be lucky to 
find their sea legs. But, hey, the play’s not 
about the younger couple — they’re just 
spectators at what turns out to be an audi- 
ence-participation blood sport. And, oh 
yes, Nick’s the threat of a future that in- 
cludes genetic engineering, whereas 
George, who’s identified with his depart- 
ment, is history. Symbolism aside, the 
meat of Virginia Woolf is the complex, 
cannibalistic alliance of those eloquent 
dragons George and Martha, whose ship- 
wreck of a marriage is so sunk in old dis- 
appointments that only virtuosic games- 
manship keeps it from going under. In the 
terrifying end, though, the two, having 
straddled everything and everyone else, 
must bed down with the truth. 

It’s in the terrifying end that the very 
good CTC production falters. David Ack- 
royd is an excellent George, bullet-biting 
and besweatered, with zinger timing and a 
boyish devilishness that belies his entomb- 
ment in his own mind. And when Keller- 
man’s Martha really gets him, sinking her 
teeth into his secret parts, the intensity of 
his pain, sweeping almost like derange- 
ment across Ackroyd’s features, is fright- 
ening. Kellerman, on the other hand, is 
fine on the attack; her Martha is less bray- 
ing than swaggering and scathing, at once 
sinuous and mannish in her cocktail paja- 
mas. But when it comes to the emotionally 
demanding and lyrical third act, when 
Martha gets her saving crutch kicked out 
from under her and falls hard, Kellerman 
doesn’t. She seems to lack the ability, or | 
willingness, to put herself through that 
painful wringer. And without Martha’s 
visceral reaction to George’s KO, the 
play’s coda seems little more than a 
recitation. 

David Andrew MacDonald is properly 
preppy and unctuous as Nick, flexing his 
youth, muscles, and PhD but showing vul- 
nerability when he realizes he’s out of his 
league in some sports. And Patricia Dun- 
nock, tittering and teetering, is Honey to a 
borderline-hysteric “T.” The wood-pan- 
eled, book-and-bottle-strewn set by Mau- 
reen Fish and Margo Zdravkovic is both 
lovely and worn-looking (though architec- 
turally bewildering, with people regularly 
making upstairs exits followed by down- 
stairs returns). As for the drafty, seedy old 
Hasty Pudding Theatre, this may be the 
first production of Who’s Afraid of Virginia 
Woolf? at which the audience, rather than 
Martha, enters puffing, in emulation of 
Bette Davis, “What a dump!” Q 





No Will power

ver Theater artistic director 
Charles Boyle is an Oxfor- 
dian — that is, he believes 
that the 17th Earl of Ox- 
ford, Edward de Vere, not 


the hired stooge from Stratford, was 
William Shakespeare. In which light 
Twelfth Night’s subtitle takes on a whole 
new meaning; it’s not so much What You 
Will as Which Will You Will. The pur- 
pose behind Boyle’s new company is to 
see the plays through the eyes of their 
supposed aristocratic author, to show 
what happens when you fiddle with the 
name under the title. As evinced by the 
rookie production of the Ever (an ana- 
gram for Vere) Theater, not much 
changes — dull is dull, no matter what 
brand of Bardology you favor. 

There isn’t space here to go into the 
merits (or demerits) of the Oxfordian 
case, but Boyle’s amateurish production 
and the pamphlets he hands out in the 
lobby offer counteracting ideas as to 
what’s at stake. On the one hand, 
Twelfth Night doesn’t change perceptibly 
as a result of the director’s conviction. 


On the other, the Oxfordians claim that 
the hunt for Shakespeare’s true identity 
(which they compare to the search for 
the historic Jesus and the Holy Grail) 
will change the face of Western civiliza- 
tion. The myth of Shakespeare as the 
common man will be supplanted by the 
revelation of Shakespeare as an aristo. 
“The political reverberations of such a 
revelation,” writes Boyle in his broadside 
Leslie Howard and the Seventeenth Earl 
of Oxford, “would be hard to underesti- 
mate.” 

Tellingly, the Oxfordians’ vision of 
shaking “the collective unconscious of the 
Western world” becomes more myopic 
when it comes to the details. The late Ox- 
fordian guru Charlton Ogburn spends 
most of his pamphlet (boiled down from 
his weighty tome The Mysterious William 
Shakespeare: the Myth and the Reality) 
finding evidence of Oxford’s life in al- 
most every line of Shakespeare’s verse. 
This kind of tautological nit-picking also 
characterizes the Oxfordians’ claim that 
de Vere was an intimate of the Eliza- 
bethan court, so the plays must be a re- 
flection of the politics and gossip in Eng- 
land’s highest circles. 

With great enthusiasm, Boyle assures 
us that “even a play like Othello could be 
seen as political allegory, the insanely 
jealous Moor standing for Spain and 
Desdemona the Protestant Low Lands 
underfoot.” (I can hardly wait for that 


concept production.) Ironically, what 
both orthodox academics and the Oxfor- 
dians have in common is an obsession 
with footnotes and careerism. Neither 
group seems to be doing all that much to 
keep Shakespeare the sublimely imagina- 
tive the’ ater artist alive. 

Which bring us to Boyle’s Oxfordian 
Twelfth Night. If the director is thumping 
for de Vere in the production, I didn’t see 
it. Neither could I see the reason for cast- 
ing women as Malvolio and Sebastian. In 
the interest of Elizabethan verisimilitude, 
Boyle includes a recorder ensemble, but 
they play “Greensleeves” so often you 
turn green. Except for Sharon Cinnamon | 
as an understated Maria and Patrick En- 
glish as a booming Toby Belch, the pro- 
duction is poorly spoken and acted, 
turgidly directed, half-heartedly cos- | 
tumed, and paced so slowly it passes by | 
like Twelve Hours rather than Twelfth 
Night. 

The bottom line is that it doesn’t mat- | 
ter who you think the Bard was if you | 
don’t have the cast and the imagination 
to make the play a pleasure. This staging | 
is so misbegotten that at its debut (in 
connection with a recent national confer- 
ence of the Shakespeare Oxford Society) | 
its Feste forgot some of the words to 
“Hey Ho, the Wind and the Rain.” The 
Earl of Oxford, not the nicest of fellows, 
would probably have had his thumbs 
screwed off for that. Q

Double Edge’s Jewish mysticism 
verges on the mystifying

Ilston’s Double Edge The- 
atre has built a consider- 
able reputation, based on 
its Holocaust-inspired 
ong of Absence, for mysti- 
cal theater. But its new piece, Song of 
Songs (the second part of a projected trilo- 
gy), struck this viewer as mystifying. Ap- 
parently an interlaying of the biblical Song 
of Solomon and the occult Jewish theoso- 
phy of the cabala, the theater piece is billed 
as “a story of divine and human love and 
faith.” Indeed, its strongest ritualistic im- 
ages portray coupling — whether literal, 
as between bride and bridegroom, or 
metaphoric, as between Adonai and Israel, 
as a covenant both dangerous and holy. 
But a great deal of this work, however rig- 
orously and reverently performed, was — 
to jumble ethnic incomprehensibilities — 
Greek to me. 

Whatever you do, don’t read the pro- 
gram notes, which are more intimidating 
and mysterious than the piece itself. Al- 
though culled over a period of five years 
from the personal journeys of the compa- 
ny, their research into the “living culture” 
of various Eastern European outposts, and 
their readings both poetic and arcane, it 
has moments of dreamy simplicity. Who 
wants, for example, to connect the dots 
between Rainer Maria Rilke’s “Abelone’s 
Song” and Ecclesiastes when you can in- 
stead watch Felicia Shpall’s white-swathed 
Shulamit (the beloved invoked in the Song 
of Solomon) dance down a long ramp 
putting out a parade of shimmering can- 
dles with her feet? 

Now I do not want to sound like the 
John Simon of 20 years ago, pissing 
snippily on Grotowski. (In fact, Double 
Edge has been influenced by acolytes of 
the Polish director, whose work was as 
steeped in Catholicism as the American 
troupe’s is in Jewish mysticism.) But the 






danger I see at the heart of Song of 
Songs is that the director and performers 
have traveled so deep into their personal 
experience of the work that’s it’s hard for 
them to whack their way out of the mys- 
tical shrubbery with an accessible perfor- 
mance. Hell, Double Edge — which has 
recently been the recipient of significant 
grants, from the National Endowment 
for the Arts as well as from the Trust for 
Mutual Understanding and the Interna- 
tional Theater Institute — doesn’t even 
call itself a theater anymore. It has be- 
come a “center for the development of 
living culture.” 

The Double Edge troupe, a throwback 
to the questing, monastic theater com- 
munes of yore, are extraordinarily intense 
in both their explorations and their physi- 
cality. I can’t remember seeing as densely

layered an amalgam of image, legend, tes- 
timony, dance, and music as Song of 
Songs — which means to question “the 
longings, hopes, fears, and dreams of hu- 
mankind” and ranges in its referencing 
from the dallyings of demon-mistress 
Lilith to the wanderings of the Sephardic 
Jews. (The Talmudic tale of Pardes also 
figures in there somewhere.) The aural 
design of the piece is remarkable, encom- 
passing among its disparate components 
Mozart, Marianne Faithfull, and the 
prayer-like compositions of the (aptly 
named) Solomon Rossi. Even when you 
have no idea what’s afoot, the haunting a 
cappella singing of the actors, juxtaposed 
with swells of taped orchestral music and 
the delicate tickling of an on-stage piano 
(not to mention, upon occasion, flute, 
dulcimer, and bells), makes a rich back- 
drop for your bewilderment. 

I did not see Song of Absence, but by 
most reports, that surrealistic evocation of 
the Holocaust and of the Eastern Euro- 
pean Jewish culture all but destroyed by it 
was terribly moving — if sometimes in- 
scrutable. Song of Songs is meant to be 
both a more “private” and a more affirma- 
tive work. Indeed, the piece ends with a 
jubilant, naked dance by the actor portray- 
ing the Wandering Jew, indicating, per- 
haps, the liberation inherent in a surrender 
to unconditional love and faith. 

There is, of course, a dark side, and 
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QUESTING: the troupe are extraordinarily intense in both their explorations and their physicality. 
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some of Song of Songs’ most arresting im- 
ages emerge from it like smoke — Lilith, 
in the form of Sheba, seducing Solomon 
with a writhing, percussive dance that is 
powerful but also bestial, or dragging his 
shrouded body toward a makeshift altar 
where she weighs it down with large rocks. 
(Inexplicably, rose petals fall on this living 
corpse, which starts to undulate mysteri- 
ously.) Woman, in the piece, is alternately 
portrayed as ethereal (Shulamit lifting her 
skirts) and haglike (Lilith beckoning 
through her mirror or flaunting a hoary 
tit). Similarly, the pomegranate-and-saf- 
fron-soaked lushness of the Song of 
Solomon is juxtaposed with the “masques” 
of the demon Samael (listed among the 
bridegrooms), who appears mesmerically 
dancing with a serpent or cryptically slink- 
ing to Faithfull’s “Boulevard of Broken 
Dreams.” 

The Double Edge staging, with its glim- 
mering bits of fire, overhead platforms and 
drawbridge, rope ladders and traps, bed 
canopy that shrinks and swells suggestive- 
ly, and props that fall from the ceiling, is 
roughhewn but ingenious — very much 
atune to Grotowski’s notion of a “poor 
theater.” The acting is physically sinuous, 
unabashedly intimate, and fiercely com- 
mitted. The piece, however, remains ob- 
scure — less a case of the Emperor having 
no clothes than of his being buried in 
them. OQ

Bubbe Meises; You're a 


Good Man, Charlie Brown

aurice Chevalier not- 
withstanding, most little 
girls find their destinies 
in roles more promising 
— thank heaven — 
than that of beribboned treasures for boule- 
vardiers. Indeed, up-and-coming women 
are the subject of two theatrical explo- 
rations with music that opened this week. 
In Bubbe Meises, Bubbe Stories (present- 
ed by the Jewish Theatre of New England 
at the Leventhal-Sidman Jewish Communi- 
ty Center through November 21), 





author/actress Ellen Gould digs into the 
heritage left her by her two grandmothers, 
the better to discover her own maternal 
yearnings. And in You’re a Good Man, 
Charlie Brown, the 26-year-old musical 
based on Peanuts (at the Charles Play- 
house, through January 2), the indomitable 
Lucy Van Pelt takes digs at the title charac- 
ter with such aplomb that you know the 
young victim of crabbiness found her des- 
tiny as the patron saint of PMS. 

At the JCC, where it’s landed following an 
Off Broadway stint last spring, Gould’s one- 
woman show, directed by Gloria Muzio and 
featuring original songs by Gould and Holly 
Gewandter, unfolds under two oversized 


portraits of Gould’s bubbes (that’s Yiddish 
for grandmothers), Gittel and Annie, whom 
Gould impersonates on stage. Gittel, sent to 
America by a father who disapproves of her 
socialist leanings, marries her cousin Alex, 
gives birth to Gould’s mother, and ripens 
into a philanthropist. (“A philanthropist is a 
socialist with money,” she claims.) Annie 
marries the stingy Nathan, ends up a 
farmer’s wife on a dairy farm in central 
Massachusetts (“A one-horse town — I am 
the one horse”), and becomes the mother 
of four boys, one of whom grows up to be 
Gould’s father. Between them, the bubbes 
possess not only sufficient bubbe meises — 
grandmother wisdom — but also two dif- 
ferent versions of a Yiddish folktale that 
will help Gould, single into her mid 30s, re- 
connect with the life force if only she can 
invent her own conclusion. 

Gould is an effervescently appealing per- 
former, and I’m inclined to favor her, espe- 
cially when she explicates the disconnected- 
ness of single life, noting that “even simple 
questions, like where do I go for a beer, be- 
come difficult.” She sets up a compelling 
tension between a generation that seeming- 
ly knew what it was doing and one that 
doesn’t have a clue by celebrating the com- 
monplace truth of such proverbs as “Don’t 
ever hand a knife to someone; you'll have 
an awful fight.” (Such bubbe meises as 
“It’s good luck to accidentally break a dish 
with your right arm,” on the other hand, 
contain mysteries perhaps better left ob- 
scure.) And certainly there’s comfort to be 
gleaned from the notion that you can write 
your own happy ending using a story you 
first heard from your forebears. 

What bothers me is that too many of 
Gould’s homespun lyrics are along the less 


colorful lines of “When you don’t know 
where you’re going, any road will take you 
there.” And I couldn’t help wishing that, 
between the handfuls of bubbe meises and 
songs exhorting us to “Take More out of 
Life (Than It Takes out of You),” the per- 
former had taken the time to explore why 
the life plan that worked for her grand- 
mothers doesn’t quite work for her. What 
is it about the world that’s so different that, 
whereas she is overwhelmed by choices, her 
grandmother had “at 20 made all the 
choices that would affect the rest of her 
life”? This is essential to know, particularly 
when the ending Gould writes to the folk- 
tale obscures the emotional negotiation that 
was necessary to get there. 

Over at the Charles Playhouse, Charles M. 
Schulz’s elementary-school existentialists (as 
brought to the stage by composer/librettist 
Clark Gesner) hold forth in a lively new pro- 
duction directed and choreographed to 
saucy effect by John Ruocco. Materializing a 
quarter-century after Gary (“Radar”) Burg- 
hoff impersonated the wishy-washy anti- 
hero Off Broadway, You’re a Good Man, 
Charlie Brown has neither aged badly nor 
improved with time — it just proffers the 
idea that “happiness is pizza with sausage.” 

For my money, however, happiness is 
the realization that Lucy alone saves the 
show from its goodnatured sentimentality. 
No mere counterpoint to the milquetoast 
Charlie Brown, Lucy (here portrayed by 
the unabashedly shrill Roberta Kastelic) is 
a life force to be reckoned with. In honor 
of ambitious little girls everywhere, I ap- 
plaud the monomaniacal spirit of a girl 
who not only looks her own crabbiness in 
the eye but decides to grow up and buy 
herself a “queendom.” Q

hony heartache and manu- 
facturéd angst (a la 
Michael Bolton and Billy 
Joel) are always plentiful 
in rock and roll, but the 
real thing is hard to come by. So savor the 
majestic misery of Gentlemen (Elektra), 
the Afghan Whigs’ flawless major-label de- 
but. It’s powered by raw-throated vocals, 
overdriven guitars, and muscular rhythms, 
but it’s got soulful depth you might not ex- 
pect from the latest Sub Pop graduates. As 
the band’s frontman, Greg Dulli, explained 
over the phone from a hotel in Houston, 








“We’re different because we’re from 
Cincinnati, not Seattle, and we never lis- 


| tened to heavy metal.” 


Gentlemen’s success hinges on Dulli’s 
confessions and the band’s explosive chem- 
istry. Produced by Dulli, it’s more polished 
than their previous efforts, featuring cello 


| and piano alongside wah-wah-drenched 


solos and brittle slide guitar; but it’s got 
plenty of rough edges, not the least of 
which are Dulli’s stark lyrics and openly 


| wounded vocals. Like Paul Westerberg cir- 
| ca Let it Be, he’s a dysfunctional personali- 
| ty with a gift for articulating his alienation 
| — a slacker with substance. He does for

zor-sharp, whiskey-and-downer-soaked in- 
sights on romance gone awry, then you’ve 
probably never been in love. 

On Gentlemen, Dulli makes his entrance 
casually, even a bit unwillingly. Opener “If 
I Were Going” is partially obscured by the 
sounds of a windstorm that gives way to a 

















hand-tapped drum beat, a torn & frayed 
three-chord riff, and Dulli raggedly whis- 
pering, “What should I tell her?/She’s go- 
ing to ask/If I ignore it, it gets uncomfort- 
able/She’ll want to argue about the past.” 
The “it” could be anything — another 
woman or man, a drug-habit relapse, a 
misspoken word or phrase. Whatever, “it” 
precipitates an emotional avalanche. His 
voice attacks each word, relishing the bitter 
sentiment of lines like “I waited for the 
joke but it never did arrive.” 

Gentlemen chronicles the disintegration 
of love in all its stages. There’s the self- 
loathing of “Be Sweet” (“Ladies let me tell 
you about myself/I got a dick for a brain 
and my brain is going to sell my ass to 
you”), the weepy, slide-guitar-steeped 
awakening of “When We Two Parted,” 
and the open hostility of “What Jail Is 
Like.” Even the woman’s point of view 
gets its due in a Dulli-penned tune that’s 
sung by Marcy Mays of Scrawl. She eases 
into the seductive role of a torch singer on 
an after-hours binge, sucking every last 
ounce of venom out of lines like “Slave I 
only use as a word to describe the special 
way I feel for you.” 

Drug abuse (“They shared a needle once 
or twice”) and mental anguish are constant 
themes, and Dulli pours so much passion 
into his delivery that it’s difficult to distin- 


guish between fact and fiction. The Afghan 
Whigs have always been dogged by stories 
of internal tensions and out-of-control be- 
havior; their 1990 show at the former All- 
ston club Bunratty’s (now Local 186) de- 
generated into an on-stage fist-fight. 

“I would say my songs are more bio- 
graphical than autobiographical,” Dulli of- 
fers. “I haven’t had it any worse than any- 
one else, and I certainly don’t go looking 
for melodrama. But anybody who’s had 
their heart broken has thought and felt 
things that they might not be able to artic- 
ulate. I listen to the stories people tell me, 
I carry them around in my head, I watch 
movies, and when it comes to songwriting 
time, those stories come out. 

“There’s a line in ‘Be Sweet’ that goes, 
‘She wants love and I still want to fuck,’ 
and that was said to me verbatim by a 
drunk friend of mine. I had it written all 
the way up to the word ‘stuck,’ and then 
that one line my friend had said just came 
to me. So in a way I’m channeling things 
that are already out there. There’s some of 
me in there, too, but there’s just no way I 
would wade through that much misery in 
my life.” Q

Nirvana comes to Fitchburg, 


and Kurt’s everyone’s pal

irvana proved themselves 
true rock royalty in their 
nearly two-hour set at 
Fitchburg’s Wallace Civic 
Center on November 12 
— a tight live band with a remarkably con- 


| sistent body of work, a delivery that’s punk- 


| raw and pop-sophisticated. They made it 


clear why they’re a cut above all the “alter- 


| native” acts that have been signed to the 


major labels in the wake of their success. 

Take, for example, Friday’s second act, 
the Breeders. (I missed openers Half 
Japanese.) Kim Deal’s melodies have 
wispy appeal, and the band are capable of 
tasty bursts of guitar noise, but more often 
than not their songs sound sketchy, unfin- 
ished. And, typical of their live shows, they 
performed them in fits and starts. It was 
only with their cover of “Happiness Is a 
Warm Gun” that they were able to develop 

even two-in-a-row song momentum. 
Nirvana entered the darkened stage sur- 
rounded by howling noise, opened with 
the angry stomp of Jn Utero’s “Radio 
Friendly Unit Shifter,” and never looked 
back. The howl followed them all the way 
through the song’s peaks and valleys, its 
verse-chorus flux of tension and release, 
like another chord. There was the affecting 
melody-and-pounce of “Drain You,” and 


then drummer David Grohl’s jackhammer 
intro to “Breed ” — Kurt Cobain spitting 
out the nihilistic assertions of the verse be- 
fore the surprisingly tuneful bridge and the 
explosive tag refrain: “She said! She said! 
She said!” That repeated two-beat line 
kept the massive mosh pit in the hockey 
arena hopping in a cheerful 

wave all the way back to the 

blue line. 

Was a better barracks ever 

designed for the likes of plat- 
inum-selling punk rock than the 
Wallace Civic Center — or, as 
an emblem at the back of the 
hall called it, the “Capt. Ken- 
neth W. Gaetz, Sr. Arena.” 
Hanging from the walls were 
banners like the gold-on-blue 
“Leominster High School Blue 
Devil Hockey Team: Coughlin 
Conference Champions 1991- 
1992.” Hey, it’s the Friday- 
night dance down at the hockey 
rink. Just so happens the best 
punk band in the world are 
playing. And mostly, from the 
looks of it, to a local crowd. 

So what if the acoustics were 
a little off? (At the blue line, 
during the Breeders’ set, you 
could get some drum echo off 


the back wall — as a friend put COAXING GR HOWLING, Kurt Cobain 


ing too slow.”) Would it have sounded any 
better at the Worcester Centrum, roughly 
four times the size of this 4200-capacity 
hockey rink? There was room to roam, to 
sit, to mosh, and no crushing hysteria. 

The band were as responsible as anyone 
for the crowd’s deportment. When bassist 
Krist Novoselic eyed a guy in the audience 
groping an unwilling female in the pit (dur- 
ing “Smells like Teen Spirit,” no less) he 
threw a between-song tantrum, challenging 
the guy to come forward. “We’ve hired 
goons,” Cobain added calmly. “And if we 
catch anyone groping girls’ breasts or 
pinching their asses, they’ll throw them out 

. . and then beat the shit out of them.” 

It was just another way in which Kurt, 
despite erratic public behavior since his as- 
cension, was for a night your best friend 
and mine. When the band played “About a 
Girl,” from their Sub-Pop debut, Bleach,

it, “like a second drummer play- even came across as a brilliant singer. 


he chided the audience for not owning it. 
“When AC/DC got big, people bought 
their back catalogue.” And even the mod- 
est venue couldn’t prevent the band from 
mocking their own hugeness. “Hello 
Fitchburg!” Or, “How many people here 
are from Boston!” There was even some 
Beavis-and-Butt-head chortling between 
Cobain and Novoselic. And Cobain’s plea, 
“Please don’t throw shoes.” 

None of this would have mattered if not 
for the songs and the way the band played 
them. The “She said!” burst of “Breed,” 
Nirvana’s consistent dramatic use of dy- 
namics — these are the hallmarks of real 
songs, full of detail, in which every part 
makes every other part sound good and the 
whole thing makes you move your butt. 

Mixing numbers from throughout their 
four-album career, the band erased distinc- 
tions between early and late, the “candy” of 
Nevermind versus the supposedly more 
abrasive Bleach and In Utero. “About a 
Girl” was as poppy and infectious as any- 
thing they’ve done. The latest single, 
“Heart-Shaped Box,” which can sound 
threadbare compared to “Lithium” or 
“Teen Spirit,” took on a new majesty with 
extra guitarist Pat Smear (of the Germs) 
adding his rich chording to the chorus. And 
Cobain came across as a brilliant singer, 
gently coaxing a melody against a guitar 
line one moment, howling like a banshee 
the next. When cellist Lori Goldston joined 
the band for numbers like “Dumb” and 
“All Apologies,” it only emphasized how 
good Cobain is with a melody. 

The encore featured an extended noise 
fest in which Cobain scored several hits on 
the disco ball over the stage with his gui- 
tar, or pieces of it. At one point, in a neat 
reversal of convention, he picked up a 
short stack of amplifiers, carried them to 
his still-humming guitar, and dumped 
them on top. With the electronic howls 
only just beginning to subside, he picked 
up his bottle of water, thanked the crowd 
for coming, and left.

hen the Nields throw a 
non-original song into 
their stage show, it’s 
likely to be a time- 
honored coffeehouse 
classic, the sort of thing a young folk trio 
might choose as a reference point. “Will 
the Circle Be Unbroken,” for instance. Or 
“Stephanie Says” by those well-known 
folkies, the Velvet Underground. Say 
what? 

“Sure, we’re a folk group, but to me the 
Beatles were one too,” says guitarist/song- 
writer Nerissa Nields, who formed the 
group two years ago with her sister, lead 
singer Katryna, and husband, guitarist 
David (who made things less complicated 
by changing his own name to Nields after 
their marriage). “I taught music at a day 
camp for four years, and I think anything 
that kids sing around a campfire is folk 
music. Nowadays that’s probably equal 
amounts of ‘Puff the Magic Dragon,’ ‘Pin- 
ball Wizard,’ and ‘All Along the Watch- 
tower.’ The kids can’t tell it apart.” Based 
in Windsor, Connecticut, and lately get- 
ting national attention, the group make a 
rare Boston-area appearance at Friday’s 
“Festival of Women in Folk Rock” at the 
Somerville Theatre. 

True, there’s nothing really new about 
folksingers covering rock songs; it’s be- 
come a time-honored way to raise eye- 
brows and show that you’re hip. But 
there’s a smaller list of folk-based artists 
whom the alternative-rock crowd has tak- 
en under its wing, which tends to include 
the more interesting and idiosyncratic 
ones. And the Nields seem likely to join 
that group. 

To take care of the obvious compar- 
isons, they don’t sound like the Indigo 
Girls (who have different melodic leanings 
and more overt politics) or the Story (who 
have a smoother pop flavor, more literary 
references, and wildly different hairstyles). 
Better comparisons might be to the 
Roches or to Lazy Susan, the terrific 
folk/pop/country band who were a local 
favorite a few years back. 

Like those groups, the Nields make a 
virtue out of the slight dissonances in 
their harmonies; the sisters’ vocals have 
an Appalachian flavor that’s all the more 
attractive for its rough edges. They also 
have enough high-quality songs to make 
the question of what kind of music 
they’re playing irrelevant. (The new CD, 
Live at the Iron Horse Music Hall, was 
recorded at that Northampton venue and 
is strictly acoustic, but this weekend

bassist will be added. They’re also look- 
ing for a drummer.) 

Nerissa’s songs (with occasional contri- 
butions by David) tend to focus on diffi- 
cult relationships, and there’s enough 
emotional depth, plus a general lack of 
whining, to avoid the over-sensitivity trap. 
“The relationships I write about aren’t 
necessarily romantic ones. I tend to take 
things from my own life and fictionalize 
them. If I’m writing about a relationship, | 
try to use that structure to discuss some 
other things. I think I write a lot about los- 
ing one’s identity. And as we get further 
and further into the music business, I can 
see that becoming more of a big issue.” 

Nevertheless, the group are pushing 
ahead. They recently toured nationally 
(getting their guitars swiped outside a Los 
Angeles gig) and played the New Music 
Seminar; now they’re considering giving 
up their day jobs. If that happens, things 
will probably get duller at the Loomis 
Chaffee prep school in Windsor, where all 
three Nields are presently employed 
(David teaches theater, Nerissa teaches 
writing, Katryna’s a sports coach). 

“I guess the kids do look up to us,” 
Nerissa says. “We dress in black leather 
and cowboy boots, that kind of thing. The 
kids who don’t know us are in awe of us, 
but the ones that do think we’re just nor- 
mal people.”

CLAMBAKE CD. This is what’s good 
about Hypnotic Clambake: they’ve ar- 
guably mastered more musical styles than 
any other band in town, and they combine 
them in some engaging ways. On their 
new CD, Gondola to Heaven (their sec- 
ond, on their own label), klezmer mutates 
into zydeco into Arabic riffs into square- 
dance jumps — then they pull a left turn 
by throwing in some straight pop, rocka- 
billy, or thrash metal (and they’re not just 
dabbling in the latter style: one of leader/ 
accordionist Maury Rosenberg’s previous 
bands was Psychotec, who turned into 
Think Tree). There’s also a lyricism at 
work here. At their best, Clambake’s free- 
wheeling approach brings memories of 
Frank Zappa’s friendlier, less out-there 
moments. 

This is what’s bad about Hypnotic 
Clambake: like a few other bands who can 
play a diversity of ethnic musics, they feel 
obliged to leaven it all with goofy/hippie 
humor and risk turning the whole thing 
into an exercise in cuteness. (David Lind- 
ley apparently started that trend; Bela 
Fleck & the Flecktones are currently the 
worst offenders.) Rosenberg’s lead vocals 
are intentionally (I hope) nerdy: lyrics like 
“Trucking and shucking littlenecks and 
cherrystones/For dessert I’m going to roll

me a nice juicy bone” don’t sound too 
clever unless you’ve been doing the same. 
And just because nobody ever wrote a pol- 
ka from a turkey’s point of view (complete 
with gobbles) — well, that doesn’t mean 
anybody had to. 

To these ears, the plusses on the CD 
narrowly outweigh the minuses, though 
it’s too bad that only one of the 14 tracks 
is an instrumental. (To be fair, there are 
moments when Rosenberg’s humor tran- 
scends hippiedom and approaches the wry 
wit of another role-model band, Camper 
Van Beethoven.) You will hear a lot of cre- 
ative playing if you can get past the jokes, 
though the band feel that both are essen- 
tial to what they do. “I hope I can quote 
Liberace and say that I want to laugh all 
the way to the bank,” Rosenberg points 
out. “I like to have fun, but it’s important 
not to hide the musicality behind that, 
even though we do dabble with the lighter 
sides of life. I mean, it’s hard to be too 
dark with an accordion.”

NIRVANA SIGHTING. Yes, it’s true, 
Nirvana were at the Paradise last week, 
but only in the audience, where they ap- 
parently stopped by to catch the Buzz- 
cocks between playing Springfield and 
Fitchburg gigs. I spotted Krist Novoselic 
lounging by the staircase at right; other 
sources claim to have seen the Kurtmeister 
by the backstage entrance. 

In any case, I hope Nirvana were paying 
attention, because the Buzzcocks turned in 
one of the more exhilarating sets I’ve 
caught all year. Blowing away any con- 
cerns about comebacks or punk nostalgia, 
they simply played 90 minutes of great 
songs at full velocity and didn’t feel 
obliged just to bring back memories. Most 
of the set came from the new Trade Test 
Transmissions album, where tunes like 
Pete Shelley’s “Innocent” and Steve Dig- 
gle’s “When Love Turns Around” sounded 
like hit singles waiting to happen. The new 
rhythm section was well up to standard, 
and they still played most of the best- 
known oldies. Universal sentiments like 
“Boredom,” “Ever Fallen in Love (With 
Someone You Shouldn’t’ve?),” and “I 
Don’t Know What To Do with My Life” 
(all transformed as ever into unlikely cele- 
brations) hardly seemed outdated. A 
spokesman for the Buzzcocks later said 
that Nirvana had inquired about the 
band’s availability for opening gigs.

SINGLE OF THE WEEK. More local 
bands ought to take a hint from pop-nois- 
ers Dreams Made Flesh. If you don’t have 
enough strong material for an album yet, 
release your best stuff in a series of well- 
packaged, creatively themed 45s. Follow- 
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ing last spring’s “Great Men” concept sin- | 


gle (with its Philip K. Dick tribute and its 
Jerry Garcia anti-tribute) comes the new 
“Renegade Debutante” (on their own In- 
terplanetary label), pairing two songs 
from the title character’s point of view. 
Throwing things off-center is the fact that 
the title track is sung by the band’s male 
singer, guitarist MG, and delivered in the 
loud-guitar-plus-melody format that the 
band keep getting better at.

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JAZZ COMBINATIONS: 
FOUR PLAY 


One of the many pleasures of follow- 
ing jazz is watching musicians shuffle 
themselves into new combinations 
and hearing what each grouping 
brings out. Sometimes the meetings 
seem inevitable, as when pianist Dave 
Burrell and saxophonist Odean Pope 
performed downstairs at the Middle 
East a week ago Wednesday. Some- 
times the more unexpected the pair- 
ing, the more satisfying the success, 
as demonstrated by pianist Donal 
Fox and saxophonist David Murray 
at Harvard’s Holmes Hall last Satur- 
day. 

Philadelphians Burrell and Pope 
are known primarily for their work 
with others, though each has his own 
substantial recordings. Burrell has 
backed saxophonist Archie Shepp 
and David Murray; Pope has been a 
member of the Max Roach Quartet. 
Burrell’s solo recordings, especially 
1979’s Windward Passages (hat Hut) 
and 1991’s The Jelly Roll Joys 
(Gazell), are overlooked gems featur- 
ing his delicate touch and ingenious 
ragtime-to-free approach. Pope’s 
own work is similarly individualistic, 
from his cathartic funk/free-jazz/ 
hard-bop trio to the Saxophone 
Choir, who are best heard on the im- 
pressive The Ponderer (Soul Note). 

At the Middle East, Burrell and 
Pope shared the stage with bassist 
Ron Miller in a relaxed first set of 
originals that brought out seldom- 
heard sides of their playing. On “The 
Box,” Pope reshaped his complex 
harmonic explorations to fit Burrell’s 
stride. Opera lover Burrell’s romantic 
inclinations brought out Pope’s ten- 
der, sensual side, which rarely sur- 
faces in the unsentimental intellectu- 
alism of Roach’s music. Although 
Burrell often remained unassumingly 
lyrical — his stride playing has a neat 
organic quality that’s deceptively sim- 
ple — he rhapsodized on Pope’s 
gospel-tinged ballad “Spiritual Be- 
ing” and hammered and pecked at 
the keyboard on “The Ponderer.” 
Unfortunately, the trio lost steam on 
tentative readings later in the set. 

Despite their living in the same 
city, their mutual interest in all kinds 
of music, and their mature individu- 
alism, Pope and Burrell had never 
performed together in public before. 
It’s a pairing that should take place 
often. 

Fox and Murray converged from 
more distant arenas. Boston-area 
resident Fox, a conservatory- 
trained composer and pianist in- 
terested in jazz, has recorded 
Boston Duets (Music and Arts) 
with Oliver Lake; he’s also per- 
formed with John Stubblefield 
and Murray. The week before 
this concert, he appeared with 
poet (and Miles Davis autobi- 
ography co-author) Quincy 
Troupe. Murray, of course, 
has pretty much defined jazz 
saxophone in the past 
decade. 

In their second appearance 
together, Fox and Murray 
built on the creative tensions 
between the pianist’s classi- 
cally informed approach and 
the saxophonist’s jazz back- 
ground. Fox’s improvisations 
have much in common with 
jazz, but he doesn’t really swing, 
despite his rhythmic, energetic style. 
He understands the piano’s orches- 
tral and coloristic potential, and his 
responsive accompaniment has a

Murray, in excellent form all night, 


| took the lead most of the time while 


Fox set the tone with atmospheric in-

| ted, sympathetic support. From his 
| breathy, subdued entrance on “Ugly 


Beauty” to the multiphonics, roaring 
torrents of notes, and piercing 


shrieks on Fox’s “Bottleneck Blues,” 
Murray commanded the full range of 
both his tenor sax and his bass clar- 
inet in an impressive display of tech- 
nique at the service of heightened 


emotion and thought.

RAHSAAN ROLAND KIRK: 
AGELESS VISIONARY 


Rahsaan Roland Kirk was a freaked 
troubadour who could play — really 
play, not just honk and squeal — 
three saxophones and, allegedly, a 
nose flute and kazoo at the same 
time. His two-CD compilation Does 
Your House Have Lions (Rhino/At- 
lantic) is the latest installment in Rhi- 
no’s reissue series documenting dis- 
tinctive jazz icons — including John 
Coltrane and Ornette Coleman. Un- 
like those two, Kirk (who died in 
1977, at age 41, of a stroke) wasn’t a 
trendsetter who turned jazz on its 
ass, but he had a unique ability to 
fuse elements of “classic” jazz, the 
avant-garde, pop, and funk into one 
penetrating vision that has earned 
him a place in the pantheon. 

Kirk’s obsession with form wasn’t 
in the “free” vein; he stayed within 
the basic boundaries of structure and 
melody, but the melodies he used 
and the sounds he organized were 
drawn from wells of dis- 
parate — though deeply 
connected — sources 
and ideas. His work 
foreshadowed John 
Zorn’s quirky Cath- 
olic mix-and- 
match composi- 
tions by a good 
decade. 

When con- 
vention dictated 
long swooping 
sax lines or 
light flute play- 
ing, Kirk would 
heave and grunt 
percussively, 
pulling your at- 
tention back into 
focus through 
sheer contrast. 
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IN THE 
PANTHEON: 
Rahsaan Roland 
Kirk fused 
elements of 
“classic” jazz, 
the avant-garde, 
pop, and funk 
into one 
penetrating 
vision. 
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(His flute playing makes Jethro Tull’s 
Ian Anderson — who, as Lester 
Bangs pointed out, took more than a 
little from Kirk — sound ridiculously 
overblown.) On the awe-inspiring 
“Volunteered Slavery,” he starts with 
raw blues and boisterous vocal shouts 
and whips through sax lines that mu- 
tate from straight blue notes to major 
melody, finally turning into the hook 
that ends “Hey Jude.” 

Kirk recognized the transcendent 
qualities in any and all genres, and he 
had a talent for pinpointing the mo- 
ment when sentiment and intellect 
career in opposite directions. He 
worked the past and present into an 
epic whole. It’s not the epic quality of 
ringing, open chords and melodies 
that makes his music soar (though 
he’s got them, too, as on “Black- 
nuss,” where he pushes gospel and 
“So What” modality into a Pharoah 
Sanders—type jazz hymn) — it’s the 
huge span of time going on in the 
sounds and textures of his music. 

The out-of-body trance-type rap- 
ture that runs through the best and 
most distinctive moments of funk 
and gospel is what Kirk was always 
reaching for. It’s what makes an in- 
tensive listening session with him feel 
as if you’d just spent a couple hours 
in a surrealist Baptist church, bom- 
barded with ecstatic shouting, chant- 
ing, sloganeering, sermons. In that 
sense, he was like Coltrane circa 
“Om,” trying to get his fingers on a 
cosmological pulse, but, as opposed 
to “Om,” still tethered to terra firma. 
Both Coltrane and Kirk counted less 
on virtuosity (which both had in ex- 
cess) than on reveling in sounds; 
Kirk’s insistence on staying in the 
material world may have been the 
only thing dividing them. 

At times — for example, when 
Kirk quotes “Africa/Brass” and “A 
Love Supreme” on the Dionne War- 
wick hit “I Say a Little Prayer” — 

the fusions fall short. Rather than 

celebratory, they now sound sad, 
as if he were picking up the 
pieces of those who hit wilder 
heights. But no matter. After 
you’ve heard him fuse their tex- 
tures together, blues and jazz 
and their counterparts aren’t 
going to sound the same 
again. That he can change the 
, way we listen is reason enough 
for celebrating Roland Kirk 
and buying his work.

wenty years apart, Frank 

Sinatra and Elton John were 

undisputed champions of 

popular music. Now, having 

arrived at that point in their 
careers when they’re revered for their leg- 
endary pasts more than their current 
achievements, each has released an album of 
celebrity duets. That’s what friends are for. 

Over the past decade, Sinatra’s public 
image (lately, with the determined assis- 
tance of the Saturday Night Live crew) has 
slid from intense naughty-boy Rat Pack 
chief to boorish Reaganite who can’t re- 
member the words to tunes that were once 
his alone. Two splendid retrospective col- 
lections (The Reprise Collection and The 
Capitol Years, both from 1990) went a 
long way toward reviving Sinatra’s reputa- 
tion as our finest interpreter of songs. Last 
year’s family-produced mini-series at- 
tempted to wash off tabloid biographer 
Kitty Kelley’s mud. Yet there was still the 
sad feeling that with his concerts often 
ragged and his farewell recording being 
the bloated Quincy Jones—produced L.A. 
Is My Lady, Sinatra would be denied what 
he so richly deserved: to go out on top. 
Call,the Obituaries desk and get me 

rewrite. Sinatra’s first album of new 
| recordings in 10 years, Duets (Capitol), is 
| a commercial and artistic triumph. It’s his 
| first recording to ship platinum and in 
| some ways the first in which he’s con- 
| quered the dilemma that has bedeviled him 
| since the rock era began: how to acknowl- 
edge the new generation while remaining 
| Chairman of the Board?

In the past, Sinatra’s solution has been 
to try to adapt his style to post-Beatles col- 
laborators or writers. It’s worked about as 
well as Frank replacing his tux with fringe 
jackets and tie-dye bell-bottoms. That his 
last hit was 1980’s Broadway-style show- 
stopper “Theme from New York, New 
York” should have indicated that Sinatra 
and Springsteen have nothing in common. 

Duets takes the opposite and only artis- 
tically sensible approach: make Sinatra 
and his classics the center and let everyone 
else bend to him. It takes a baker’s dozen 
of Sinatra classics and gives an array of 
artists from Barbra Streisand to Bono the 
opportunity to match themselves with him. 

That might not have worked, but with a 
couple of exceptions, Duets uses the origi- 
nal Nelson Riddle arrangements — no 
synthesizers or rap breaks, just a glory of 
punchy horns and transcendent strings. 
And Sinatra sounds as if he had been 
spending some time with the original 
recordings. His voice is suave, confident, 
and free from some of the messin’ around 
he has been employing in shows to cover 
up lapses of concentration, commitment, 
or range. His new reading of “One for My 
Baby (and One More for the Road)” — 
melancholy, rueful, and determined — 
could almost be an outtake from his 1958 
recording. That’s high praise. 

By showing such respect for the songs 
and the arrangements, Duets almost forces 
his guest stars to hew to Frank’s line. (Of 
course, it appears that Sinatra recorded all 
his parts quickly, singing live with the or- 
chestra, and then the tapes were distribut- 
ed to the other artists to sing against.) 
Gloria Estefan shows an unexpectedly flu- 
id crooning voice in “Come Rain or Come 
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Shine”; duet diva Natalie Cole is a mini 
Ella Fitzgerald in their playful romp 
through “They Can’t Take That Away 
from Me.” Frank and Tony Bennett tour 
“Theme from New York, New York,” tip- 
ping their hats to each other. 

What’s most surprising is that three 
powerhouse singers — Streisand, Aretha 
Franklin, and Liza Minnelli — all rein in 
their natural temptation to scorch the 
paint of the back of the hall, and as a re- 
sult their voices blend warmly with Sina- 
tra’s. The record’s most unlikely collabo- 
ration — Sinatra, arranger Riddle, Cole 
Porter, and Bono on “I’ve Got You Under 
My Skin” — uses the world-weariness of 
both singers to expose the song’s unex- 
pected dark side. The project’s single mis- 
step comes from including note-mangler 
Carly Simon, whose braying style is the 
antithesis of his smoothness. 

Where Sinatra’s Duets succeeds by 
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identifying what an artist does well and in- 
tegrating sympathetic performers, Elton 
John’s Duets (MCA) is a flat-out botch. 
One of the most successful and talented 
pop writers in history, John chooses to 
record only four of his own compositions 
for this 16-cut kidney stone — and one of 
them is a weak new collaboration with Lit- 
tle Richard. Overall song-quality score: 
two out of 10. 

And there’s no thought given as to how 
the duets should work to bring out the 
best in any of the vocalists — not to men- 
tion discover some synergy between them. 
I mean, Elton John and Leonard Cohen?!? 
Don Henley?!? Lugubrious, overpro- 
duced, and completely without personality, 
this Duets is an accomplishment of sorts: 
the only Elton John record without a lis- 
tenable track on it. Sinatra’s duets show 
he is once again a champ; Elton has pro- 
duced “Something Stupid.”

MODEST PLEASURES: this is an album that draws you in gently 
and holds on, blurring the line between spiritual and sensual. 


aura Nyro’s Walk the Dog & 
Light the Light (Columbia) is 
that ultimate of rarities: a 
pop/rock album that makes 
you want to grow up, raise 
kids, and move to the suburbs. When John 
Hiatt or Graham Parker or even John 
Lennon has written about that subject, it’s 


been with an audible sigh of relief; their 
homes were/are a place where life can fi- 
nally calm down. No such tranquility in 
Nyro’s abode. As presented here, it’s a 
house where passions run high, creativity 
is in the air, and the ghosts of Louise 
Nevelson and Billie Holiday hover in the 
wings. Not a bad place to hang out. 
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The long-delayed album is the latest 
chapter in one of pop’s odder careers. Af- 
ter writing a few hits and attracting a zeal- 
ous cult following in the early ’70s, Nyro 
took a flyer and started disappearing for 
years between albums. Her last studio disc 
(a lesser one, Mother’s Spiritual) appeared 
nearly a decade ago. Since then there’s 
been a live album and an occasional return 
to touring. A short album by CD-era stan- 
dards, Walk the Dog isn’t quite the major 
statement that fans would hope for after 
this time. Of its 10 tracks, two are covers, 
a third was already on the live album, and 
“To a Child” appeared in different ver- 
sions on both of her previous albums. The 
production, by Nyro and Steely Dan men- 
tor Gary Katz, is also a shade too careful. 
Only the title track, which trades the usual 
silky piano back-up for a wandering slide 
guitar and banjo, recalls the adventurous 
streak of her late-’70s albums Smile and 
Nested. 

The pleasures here are more modest 
ones; this is an album that draws you in 
gently and holds on. Nyro’s best work, 
since the days of “The Confession” and 
“Stoned Soul Picnic,” has combined a 
street-soul sensibility with a few layers of 
mystery. The line between spiritual and 
sensual matters gets blurred at every 
turn. So it makes sense that she’s framed 
this album with cover tunes, opening 
with an obscure Phil Spector nugget, 
“Oh Yeah Maybe Baby,” and closing with 
a medley of Curtis Mayfield’s “I’m So 
Proud” and the Shirelles’ “Dedicated to 
the One I Love.” In her hands they’re 
not cute oldies but expressions of rapture 
— of closeness to God, a lover, or both. 
And her voice, which has lost none of its 
flexibility since the old days, remains an 
ideal vehicle. 

Those covers set the tone for the album, 
and the soulful feel is enough to balance 
the more new-age lyrics. (On an animal- 
rights song, “Lite a Flame,” she suggests 
that “Prejudice for an animal . . . It’s like 
prejudice for the color of your skin/Preju- 
dice for a woman.” That’s not the most 
convincing argument in the world, but you 
won’t notice till the song’s over.) When 
she turns inward, she’s pretty fascinating. 
“The Descent of Luna Rose” is one of the 
first pop songs anyone’s written about 
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menstruation; of the others I can think of, 
Laurie Anderson’s “Beautiful Red Dress” 
is more socio-political and Squeeze’s “She 
Doesn’t Have To Shave” is done from the 
confused boyfriend’s point of view. Nyro’s 
tune boils down to more nitty-gritty con- 
cerns: “Tell me a joke,” she warns her 
partner, “and make sure that it’s funny.” 
That sense of humor turns up elsewhere 
on the album (“Louise’s House” begins 
with a spoken dedication to “the commu- 
nity of kick-ass woman artists”), usually 
when you’re least expecting it. 

So how does a songwriter hit on the 
idea of writing about her period? “If you 
look at the tradition of feminist poetry, 
that’s something that’s always been written | 
about,” she explains from her Connecticut 
home. “I do read a lot of poetry, always 
have, and it seemed a natural thing to 
write that song from a more humorous 
perspective. Popular music is much more 
limited than the concept of poetry, and 
I’ve tried to challenge that.” 

Ditto the pop tradition of releasing al- 
bums on a regular basis. “If you look at 
the lifeline of a painter, they’ll work their 
whole life and do a major exhibit only ev- 
ery five years or so. With this record, the 
singing part took me about five minutes; 
the actual music happened quickly and de- 
lightfully. On the other hand, the mixing 
part was a nightmare. You had three peo- 
ple — me, a producer, and an engineer — 
who all had different ideas of how it 
should sound. As I said to Gary Katz, 
‘Look, I ain’t no chick singer who just 
comes in and does the vocals.’ What I feel 
right now is peace of mind, and to me 
that’s better than being thrilled or excited.” 

Will the next record get made before an- 
other decade goes by? “You know, that’s a 
really good idea,” she laughs. “In my life, 
there’s always music simmering, okay? 
But sometimes it’s at a very low simmer, 
and right now it’s on the front burner. 

“To me it goes back to the world of the 
arts. In poetry and painting, we consider 
that our greatest teachers and masters 
started coming into their own during their 
50s and 60s. I’m coming in through that 
mentality.” So Nyro has taken her place 
outside the pop mainstream, but count her 
among the community of kick-ass woman 
artists. Q

Meat Loaf offers another 
big helping of operatic rock

couple months ago, as 
Meat Loaf was putting the 
finishing touches on his al- 
bum Bat out of Hell I: 
Back into Hell (MCA), I 


| asked him whether he was haunted by the 
| critical and commercial failure of his five al- 
| bums since the first Bat out of Hell in 1977, 
| his debut and sole hit. “No,” Meat assured 
| me. “That and two dollars will get me an 
| iced cappuccino. It doesn’t bother me. Suc- 


cess or failure is internal, not external. 

“Bat out of Hell II is a success right this 
second, bottom line, once it was finished. 
Wherever I go, I can put on the tape and 
go, ‘Wow! That’s great.’ If you paint a pic- 
ture, you want it to hang in the Tate, but if 


| it doesn’t make it to the Tate, you hang it 
| up wherever you can, wherever people will 


see it. We’re very proud of this. We would 


| like to share it with other people. So far, 
| it’s being received very well.” 





Today, Meat Loaf’s confidence has 
proved more than justified. On the 


| strength of its mega-single, “I Would Do 
| Anything for Love (But I Won’t Do 


That),” and its video, an 11-minute opus 
inspired by Cocteau’s Beauty and the 
Beast, Bat II has roared past Garth Brooks 
and Nirvana to the top of the charts, 
threatening to become as huge as Bat I as 
it introduces Meat’s titanic tenor to a new 
generation hungry for guilty car-radio 
pleasures. 

Sure, Bat I is the third-best-selling al- 
bum of all time (16 years after its release, 
it still sells a million copies a year), but 
who knew so many people would want a 


second helping of Meat Loaf? After all, 
Meat spent the ’80s releasing forgettable 
albums, not talking to Jim Steinman (the 
songwriter/producer of Bat I), and coach- 
ing his daughter’s softball team in subur- 
ban Connecticut. 

Still, his daughter, now 18, offers proof 
of his enduring popularity. “She hears Bat 
out of Hell every place she goes. All her 
friends come home from college and bring 
me about 40 Bat out of Hell CDs to sign. 
Every party she goes to, they play ‘Par- 
adise by the Dashboard Light.’ She says, ‘I 
never leave the house without you.’ ” 

The secret is his method-acting ap- 
proach to each song, says Meat, who be- 
gan his career as a Broadway actor, was 
memorable as Eddie in The Rocky Horror 
Picture Show, and had a cameo last year in 
Wayne’s World. “These songs are not 
lyric-motivated or melody-motivated. 
They’re not sung the way I perceive other 
people to sing, either to you or internally 
to themselves or by creating an audience. 
They’re character-motivated.” As an actor, 
Meat feels he’s better equipped to tap into 
universal feelings. “We’re all basically the 
same emotionally. When you hear our 
songs, these pieces no longer belong to me 
or Jim. They belong to you. That’s why 
Bat out of Hell is still a million-seller 
around the world.” 

It’s no wonder, then, that when Meat fi- 
nally reunited with Steinman, in 1990, it 
took more than two years to complete the 
record. “Jimmy doesn’t write a song. He 
writes a movie.” 

Steinman’s operatic, kitschy excess has 
always suited Meat Loaf’s larger-than-life 
lungs, though his production and his 
songwriting are more bloated than ever. 
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GETTING THE WHOLE LOAF: 


“These songs are not lyric- 


motivated or melody-motivated. They’re character motivated.” 


(The album’s 11 tracks clock in at 77 min- 
utes, or twice the length of Bat I.) Where 
the first at-Bat mined the legacy of Phil 
Spector’s three-minute girl-group sym- 
phonies, this one ventures onto arena-rock 
turf. Steinman piles on chorus after cho- 
rus, layer upon layer of guitars or vocals. 
The Wagnerian Bat I sounds subtle by 
comparison. 

Meat Loaf still sings with intensity, yet 
he says the characters are not meant to be 
taken any more seriously than the horny 
teens of “Paradise by the Dashboard 
Light.” He chose a beastly persona for “I 
Would Do Anything . . .” because “no one 
other than a beast would do anything for 
love. The character whom ‘Everything 
Louder Than Everything Else’ is based on 
is Ross Perot’s vice-presidential candidate, 
Admiral Stockdale. Remember in the de- 
bate when he said, ‘Who am I, and why 
am I here?’ That’s the first line of the sec- 


ond verse. When I first listened to the 
lyrics of ‘Life Is a Lemon (And I Want My 
Money Back),’ they made me laugh. 
‘There’s desperation in the air/It makes a 
stain on all your clothes/And no detergent 
gets it out.’ That’s The Honeymooners.” 

Still, there are dramatic, poignant mo- 
ments on Bat II, particularly the haunting 
centerpiece “Objects in the Rear View 
Mirror May Appear Closer Than They 
Are.” Explains Meat, “It’s hard, because 
that character is older than I am. He’s ex- 
amining his life. He’s dying. And there’s a 
father character that he’s singing to.” 

At 42, Meat Loaf figures he’s just hit- 
ting his stride. “I’ve given everything I 
have to this record, and I will continue to 
do that live. I grab hold of it, and I won’t 
let go.” QO

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The good, the bad, and the 
benefit and tribute albums 


by Brett Milano 


heme compilations — bene- 

fit albums or tributes — can 

sound great on paper but not 

necessarily on your Walk- 

man. Nonetheless, the prolif- 
eration of such releases, which seems to 
have kicked into high gear with the 1989 
AIDS benefit Red Hot + Blue, continues. 
Here’s a sampling of the latest. 

In the benefit category, you sometimes 
have to separate noble intentions from the 
music. Such is the case with Rykodisc’s 
Born To Choose, which amounts to a 
bunch of marginal numbers for a laudable 
cause — namely women’s reproductive 
rights, with the proceeds going to three 
organizations that support them. There’s a 
suitable mix of righteous anger and em- 
powerment in the booklet’s essays (by 
Ellen Willis among others), but it doesn’t 
carry over to the disc, which lumps togeth- 
er a bunch of artists with nothing in com- 
mon beyond a faint connection to “alter- 
native rock” (Tom Waits, Cowboy Junkies, 
and Soundgarden on the same album?); 
and the relative absence of female artists 
(only four out of 12 cuts) makes no sense 
at all. Major exception: the Mekons’ pow- 
erful title track, where singer Sally Timms 
posits the idea that the government’s pow- 
er over women’s bodies is an abortion in 
itself and the band get an ironic last laugh 
by throwing the mandolin riff from Rod 
Stewart’s “Maggie May” into the coda. 

Otherwise, we have a bunch of inferior 
outtakes, live versions, and covers, the best 
of which (Matthew Sweet doing the Beat- 
les’ “She Said She Said,” Sugar’s live 


“Running Out of Time,” and NRBQ’s 
“Don’t Talk About My Music”) are only 
marginally related to the album theme. I’d 
be the last to join the R.E.M. backlash, but 
they tend to save their sappiest numbers 
for benefit albums, and the new track 
“Photograph” shows the band, with Natal- 
ie Merchant joining in, at their most 
lightweight. 

In contrast, No Alternative (Arista) — 
the latest in the series of AIDS benefit al- 
bums that began with the Cole Porter cov- 
ers on Red Hot + Blue — brings together 
an equally diverse batch of bands to create 
a unified, often-powerful piece of work. 
Only a few songs relate directly to the 
cause, but nearly all of them — especially 
Matthew Sweet’s snarling “Superde- 
formed,” Barbara Manning’s “Joed Out,” 
and an unlisted Nirvana track whose cho- 
rus sounds awfully like “You’re in a laun- 
dry room” — confront the feelings 
aroused by the AIDS crisis: fear, anger, 
compassion. (Unfortunately, the bands 
doing pure-fun tracks — Beastie Boys, 
Soul Asylum covering “Sexual Healing,” 
and Pavement with a goofy R.E.M. tribute 
— come off sounding like jerks.) 

Of the more explicit songs, Bob Mould 
and Patti Smith both give effective remem- 
brances of lost friends, but American Mu- 
sic Club’s “All Your Jeans Were Too Tight” 
is the most moving. It’s a straight man’s el- 
egy for a gay friend, and Mark Eitzel’s spo- 
ken monologue at the end moves deftly 
from affectionate smiles to tears: “I can 
understand liking Barbra Streisand/But did 
you really need another earring?/And I 
hope you know I really loved you/We had 
a good time, didn’t we .. . ?” 

Tribute albums have earned a justifiably 
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bad reputation over the past few years, with 
too many rag-tag collections amounting to 
backhanded compliments. The recent Sweet 
Relief (a tribute/benefit for songwriter Vic- 
toria Williams) was perhaps the first consis- 
tent one, but two more have just arrived; 
and as it happens, Williams appears on 
both of them. Commemorativo (Rhino) 
and The World Is a Wonderful Place 
(Green Linnet) salute a pair of songwriters 
with rich veins of work to draw from — 
Gram Parsons and Richard Thompson, re- 
spectively; and they succeed because the 
performers involved represent Thompson’s 
roots and Parsons’s spiritual heirs. 

English folk music was initially a key el- 
ement in Thompson’s work, but it’s gotten 
less overt since he shifted his recording 
base to Los Angeles. His tribute returns 
the songs to their source by recruiting per- 
formers mainly from the English folk cir- 
cuit, stripping the rock elements away to 
reveal their lyrical core. Boston’s Men & 
Volts, probably here because of label con- 
nections, do a pretty good impression of 
an English folk-rock band; even the obli- 
gatory artsy restructuring of a tune

RICHARD THOMPSON: his tribute album returns the songs to 


(“Night Comes In,” featuring California 
avant-guitarist Henry Kaiser) comes off 
smoothly. The oddest triumph comes from 
ex-new-waver Tom Robinson, who covers 
the bleakest song in Thompson’s cata- 
logue, “End of the Rainbow,” changing its 
tone from morbid to pissed-off. (The real 
gloom comes out on the unlisted title 
track, a genuine Richard & Linda Thomp- 
son outtake from 1973, which the serious- 
ly depressed may want to skip.) 

Even better is the Parsons tribute, which 
is drawn mainly from the last major wave 
of non-metal Los Angeles artists 
(Williams, Steve Wynn, Carla Olson, Sid 
Griffin, Peter Holsapple & Susan Cowsill, 
plus out-of-towners Peter Buck, Bob 
Mould, and the Mekons) who’ve spent 
part of their careers invoking Parsons’s 
restless spirit. Everyone lands at a slightly 
different point on the country/rock curve 
(Wynn rocks the hardest), but they all re- 
late well to Parsons’s driving melancholy 
and mysticism. Commemorativo is a trib- 
ute that’s neither too reverent nor too 
clever — a labor of love that gets properly 
consummated. Q

mprovisers are caught in the present, 
imprisoned in time,” Elliott Carter 
told his rapt audience at a discussion 
preceding the Boston Musica Viva’s 
concert in honor of the composer’s 
| forthcoming 85th birthday. “They have to 
| resort to routine — just the opposite of 
| what they’re said to be. Only when com- 
| posers write things out are they really free 
| to do anything they want.” Carter’s recent 
work is as mathematically calculated as 
| ever, but it feels freer than ever, and more 
' and more like improvisation. 
| He also talked about listening to Bach 
cantatas at Emmanuel Church when he 
was a Harvard undergraduate as one 
source of his contrapuntal style. He talked 
about loving, and wanting to write more 
“advanced” music long before he made 
himself go through a tonal phase in the 
late ’40s (so his later, complex style was 
| really a return to earlier ideals). He remi- 
nisced about his youthful acquaintance 
with Charles Ives, about showing him a 
composition of his own and having Ives 
take him out into the woods and urge him 
to appreciate “nature.” 

He talked about going to the Metropoli- 
| tan Opera for the American premiere of 
Wozzeck and how much more excited he 
_ was about sitting next to George Gershwin 
| than he was about the music itself. He 
talked about preparing for a new orchestral 
| piece (commissioned by the Chicago Sym- 
| phony) by listening to all of Mahler’s sym- 
| phonies and “worrying” about them, though 
| finding “some impressive moments.” 

The concert afterward was a less unal- 


loyed pleasure, not because of Carter’s 
music but because Musica Viva’s splendid 
clarinettist, William Wrzesien, running for 
the T after the dress rehearsal, fell and 
fractured his jaw (the prognosis is good). 
Charles Neidich, a New York clarinet 
player who has performed a lot of Carter, 
arrived at the Tsai Performance Center at 
8 p.m. The concert began 40 minutes late 
and several works had to be scratched. A 
birthday cake with “Elliott” minus one of 
its t’s was served during the late and 
lengthy intermission. 

Neidich saved the evening in more ways 
than one. The single Boston premiere, a 
short but mercurial, rich, moving piece for 
solo clarinet called Gra (a tribute to Witold 
Lutoslawski — “Gra” is Polish for “play”), 
Neidich has just recorded for Bridge 
Records. His expressive, multi-faceted per- 
formance was probably the evening’s high 
point (one poignant “polynote” near the 
end nearly broke my heart). Carter made a 
remark about musicians who’ve learned to 
play his notes but still fail to convey what 
they mean. Neidich is not one of them. 

In another solo piece, Recitative and Im- 
provisation from Eight Pieces for Four Tim- 
pani (a work from 1950 that Carter revised 
in 1966), Dean Anderson produced an as- 
tounding tonal rainbow. The Recitative, 
with its steady heartbeat and. dark rum- 
bling, might be renamed “In Sleep, In 
Thunder” (the title of Carter’s Robert 
Lowell cycle); the Improvisation seemed a 
brilliant, non-stop fanfare. I’m not sure 
whether Renée Krimsier (flute) and Ronald 
Lowry (cello) exhausted the poetic possi- 
bilities of Enchanted Preludes (1988), but 
they at least captured its cool evanescence. 

Richard Pittman led a performance that 
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ELLIOTT CARTER: his reminiscences preceding Musica Viva’s 
concert in honor of his 35th birthday were an unalloyed pleasure. 


emphasized the lyrical expansiveness but 


played down the slapstick humor of 


Carter’s exuberant Triple Duo (1982), 
perhaps the work that inaugurates his full- 
bodied late period. Carter says that he 
conceives of each instrument as a charac- 
ter; Neidich was the only performer who 
took him at his word. 

The largest work on the program was A 


Mirror on Which To Dwell, Carter’s 1975 
setting of six mysterious Elizabeth Bishop 
poems (he calls the piece “considerations 
about nature, love, and isolation”) — 
three reticent, ambiguous love poems al- 
ternating with poems about art, nature, 
and politics. (In “View of the Capitol from 
the Library of Congress,” Bishop tries to 
hear the Air Force Band, but the music 
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seems to get caught in the trees; the poem, 
written in 1950, ends: “the gathered 
brasses want to go/boom-boom.”) 

Carter’s setting is mysteriously shim- 
mering and witty. Laura Ahlbeck (oboe) 
was a touching sandpiper, looking for 
“something, something, something” in the 
mist. The Bishop cycle needs a singer of 
exquisite lyric purity who also understands 
what the poems mean. The imaginative 
British soprano Jane Manning was at her 
best in pianissimo passages, where 
Pittman really restrained the ensemble 
(Carter insists in the score that the dynam- 
ics be adjusted around the vocal line, but 
Pittman didn’t always obey). Her voice 
sometimes wavered too tremulously or had 
to reach too high to convey the words 
clearly, and the poems really require a 


| more American diction. Musica Viva’s first 


go at this work, in 1977, with the radiant, 
articulate soprano Diana Hoagland, re- 
mains the best performance I’ve heard. 
Seeing Karol Bennett in the audience 
made me desperate to hear her do it. (A 
follow-up Carter evening at the New Eng- 
land Conservatory took place too late to 
review in this issue.)

Russell Sherman in Beethoven’s Emperor 
Concerto is one of the great things in mu- 
sic, and it sounded better than ever with 
the energetic and sympathetic support of 
Benjamin Zander and the Boston Philhar- 
monic. The hymn-like Adagio had a special 
warmth and tenderness (after a bit of 
roughness in the ensemble string playing of 
the first movement), and the Finale a danc- 
ing upbeat lilt. 1 was struck this time by the 
utter conviction in Sherman’s playing of 
the rows of unharmonized single notes — 
the way he transforms mere notes into 
phrases and phrases. into lines of thought. 
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LUCIANO PAVAROTTI: Cashing in on his talent is a big price 
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among three long opera overtures con- 
ducted by Leone Magiera and two endless 
numbers featuring pretty-boy flutist An- 
drea Griminelli (with his shock of pom- 
padour and leg thrust out, was he playing 
Carmen or playing Carmen?). 

There was inevitably something of a cir- 
cus atmosphere. Souvenir booklets, sweat- 
shirts, and popcorn were being hawked. 
Applause was frequent and often at the 
wrong moments. “I love you,” someone 
screamed between the opening phrases of 
“O Paradiso!” — which is perhaps what 
caused Pavarotti to lose his concentration 
and hit the sourest note I’ve ever heard 
him sing. An important high note in 
“Pourquoi me reveiller,” the soaring lyric 
aria from Massenet’s Werther, nearly 
cracked shortly after a phone started to 
ring during a hushed passage. 

The concert was presented by Las Vegas 
entrepreneur Tibor Rudas, and it was not 
long on artistic values. The amplification 
system gave us a reasonable facsimile of 
Pavarotti’s voice, but it was not as good as a 
recording, and it made the orchestra sound 
like an old 78rpm shellac. You could hardly 
tell which instrument you were hearing. 

Twelve summers ago, in a legendary 
Pops concert on the Esplanade (used as 
footage for his movie, Yes, Giorgio), 
Pavarotti demonstrated his skill at using a 
microphone. “Pourquoi me reveiller” was 
one of the most gorgeous stretches of 
tenor singing I’d ever heard. At his stadi- 
um events, amplification allows him to 
sing — even croon — more softly than he 
ever could in a concert hall. But it exag- 
gerates the dryness of an aging voice. And 
this time, it also allowed him to coast. 

Remembering the Esplanade, I was look- 
ing forward to hearing what else he’s 
learned to do with a microphone. The an-

for an artist to pay for making more money than he needs. 


And by the opie delicate high notes 
(I’m thinking of thé mysteriously chiming 
march-like theme in the first movement) 
that somehow avoid any trace of preciosity. 

Keeping to the military theme, Zander 
then chose a work he’s never played be- 
fore: Carl Nielsen’s Fourth Symphony (Jn- 
extinguishable), composed between 1914 
and 1916, his moving, powerful statement 
about the Great War. In the last of its four 
connected movements, two sets of tim- 
pani, from opposite sides of the stage, bat- 
tle it out, with everyone else caught in the 
middle. It’s an unsettling work, full of un- 
predictable off-balance phrases and odd 
mixtures of color (mainly dark, but also 
transparent). 

It’s also a work Zander and the Philhar- 
monic were born to play, because it thrives 
on their trademark ferocious attacks, guil- 
lotine-sharp transitions, and all-stops- 
pulled-out climaxes, as well on a kind of 
Mahleresque delicacy in the depiction of 
nature (twitterings, chirpings, and the 
sense of things growing). The folk-like 
second movement made me think of 
Robert Frost’s intimate close-up of nature 
in the midst of human conflict: “The battle 
rent a cobweb diamond-strung” (“Range- 
Finding,” also 1916). 

Both the Emperor and the Inextinguish- 
able have happy endings. Nielsen’s is per- 
haps the more willed, but the performance, 
its ambiguities intact, earned Zander’s 
hands-in-the-air expression of victory at 
the end.

swer is: very little. As always, he did the sec- 
ond verse of “O sole mio” pianissimo. But 
he sang everything pretty straightforwardly. 
There was as little real playing with the 
electronic medium as there was adventure 
in the selections or spontaneity in the inter- 
pretation. And though he was in relatively 
good voice, there was also something stingy 
about not only the program but the delivery. 
He rarely seemed all the way inside the mu- 
sic. And he just wasn’t putting out. 

Pavarotti, of course, has never been a 
vulgar singer, so at the center of this event 
was the natural gleam of his timbre (un- 
mistakable no matter how compromised 
by the amplification), his elegant phrasing, 
his stylistic authority. How could anyone 
who had never heard him in person not be 
thrilled by “Quando le sere al placido” 
(from Verdi’s Luisa Miller), “Vesti la giub- 
ba” (Pagliacci), or the two tenor arias 
from Tosca? I myself got a few chills dur- 
ing the seamless legato of “Donna non vidi 
mai” (an encore from Puccini’s Manon 
Lescaut — Pavarotti’s latest complete 
opera recording — which he dedicated “to 
all the beautiful women in the audience”). 
And I grooved to the irresistible rhythmic 
energy of the last encore, “Granada.” No 
“Nessun dorma,” though. 

Whereas some singers at the end of their 
careers deepen their artistry, Pavarotti now 
seems mainly to be cashing in on his — 
which is a big price for an artist to pay for 
making more money than he needs (he gets 
something in the six-figure bracket for each 
of his arena events). Some people will sure- 
ly remember this concert as one of their all- 
time life experiences, worth every penny of 
their $175 investment. My own priceless 
memories of Pavarotti, however, come from 
a time when he had more to give and was 
more generous with his gift. Q

Guitarists Brad Schoeppach and 
Kurt Rosenwinkel pass lines and 
chords back and forth from left 
channel to right while tenorist 
Joshua Redman scoots over the 
top. Each re-listening peals away 
another layer of comfy familiarity 
to reveal new details: the guitars 
finishing each other’s phrases on 
“Dizzy Atmosphere,” or climbing in 
unison with Redman on “Hot 
House,” or Rosenwinkel exploring 
the spaces in one of Schoep- 
pach’s hanging sustains on 
“Scrapple from the Apple.” And 
Redman lays down one of his 
most consistent performances on 
record — beautifully unified solos 
with varied textures, double-times, 
half-times, querulous asides. It’s a 
constant five-way conversation 
(the bassist is Stomu Takeishi) 
where no one gets crowded.

SHIFTER (This Way Up/Mer- 
cury). Led by junk-culture addicts 
Jeffrey (vocals/guitar) and Steven 
(bass/vocals) McDonald, LA's leg- 
endary Redd Kross have been 
recycling forgotten scraps of ’70s 
cheese rock since they were in 
high school, just over a decade 
ago. They’ve never been above 
dropping a few overt Partridge 
Family references. 

Phaseshifter finds them tossing 
off irresistible bubblegum metal 
riffs a la Cheap Trick on “Jimmy's 
Fantasy” and reveling in classic 
rock-god mythology on “Lady in 
the Front Row” and “Monolyth” 
with the same combination of 
casual harmonies and guitar grit 
that launched Teenage Fanclub’s 
bandwagon. Gere Fennelly adds 
psychedelic depth with organ and 
mellotron; Edward Kurdziel’s rip- 
ping guitar leads would make Rick 
Nielsen proud. The brothers 
McDonald weave new classics out 
of mismatched pop-cultural arti- 
facts. Check the campy Beatles/ 
Kinks jangle that serves as the 
perfect context for their lyrical ode 
to, of all things, a Japanese comic- 
book hero named “Saragon.”

(Atlantic). Collins's sixth solo 
album finds him deep in home-stu- 
dio mode, playing all the instru- 
ments himself.

But if you 
expected a return to Face Value’s 
experimentalism, you're wrong. 
The growing dominance in 
Collins’s repertoire of late-night, 
semi-soulful ballads is disturbing, 
and there are too many here — 
though he does them well. “Can't 
Turn Back the Years,” “Everyday,” 
and “I’ve Forgotten Everything” 


sport effortless melodies, ethereal 
voices, and that trademark bub- 
bling drum machine.

The trio are 
joined by Band keyboardist Garth 
Hudson and members of the Oslo 
Gospel Choir. 

Despite their combined singing 
and songwriting talent, things fail 
to heat up. “Blue Hotel” evokes 
‘70s pseudo-folk of the Fogelberg 
school; there’s also a handful of 
maudlin, if atmospheric, barroom 
ballads. “Sick and Tired” is a rela- 
tively lively slice of honky-tonk. Yet 
the most dynamic track turns out 
to be “Judgement Day,” an instru- 
mental rendering of a traditional 
Norwegian hymn.

* *& xx AFRICANDO (Sterns). 
The 17 players represent the 
cream of New York’s Afro-Cuban 
session musicians; the three lead 
singers hail from Senegal, recall- 
ing the decades of the ’50s, ’60s, 
and ’70s when West Africa was 
Cuba-mad. 

Africando is the brainchild of 
Senegalese producer Ibrahima 
Sylla and arranger Boncana 
Maiga, who left his native Mali dur- 
ing the 60s to spend years study- 
ing and working in Cuba. 

Don’t expect shades of Youssou 
N’Dour; this is salsa all the way. 
But the virile grow! of N’Dour’s old 
friend Pape Seck and the sweetly 
edgy tenor of Orchestra Baobab 
veteran Medoun Diallo will spell 
Senegal to the attuned ear; and 
when you stop recognizing 
Spanish words, you’re probably 
hearing Wolof. From the call-and- 
response horn-section exchanges 
on “Africando” to the sharp cross- 
rhythms of the paired-string tres on 
“Trovador,” the playing is so good 
it’s impossible to pick favorites. 
That a track like “Doley Mbolo” 
would break the Latin charts 
despite Wolof lyrics has raised 
eyebrows, but given the mastery 
and a rich sense of history in evi- 
dence here, it shouldn't.

**x%*x* Yo-Yo Ma, MADE IN 
AMERICA (Sony). This is proba- 
bly Yo-Yo Ma’s most important 
album. It’s a vivid demonstration of 
his commitment to both American 
and contemporary music. Leon 
Kirchner’s powerful and rhapsodic 
Triptych, one of his major recent 
pieces (a combination of two sep- 
arate works into a single three- 
movement piece that now lasts 20 
minutes), was composed for Ma 
and his old friend violinist Lynn 
Chang, and this recording pre- 
serves that impressive collabora- 
tion. The first movement, “For 
Cello Solo,” is one of Ma’s most 
deeply felt recorded perfor- 
mances, and the exquisite transi- 
tion from solo to duet is one of the 
great moments in contemporary 
chamber music. 

Ma has frequently performed 
and recorded with players and 
conductors who are not his artistic 
equals. This disc is an exception. 
Not only is there Chang but the 
equally adventurous pianist Jeffrey 
Kahane, playing Ma’s own tran- 
scription of Leonard Bernstein's 
Clarinet Sonata and a jazzy, free- 
wheeling performance of Ma’s 
transcription of Jascha Heifetz’s 
arrangement of George Gersh- 
win’s Three Preludes. And with 
violinist Ronan Lefkowitz and 
pianist Gilbert Kalish, there’s more 
invigorating teamwork in the no- 
holds-barred rendition of one of 
the greatest of American chamber 
works, Charles ives’s astounding, 
rich-textured Trio (1904-"11).

On his way 
to capturing the entire sociology of 
a disaffected class of young peo- 
ple, Linklater follows the meander- 
ings of about two dozen kids over 
an 18-hour period that begins dur- 
ing the last day of school before 
the summer of '76.

Each episode is 
divided into sequences that show 
Godard’s questioning of the kids, 
two actors playing professional 
television types who analyze the 
interviews, and finally, an illustra- 
tion of each episode’s theme. 
Establishing the idea that daily life 
in France has been enveloped by 
television, and that children are 
bullied and “molded” into becom- 
ing misshapen adults, the work 
progresses from being madden- 
ingly analytical to having a retro- 
spective poignance.

**x x THE FUGITIVE (1993). In 
this version of the 60s TV show, 
Richard Kimble (Harrison Ford) is 
still trying to clear himself in his 
wife’s murder, and his flight from 
the US marshal (Tommy Lee 
Jones) obsessed with bagging him 
leads him into a prosthetics lab, 
through underground sewer pipes, 
and over the top of a gigantic 
reservoir. Ford plays Kimble as a 
likable Everyman, compensating 
for lack of paranoia with a kind of 
sheepish innocence and nerves of 
steel. And Jones makes a worthy 
opponent. This is an action film 
that has both head and heart; if it’s 
short on psychological underpin- 
ning, it has a surplus of intelligent 
visual verve.

Screenwriter Jim Sheridan demon- 
strates, as he did with My Left 
Foot, that he can handle emotion- 
ally loaded material without being 
mawkish.

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referential irony and mean-spirited 
violence. Better to call it Teenage 
Mutant Ninja Musketeers as the 
Young Swords’ wisecrack 
anachronistically, offer primers in 
drinking and wenching, and 
graphically dispatch scores of 
foes.

A decade later 
it’s a delightful animated musical 
fantasy produced by Burton and 
directed by Henry Selick that 
immerses us in a Halloween 
world of ghouls and goblins and 
haunted mansions, combining the 
genteel black humor of Charles 
Addams and Edward Gorey, the 
skewed angles of German 
Expressionist films, Dr. Seuss, 
and Czech stop-motion animator 
Jan Svankmajer. The tale here is 
slight: Jack Skellington is an ele- 
gant bag of bones bored with his 
job as creative director for 
Halloween who stumbles into 
Christmas Town and usurps 
Santa’s throne. The songs are by 
Danny Elfman — most in a won- 
derfully gloomy Kurt Weill mode 
antithetical to the usual Disney 
saccharine.

here’s a story about a famous 
writer who, asked to speak to an 
auditorium full of bright-eyed, 
aspiring writers, got up on stage 
and told them that if they really 
wanted to write, they would be at 
home writing, not sitting there 
listening to him talk. Then he 

walked off the stage. 

Easy for him to say. 
People interested in writing 
often hear stories like that, and it 
| isn’t encouraging. The idea that a person should Just Do 
| It doesn’t erase the fears and insecurities (and the realities 
| of the writing marketplace) that keep an aspiring writer 
| aspiring and not writing. The truth is that studying writing 
through classes and workshops can, and often does, help. 

| For Shelley Evans, a local writing course was the first 
| step toward success. In 1985, when she was working as a 
producer of political commercials, she decided to take a 
Harvard Extension School course in screenwriting. That 
experience led her to get an MFA at New York University. 
Since returning to Boston, she has sold several scripts to 
the television market, and she now teaches the very Har- 

| vard Extension School course she once took. 

“I went to NYU feeling skeptical,” Evans says. “Every- 
| body says that graduate school is worthless and that you 
| should just do it, just sit down and write. I completely dis- 

agree. Everything that I’m doing now is because I went 
| back to school.” Among the benefits of writing courses, 
| she lists resources, contacts, and a greater sense of self- 
confidence. 
| Fortunately, there’s a wide variety of writing courses, 
workshops, and groups for Boston-area and Massachu- 
setts residents, from the greenest beginner to the expert. 
Good places to start include the Boston Center for Adult 
Education (BCAE), the Cambridge Center for Adult Edu- 
cation (CCAE), and Harvard Extension School. All offer 
courses on an open-enrollment basis, meaning that a stu- 
dent does not need to show proof of prior education, 
grades, or test scores. The classes are limited solely by size. 


BOSTON CENTER 
FOR ADULT EDUCATION 


Anyone having trouble with the unwieldy task of begin- 
ning to write should know that the BCAE usually offers a 
workshop called “Becoming a Writer” (at press time, the 
BCAE’s winter course list was not available, but its winter 
offerings should be similar to this fall’s). This course aims 
to teach aspiring writers to develop enough discipline to 
write daily, and to tap imagination and express it on paper 

Nurturing the creative process is a main topic for “Re 
leasing the Writer Within,” another BCAE workshop, 
th vild mind” writing style described 
in Natalie Goldberg’s book Writing Down the Bones. A 
workshop called the “King Kong Ping Pong School of 
Journal Writing” also draws upon Goldberg’s theories, ex- 
ploring writing that is “dark/light, empty/full, zany/seri- 
ous, technicolor/black-and-white, yin/yang.” That should

Other workshops offered at the BCAE include “Writing 
Your Nonfiction Book,” “Getting Your Book Published,” 
“Getting Published in Genre Fiction,” “Writing Mystery 
Fiction,” “Writing Children’s Books,” “How to Be Your 
Own Best Editor,” “Beginning Fiction,” the “Advanced 
Literary Fiction Workshop,” and a “Poetry Workshop.” 
Specific types of nonfiction writing are covered in work- 
shops such as “Essay Writing,” “Feature Writing for

BCAE workshops tend to cost between $33 and $132 
and are taught in most instances by established writers. 
With few exceptions, classes meet at 5 Commonwealth 
Avenue in Boston. For information on upcoming courses 
or registration, call (617) 267-4430. 


CAMBRIDGE CENTER 
FOR ADULT EDUCATION 


The writing program is one of the most important offer- 
ings at the CCAE, according to its assistant director, Bar- 
bara Simkowski. 

“There is a big community of writers and publishers in 
Boston,” she says, and that community’s needs “are not 
being met in a lot of cases. The writing program here 
means that people do not have to go back to ‘school.’ We 
provide a like-minded group of people to give feedback.” 

This winter, the center will offer more than 35 courses, 
including “Travel Writing,” “Playwriting,” and the “Art 
of Interviewing.” Other classes: “Writing Your Autobi- 
ography,” “How To Write Sketch Comedy,” “Writing 
About the Arts,” “Beginning Screenwriting,” “Writ- / 
ing Your Mystery,” “Storytelling,” and “Zen Writ- | ] 
ing. 

One popular weekly course is “Writing Chil- 
dren’s Books,” which addresses everything from ; 
writing techniques to marketing strategies. Limit- | 
ed to 15 people, the 75-minute class will meet on 
Thursdays at 5:30 p.m., starting January 13. The ! 
fee is $98. 

Aside from the center’s introductory courses — 
“Basic Writing and Grammar Skills,” “Guidelines 
to Better Writing,” and “Introduction to Proof- | 
reading” — two courses are designed to help a \ 
writer turn up the volume: “Become a More Pro- 
ductive Writer,” and “The Writing Workout.” ‘

For the nitty-gritty details of writing as a 
business, the CCAE co-sponsors a series on 
living and working as a writer in Boston, and | 
brings in agents and publishers to speak to stu-,, 
dents. A course called “Author-Publisher |

Although he has never taken a writing 
course himself, William Corbett, who will 
teach a poetry course this spring at the 
Harvard Extension School, does think such 
courses are useful — provided the student 
arrives prepared. 

“I tell people to do some homework be- 
fore they take a class,” says Corbett, who 
has written more than a dozen books. Stu- 
dents should find out what type of writing 
the teacher has done and read some of that 
work, he says. 

Among the upcoming writing courses at 
the Harvard Extension School, an arm of 
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Harvard University set up to offer both degree programs 
and individual classes, are “Introduction to Fiction Writ- 
ing,” “Fiction Skills,” “Advanced Fiction,” “Introduction 
to Poetry Writing,” and “Poetry.”

RESOURCES GALORE 


Many community colleges, state schools, 
and private institutions offer degree pro- 
grams and individual classes in writing. 
One of the best ways to locate a class or 
program at any of the area’s schools is 
through the Higher Education Information 
Center at the main branch of the Boston 
Public Library. While the library itself 
keeps a relatively up-to-date selection of 
local school catalogs, the Higher Education 
Information Center, located on the bottom 
floor, goes one step further with its publi- 
cation Educational Opportunities. 

That book lists, by subject, nearly 8,000 
courses at 250 schools in eastern Massa- 
chusetts. It also gives information on fi- 
nancial aid, full- and part-time programs, 
and which schools give credit for “life ex- 
perience.” The library center also has 
satellite offices at the Dudley Branch and 
at Freedom House, both in Dorchester, 
and it offers counseling on school selec- 
tion and on financial aid.

Clark Universi- 
ty offers a course called “Writing for Film 
and Television.” 

Cape Cod Community College offers 
an associate in art degree program with a 
literature and writing concentration. One 
of its more interesting courses is “Cod 
Tales: Writing About Cape Cod,” in which 
students research and write articles on the 
history of the Cape. 

Brookline Adult and Community Edu- 
cation offers courses in writing haiku, po- 
etry, and autobiographies (the last de- 
signed mainly for senior citizens). 

Salem State College, aside from having a 
fiction-writing course, is home to a writing- 
skills center, where students can receive 
free, individualized assistance to review ba- 
sic writing principles or to develop an ap- 
proach to a particular writing assignment. 

University College, a part-time under- 
graduate division of Northeastern Univer- 
sity, has put together a writing certificate 
program, which allows students to investi- 
gate and practice different types of writ- 
ing. Individual courses include screenwrit- 
ing and creative writing. 

Finally, Radcliffe College offers a semi- 
nar program that includes several writing 
courses. In the past, it has arranged semi- 
nars designed to help women polish and 
promote their work, or to explore fiction 
writing, journal writing, and autobio- 
graphical writing.

Outside the classroom, leaves 

stir and traffic offers sporadic distraction, but no one 

seems interested in anything but what’s being read. Eyes 
closed, they are practicing listening. 

The course is called “Start to Finish: A Rewriting 
Workshop” and is among the first classes at the Company 
of Writers, a three-month-old venture headed by its 
founder, Ruth Housman. Previously the clinical director 
of two psychiatric halfway houses, Housman has had to 
learn many skills quickly since deciding to provide a meet- 
ing place for writers: designing and printing course cata- 
| logues, using computers, fireproofing the building that 
houses her writing center. 

The Company of Writers operates in a converted Victo- 
rian house, set off from busy Mass Ave by a high black 
fence and situated somewhat closer to Central Square 
than Harvard Square. All about the house are signs that 
the center is just starting out. Bookshelves are still empty, 
art hangings haven’t quite found their places. Even so, 
Housman already offers work space for writers, a wide 
and growing assortment of writing courses, and a sched- 
ule of readings and events. By summer, she hopes to open 
in the same building the Door in the Wall Café, where 
| writers can write, read, and meet. 

The three-storey house is divided into three classrooms 

| and four open cubicles, one of which has been rented by 

writer Jody Lisberger, who bikes in from Belmont with her 

laptop computer to work on short stories in the mornings. 

| On the first floor is a room that Housman has donated to 

| the National Writers Union and to Jason Pramas, staff 

person for the Boston chapter. Housman sends writers in- 

| terested in union activities over to him, and Pramas sends 

| union members who haven’t heard about the center over 

| to her. An apartment on the building’s top floor will be 

| available for visiting writers. Housman plans to have fax 

| machines and computers for rent. There may even be a 
| small darkroom.

several other courses at the cen- 

ter. She is particularly excited about the cen- 

ter’s readings every second Thursday of the month, which 
will feature works of both published and unpublished writ- 
ers. Also scheduled are literature courses with readings in 
the native languages of the authors (discussions in English 
are optional). Among these courses, which are expected to 
appeal to the Boston area’s fast-growing immigrant popu- 
lation, is “Major Russian Women Writers,” taught by So- 
nia J. Ketchian, a fellow of the Harvard Russian Research 

Center. 

It hasn’t been hard to find teachers. “We must have 
filled half the positions in the catalogue in the space of 
two weeks,” says journalist Beverly Scott, Housman’s 

writing colleague and coordinator of special events. 

Some of the teachers are well established at the local 

adult-education centers. Mopsy Strange Kennedy, 

who has been teaching and writing in the area for 

13 years, is offering “The I That Sees,” a course 

that explores first-person writing. Ottone Riccio, 

who leads the “Poetry Workshop,” has been 

teaching poetry to adults for over 20 years and 

has brought with him at least one long-time student. 

He praises the center for offering studio space. His stu- 

dents are always eager for places to write — away from 
telephones and household distractions. 

Housman expects to add new classes through Decem- 
ber, when there will be a Christmas break (winter term be- 
gins January 10 and runs through March, when spring 
term starts). Two recent additions are “Adjusting from 
One Culture to Another,” taught by Stephen Stathis, a 
writer and public-school teacher, and a course designed to 
help people who speak English as a second language with 
their writing. It will be taught during the spring term by 
Jim Gilsenan, who teaches English as a Second Language 
classes locally. 

The center has morning, afternoon, and evening classes, 
though most are held in the late afternoons or evenings. 
The basic course consists of eight sessions of two hours 
apiece and costs $100, but there are many variations, in- 
cluding one- and two-day intensive workshops for which 
fees vary accordingly. 


Special events 


Scott is planning a panel discussion on print journalism, 
and on December 4 at 10 a.m., Ted Reinstein, TV pro- 
ducer and host, will give a talk called “Clear, Concise, and 
Catchy: Writing Feature Stories for Television.” On De- 
cember 11, writer Brina Cohen will lead “Animal Tales,” 
an afternoon of tea and animal crackers, with a discussion 
of animals in literature and in life. Michael Koran, who 
teaches philosophy at the University of Massachusetts and 
has taught writing to prisoners, will read from the work of 
several prisoners some time in December. Koran, who re- 
cently renamed that talk “Prose and Cons,” plans to teach 
several courses at the center next semester. 

Cambridge businesses have been welcoming and support- 
ive. The Talking Drum: Everything African, a local store, is 
arranging for an evening of African and African Diaspora 
poetry and music at the center. The Averof Restaurant is of- 
fering to fund publicity for any playwright who will write a 
play about the marriage of an Arab and an Israeli. 


Company with a mission 


Anyone interested in writing, at any level, is welcome at 
the center, as are people who know only that they like to 
read. Housman hopes to bring in the “financially 
pressed” part of the population and envisions sending 
teachers to nursing homes and to children who are not 
within easy travel distance of the center. If all goes well, 
she would like to provide scholarships and set up out- 
reach programs that could offer workshops at belea- 
guered public schools and bring students to the center. 
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Housman 
is committed to involving young 
people in the writing center, and she is finding 
others with similar zeal. Elizabeth Eidlitz, director of the 
Hopkinton Community Education Program, plans to 
teach writing to children ages nine to 11 next semester. 
A storytelling workshop for children is already running, 
and Housman is arranging a time for children to read 
from their work. Gerry Phinisee, who teaches third and 
fourth graders at the King Open School in Cambridge, 
and walked into the Company of Writers by chance, has 
suggested a panel discussion on kids and storytelling. 
According to Phinisee, in a time of action films and tele- 
vision movies, “kids are anxious for real stories, with real 
substance.” 

Scott sees storytelling as a way to interest people in writ- 
ing and to strengthen the community. “If you can reach 
out to people in the community who’ve never written and 
somehow get them together, maybe they wouldn’t want a 
writing course, but maybe they could sit around and talk 
into a tape recorder and eventually have someone write 
their stories with them.” 


Company with a following 


Business manager Susan Pomerantz has been taking 
calls from potential students as far away as Lexington, 
though most of the interest has come from Cambridge. 

Some of the callers have unusual requests that under- 
score the need for Housman’s project. One caller, a 
homeless writer, needed a place for her manuscripts while 
she moves from shelter to shelter. 

“People call and ask us if we have book-discussion 
groups,” says Scott. “What we’ve started to do is take 
down their names and phone numbers and ask what genre 
they’re interested in. It wouldn’t do to put a science fiction 
fan with a 19th-century Victorian novelist.” 

Don Finnie, 67, is one of the Company’s first students. 
Finnie, now retired, has enjoyed getting away from the 
kind of writing he did for a living: working on short 
memos and term loan agreements. Mopsy Strange 
Kennedy’s class will give him the chance to write more 
expansively. 

Julia Perez joined writer Katherine Deputat’s class, 
“Start to Finish: A Rewriting Workshop,” because she 
loves to write and wants the motivation a group provides. 
With four children and a full-time job, she has barely been 
able to make time for writing. Her goal is to finish “a very 
long short story.” She has been writing for over 20 years, 
but this is her first writing class. 

Scott Plunkett, also in Deputat’s class, works weekends 
as an assistant manager at a group home for mentally 
challenged adults and during the week as a photographer. 
He’s been writing since he was nine. Meeting with a group 
keeps him going. 

On the front desk at the Company of Writers are 
spreading piles of brightly colored flyers, informing stu- 
dents of course changes, new courses, readings. The bul- 
letin board is covered with news of readings and writing 
groups. One woman has posted an announcement de- 
scribing herself as a “mother of a fast-growing child” 
looking for a writing partner. Visitors to the center can ex- 
change information on job openings and employment 
needs by writing in the center’s “job book,” propped up 
on a chair not far from the bulletin board. Its first entry: 
Qinzhe Zhang, a Chinese illustrator, is looking for work. 

Everyone seems to agree that writers need readers and 
other writers. That’s why Adina Davis, a short-story writer 
who works as a word processor by day, came into the cen- 
ter one afternoon. That’s also one of the reasons why Ruth 
Housman believes her center will provide inspiration and 
support. “I want to hear from people of all ages and stages 
— people everywhere. We have the space, let’s do some- 
thing with it.” Q
